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Two-alarm 


blaze leaves 


woman hurt

A two-alarm fire at 100 Wildwood 
St. late March HO left one woman 
hospitalized and between $50,000 and 
$75,000 in damage. 

Winchester firefighters, with 
assistance from Arlington, Woburn 
and Lexington, battled the blaze. 
According to Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt, the alarm was sounded at 
10:17 p.m. When firefighters arrived 
at the scene, smoke was visible on 
the first and second floors, and fire 
could be seen on the first floor. 

McNutt said he believes the fire 
had been active for some lime 
before it was discovered and the 
alarm sounded, due to the heavy 
smoke in the home. McNutt attri¬ 
buted the fire to “careless 
smoking." 

The two occupants of the home, 


Rose Marie DeMars. 61, and her 
husband George, G6, along with 
Police Officer Joseph O'Conner 
were treated for smoke inhalation. 

McNutt cited George DeMars 
quick actions as having saved both 
his wife’s and his own life. 

According to reports, George 
DeMars was sleeping on the second 
floor of the 2'‘•-story home when he 
awoke due to the heavy smoke in the 
home. He attempted to go downs¬ 
tairs because he knew his wife was 
there, but heavy smoke and intense 
heal kepi him back, said McNutt. 

When DeMars could not get 
downstairs, reports said DeMars 
then broke a window and climbed 
out onto a den roof, making his way 
to the ground. DeMars told fire offi¬ 
cials he ran to a neighbor’s house 
and had him call the fire department

Galatis fears 


move by Young

Vinson Owen Coalition Chairman 
William Galatis is disturbed by 
some news he heard this week. 

Galatis brought his concerns to 
selectmen, and indicated he under¬ 
stood Vinson Owen Principal 
Richard Young had volunteered for 
appointment as principal at Lincoln 
School. 

The move to place Young at Lin¬ 
coln virtually seals the fate of Vin¬ 
son Owen, said Galatis. 

Galatis said it is “irrelevanl” 
whether Young has been appointed 
or volunteered to move to Lincoln. 
“We’re outraged." he said. “It cre¬ 
ates additional unnecessary 
anxiety.” 

The message being sent out by 
such a move is that the decision to 
close Vinson Owen School is already 
final, Galatis said. 

Galatis told selectmen he received 
27 phone calls relating to the issue of 
Young moving to Lincoln School, 
and that people are “disturbed” by 
it. 


However, in an interview with The 
Winchester Star, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos said 
the closing of the school “has not 
been voted on yet.” Mitsakos said 
the School Committee has been 
doing preparation work in the event 
the Vinson Owen School should close 
and/or the sixth grade move to 
McCall Junior High School. 


“Last fall, we indicated a lot of 
preparation was necessary,” said 
Mitsakos. One of the elements 
involved in the consolidation of 
schools was the death of Lincoln 
School Principal Elizabeth Murray. 

Because there are four principals 
in town, Mitsakos said it would make 
sense to move one of those principals 
to Lincoln in the event Vinson Owen 
closes. Young volunteered to make 
the move, which Mitsakos said 
“would be the least disruptive." 


“If his school doesn’t dose, he 
wouldn't move,” added Mitsakos. If 
Vinson Owen stays open, Mitsakos 
said the School Committee will begin

Town sees 
increase 
in drug 
education 
funding

The town has been awarded 
Si:l.07ii in state drug and alcohol 
education funds for I he coming fis¬ 
cal year, according to a recent 
announcenienl by Governor Michael 
Dukakis. 

The governor said (he money is 
being awarded through his Gover¬ 
nor’s Alliance Against Drugs prog¬ 
ram. and represents a slight 
increase from last year’s anti-drug 
funding. Last year Winchester 
received $ 12 , 216 . 

Dukakis revealed funding 
amounts for all cities and towns 
during a three-day tour of four 
school districts. The governor made 
the initial announcement March 21 
in Chelsea, followed by a trip to 
Saugus on the 22nd, and to Somerset 
and Ludlow on (he 23rd. 

He said, "these communities and 
others across (he state, will use 
these funds to prevent our young 
people from getting involved with 
drugs, training our teachers, setting 
up educational programs, support¬ 
ing parents and community groups, 
and putting some real muscle in our 
demand reduction efforts." 

The governor also took the occa¬ 
sion to review the efforts in the drug 
war both at the state level, and more 
importantly in the local public 
schools. 

At each of his slops Dukakis was 
brought up to dale on efforts by high 
school students to steer their youn¬ 
ger counterparts and fellow high 
school students away from drug and 
alcohol use, with the Peer Leaders 
Program. 

Dukakis confirmed that efforts by 
Peer Leader groups have been pay¬ 
ing off. and he said "last year the 
Commonwealth had the safest prom 
season in 40 years. 

But, the governor noted, “We've 
got to stay at it. The minute you 
relax in this area you’ve got a 
problem." 

Dukakis said the Peer Leaders are 
very much on the front line of the 
war on drugs, and their efforts are 
more important than the combined 
efforts of the police and courts. 

Nothing that the courts are over¬ 
burdened, the jails over-crowded 
and the police under-staffed, the key 
to winning the war against drugs lies 


Winchester Star building sold 
to Wadsworth Realty Trust 



The Winchester Star building, a 
landmark in the downtown for 75 
years, has been sold to a local 
development group which plans 
extensive renovations to the 
building. 

The newspaper will move from 
the building to temporary quar¬ 
ters during the renovation phase 
and then relocate its editorial 
office and advertising represen¬ 
tative into a new office in the 3 
Church Street facility. 

Century Publisher Asa Cole 
said that the building has been 
sold to Wadsworth Realty Trust 
represented by Anthony P. Pet- 
rucci, a Winchester resident. 

Petrucci and his partners, 
Keith A. Berube and Peter A. 
Klinkmueller, recently pur¬ 
chased The Winchester Group 
Inc., formerly a wholly owned 
subsidiary company of The 
Winchester Savings Bank, They 
plan to expand the company's 
operations and may take office 
space in the Star Building. 

“With our printing and produc¬ 
tion work being done at another 
location there was no longer the 
need to occupy such a large 
space," Cole said. “While we 
intend to always remain a promi¬ 
nent part of Winchester’s down¬ 
town, we wanted to give someone 
else the opportunity to bring addi¬ 
tional office or retail space into 
the town while at the same time 
restoring the building to its once 
grand stale.” 

“Petrucci and his partners 
have a proven track record of 
experience and quality work 
which was Important to us — plus 
he is a resident with roots and a 
sense of tradition for Winches¬ 
ter,” Cole added. 

Petrucci hopes to start work on 
the building as soon as possible 
and is looking forward to a late 
fall, early winter opening. He 
intends to begin talking to pros¬ 
pective tenants during the sum¬ 
mer months and has already

received inquiries for both office 
and retail space. 

“We are delighted to become 
the new owners of a building with 
so much prominence and history 
in Winchester’s downtown area. 
Our renovation plans will bring 
the building to its original state, 
but with all the necessary con¬ 
temporary improvements such 
as a new heating and air condi¬ 
tioning system, new windows and 
an elevator. The close proximity 
to convenient downtown parking 
with easy walking access to all of 
the other retail and office facili¬ 
ties was a positive factor leading 
to our purchase of the building,” 
Petrucci said. 

The Star has been a part of 
Harte-Hanks Communications 
since 1966. Ilarle-Hanks operates 
three daily newspapers and 13 
non-dully publications in the sub¬ 
urban Boston area. 

Some staff support personnel 
from The Star will be relocating 
to a new Hartc-Hankes facility on 


Rt. 128 in Waltham. 

The new location, at 580 Winter 
St,, will house The News Tribune 
of Waltham as well as a state-of- 
the-art telemarketing center 
which will service the Harte- 
Hanks Community Newspapers. 

“By combining the resources of 
several Harte-Hanks Community 
Newspapers, and while maintain¬ 
ing our presence in each of the 
communities we serve, wc will be 
able to provide a higher level of 
service and quality to our cus¬ 
tomers,” said Kevin J. Barry, 
president of the Boslon area 
newspaper group. 

The new location will also fea¬ 
ture state-of-the-art technology 
for creative design for advertis¬ 
ing customers, as well as the 
modern photography lub. 

Harte-Hanks plans to sell its 
large downtown buildings in 
Waltham and Dedham, moving 
into smaller offices in Dedham 
and into the Winter Street loca¬ 
tion in Waltham. 


Town cleared in 
jail cell death

A Middlesex Superior Court jury 
determined town officials were not 
negligent in monitoring a 20-year-old 
Winchester man who died in a jail 
cell in the late hours of Dec. 31, 1983. 

After five days of testimony and 
statements, the jury decided in 
favor of the Town of Winchester in a 
civil suit claiming negligence in the 
death of Vincent J. Marquardo. The 
suit sought $100,000 in damages and 
was brought by Catherine J. Car- 
apelluci, the sister and administra¬ 
tor of the estate of Marquardo. 
Judge Patti Saris presided. 

Winchester officials are pleased 
with the verdict, and glad the case is 
behind them. "Like everyone asso¬ 
ciated with the case. I’m relieved 
it’s concluded. It has been a strain 
obviously for the Marquardo family 
that lost a son, and also for the police 
officers,” said Richard W. Rcnehan, 
special trial counsel for Winchester. 

Marquardo died of a drug over-

dose in a Winchester police jail cell 
late Dec. 31, 1983. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal in the early morning of Jan. 1, 
19B4. 

According to a medical examiners 
report, Marquardo died when he was 
asphyxiated by his vomit. The 
report slated that Marquardo was 
under the influence of Codeine and 
Doriden, which suppressed his gag¬ 
ing mechanism. Marquardo had 
been placed under arrest for drunk 
driving at approximately 9:40 p.m. 
on Dec. 31, 1983. Although he was 
offered the opportunity to see a 
physician and/or make bail, he 
reportedly refused both. 

Marquardo was checked through¬ 
out the evening by police, and was 
discovered by Lt. Charles Culhane 
on the floor of the cell at l:40 a.in. 

In a telephone interview, Winches¬

with reducing the number of people 
using them, Dukakis said. 

And while the governor said 
recent statistics show a decline in 
the number of Massachusetts stu¬ 
dents using drugs, they also show no 
decline in the number abusing 
alcohol. 

Alcohol is still the drug of choice, 
Dukakis said, and the problems are 
not greatest in the inner-city areas, 
but in the suburbs, like Winchester. 

The problem with drug use is 
made worse in the inner city 
"because of the large number of 
illegal guns in the hands of kids,” 
Dukakis said, referring to the recent 
wave of violence. 

In addition to commending the 
Peer Leaders and Council Against 
Drug programs for their efforts, 
Dukakis announced that the town 
will receive $13,076 for Fiscal Year 
1991, up from the FY ’!J() allotment of 
$12,216, under the Drug Free Schools 
and Communities Act. 

All told, the state is distributing 
$6.5 million in grant money to local 
school systems for drug education 
efforts. An additional $3 million is 
being given to programs for high- 
risk youths, and another $740,000 will 
go to 16 specific communities “to rid

Winchester Associates Really 
Trust owns the land which the super¬ 
market leases. Its represenlalives 
are presenting the plan in conjunc¬ 
tion with Purity officials. 

Purity officials presented their 
basic concept plan for expansion of 
the store to selectmen at the board’s 
Monday night meeting, and are hop¬ 
ing to bring the proposal to Spring 
Town Meeting. 

A glitch in the bidding process for 
MBTA-owned land has set Purity 
back, but officials are confident they 
will be granted the right to purchase 
the land. 

Purchase of the MET A land, 
which must be approved by the Sec¬ 
retary of Transportation, requires 
removal of the old railroad bed. 
Purity will he responsible for that 
project, which officials estimate will 
cost approximately $300,(100. 

Purity is seeking a 9,300 square- 
foot parcel from the Town of 
Winchester as well. Purity officials 
I have indicated they would be willing 
to buy or lease the land, or trade il 
tor an 11,370 square-fool parcel 
' behind Winchester Savings Bank 
along the Aberjona River. 

In a memo lo selectmen. Town 
Engineer John (Jake) Ciarcia sug¬ 
gested the town could ultimately 
own all of the river in the area, by 
accepting Purity's proposal and 
then swapping a portion of the 11,370 
square-foot parcel with Winchester 
Savings Bank, 

Town Counsel Wade Welch said 
the group needs to know whether 
selectmen would prefer to sell or 
lease the land before moving for¬ 
ward with the proposal. Selectmen 
expected lo present Purity officials 
with a decision by the end of the 
week. 

Richard Rheaume of GHR Engi¬ 
neering said approximately half of 
the 9,300 square-foot parcel would be 
maintained as “green space.” 
Rheaume indicated Purity would 
donate any extra clean fill from the 
land to the town. 

The proposal by Purity would add 
16,000 square feet lo the building. 
The current structure is 21,000 
square feet. 

The proposal will require approval 
by various town boards, including 
the Conservation Commission, Plan¬ 
ning Board and Zoning Board of 
Appeals, prior to its presentation to 
Town Meeting. 

Newly-elected Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Steve Powers said the project 
will add new commercial growth to 
the town. “Therefore, we’re very 
interested in the project,” he added.

Committee backs plan to allow for mausoleums 


Powers, 
head up

Selectman Steve Powers and 
School Committee member Donna 
Brandt Landry were elected to serve 
as chairmen on their respective 
committees for the upcoming year. 

Powers said he hopes the select¬ 
men will “continue to do things that 
benefit the town,” citing as exam¬ 
ples Arthur Griffin’s proposed 
photography museum and the 
expansion of Purity Supreme. 

Selectman William O’Leary was 
voted vice chairman. Both Powers 
and O'Leary were elected 
unanimously, 

Powers referred to the recent 
town election which caused some 
divisiveness in town. 

“Somehow we've got to mend this 
town together and get into a fiscal 
mode,” said Powers. He added that 
selectmen will continue to work with 
other boards to address issues and 
the budget. 

School Committee member and 
former chairman Edward O'Connell 
nominated Landry as chairman of 
that committee. O’Connell noted 
that Landry has served as vice 
chairman for two years during her 
four-year tenure. “(Landry) has 
weighed in whenever asked to take 
on special assignments,” said 
O’Connell. He added that Landry 
uses her time “for the good of our 
school system." 

He noted that he and Landry 
“don’t always view issues from the 
same angle." but said that aspect of 
the committee is positive. “The town 
is best served when we have (the 
opportunity) to have differing 
views," said O’Connell. 

Public hearing 
on Zoo bill set 

A public hearing on Senate Bill No. 
533 sponsored by the Housing and 
Urban Development Committee will 
be held April 11 at 10 a.m. at the 
State House. 

The bill proposes to create a public 
non-profit corporation to manage 
the Stone Zoo and Franklin Park 
Zoo. At present, a 60 percent reduc¬ 
tion in the fiscal year 1991 budget 
has been proposed. Should the cuts 
be realized, the Stone Zoo would 
likely close as of June 30. 

By creating a public non-profit 
corporation, zoo officials would be 
allowed to seek private contribu¬ 
tions to improve the facilities. 

Residents wishing to voice con¬ 
cerns on the Stone Zoo should con-

The committee voted 4 to I for 
Landry's appointment, with Lom¬ 
bardi voting against. 

In accepting the chairmanship, 
Landry said, “I think it's time for 
me to take on these challenges. I feel 
knowledgable and ready ... even for 
the difficult path that faces us." 

Landry also cited the importance 
of members’ differing views. “It 
makes each one of us work harder 
and think through for our convic¬ 
tions," she said. 

Member Alice McCarter was 
unanimously voted vice chairman, 
while Member Mark Lombardi was 
unanimously chosen to sign the pay¬ 
roll. Landry was named payroll 
alternate. 

The School Committee will hold a 
public hearing on the school budget 
April 10 at 7 p.m. in the Winchester 
High School auditorium.

A plan to allow mausoleums in 
Wildwood Cemetery would take two 
to three years to implement, and 
would restrict where those stuctures 
could be built. 

Wildwood Cemetery Advisory 
Committee Chairman Michael Sar- 
aco brought his committee’s plan to 
selectmen Monday night. Saraco 
also discussed a warrant article that 
would reinstitute a cemetery com¬ 
mission. The article, if approved by 
Town Meeting, would reverse the 
1975 charter which eliminated that 
board, making selectmen the com¬ 


ported the plan 4 to 1 to allow mauso¬ 
leums to be built in the cemetery. 
Member Daniel Chane voted against 
the recommendation. 

According to Saraco, Wildwood 
Cemetery is what is referred to as 
“country-style,” Saraco stressed the 
importance of enacting guidelines 
for mausoleums, but said his com¬ 
mittee believes it is the “right" of 
residents to have the option of build¬ 
ing such a structure. 

Saraco also said there are two 
locations in the cemetery that are 
not suitable for burials due to ledge. 
The areas suggested include a sec¬ 
tion known as the old quarry as well 
as a portion of land along a dirt road 


mended "so it would not interfere 
with the beauty of the cemetery,” 
said Saraco. “We are going to more 
or less undeveloped areas where 
there are no burials because of 
ledge." 

Saraco said the current rate for a 
site for a mausoleum is $20,000 to 
$30,000, while the going rate for 
double-deep burial sites is $1000. 
Winchester presently charges $600 
for the latter. 

"With proper landscaping, it can 
be beautiful,” said Saraco of 
mausoleums, 

“This particular area doesn’t 
infringe on anyone else’s grave,” 
added member Dorothy Wadsworth. 


resident’s request. The body 
involved in that request remains in 
the cemetery’s receiving tomb. Sar¬ 
aco was unsure what effect the two- 
to three-year waiting period would 
have on that request. 

Saraco said he believes construc¬ 
tion of a mausoleum costs between 
$200,000 and $400,000. He also sug¬ 
gested the cost of site preparation 
could be the responsibility of the 
party purchasing the site. 

Selectman Robert Peering said if 
strict rules and regulations were in 
place, he would likely support the 
measure. Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt asked that Saraco deter¬ 


mine the cost of site development. 

Ncwly-elected Chairman Steven 
Powers said two to three years 
"seems like a long lime,” and asked 
if the process could be done more 
quickly. 

Saraco said it will take time to 
prepare the rules.

Saraco also discussed the prop¬ 
osed charter change, which could 
allow the cemetery to be self- 
sustaining.

Due to typographical errors, ihe 
chart above printed in a March edi¬ 
tion of the Star contained some 
incorrect figures. The above chart 
contains the numbers as presented 
by the League of Women Voters. 

The budget figure reflects the 
funds approved for the schools by 
Town Meeting for each year. 

The constant dollar figure relates 
to the amount of money the town

School plants refers to the number 
of school buildings in town, while 
enrollment reflects the number of 
students. 

The teaching staff figure includes 
all full-time classroom teachers. 
Administrative staff includes the 
superintendent, assistant superin¬ 
tendent, special education director, 
principals and assistant principals. 

Those staff members included in 
“other staff’’ are support and non- 


instructional staff. 

The pupil per teacher ratio was 
calculated by dividing the number of 
pupils by the number of teachers. 

The per pupil expenditure is the 
budget divided by the number of 
students. This budget figure 
includes fixed costs, which remain 
the same regardless of the number 
of students. 

The combined Scholastic Aptitude 
Test Score is the average score 
received by students on the SAT, 
which tests math and English skills.

found the filing of the article, which 
would decentralize the Department 
of Public Works and add a full-time 
position “extraordinary.” Muggia 
cited the town’s current budget cri¬ 
sis, and said she could not support 
the article. 

“We’re going to a Town Meeting 
that’s going to have a devil of a time 
supporting the living,” she said. 

Saraco said a cemetery commis¬ 
sion had been in place for more than 
100 years, and that it had been 
disbanded by one vote. He also said 


there have been no bequeaths to the 
cemetery since that move. 

"No money is being left to the 
DPW like other cemeteries,” he 
added. Saraco said tax money is not 
used to fund the cemetery, and that 
costs are currently funded by 
revenue received at the cemetery. 

"I’m not saying anything about 
charging people more to die,” said 
Saraco. He added that he believes 
Winchester’s rates should be more 
competitive. ,

The students of Winchester High 
School have another success to their 
credit with last weekend's produc¬ 
tion of “Guys and Dolls.” In the 
spirit of Sky Masterson, Production 
Director Wally Gagel made a deal 
with his cast during rehearsal that, 
if he gave them 80 percent capacity 
audiences, they would give him their 
all. The near-capacity audiences 
were able to appreciate what a 
sweet deal that was. 

How well the cast was going to do 
was made immediately visible dur¬ 
ing the opening scene-setting 
“Runyonland" segment, where the 
shoeshine boy, pickpocket, prize 
fighter, flasher, drunk, blind 
woman, street girls, tourists, bobby 
soxers and others crossed and filled 
the stage to show us the world the 
story was taking us into, and where 
the cast — without singing or speak¬ 
ing — created a succession of real 
and vivid characters. This sort of 
silent character acting was appa¬ 
rent throughout the show, in a short 
scene such as the mission raid and a 
larger production number such as 
the “Cafe Cubano Dance,” where 
each chorus member and “bit” play¬ 
er, through acting and dancing, 
“spoke” character and situation 
quite audibly. 

In addition, the show also sounded 
good. The musical numbers were 
well performed and the actors used 
their speaking voices effectively to 
create their characters, particularly 
noticeable in the New Yorkese of the 
gamblers — Nicely-Nicety, Benny, 
Nathan, Charlie, Adelaide and 
others. 

One of the chief delights of the 
show was watching the actors enter 
so thoroughly into the spirit of their 
characters, not just with their 
accents but with their entire perfor¬ 
mances. An outstanding feature of 
the production overall was the way 
everything combined to portray 
character, including the acting, the 
many sets that effectively set the 
scene, the colorful costumes, and the 
choreography that both suited and 
conveyed character in dance.

cal and introduces the scene, char¬ 
acters, and the major conflict of the 
show. Following the overture, per¬ 
formed by the orchestra (which 
accompanied the singers — and the 
garage — in a fine manner through¬ 
out) and the Runyonland scene, the 
first two vocal numbers: 4 ‘Fugue for 
Tinhorns” and “Follow the Fold,” 
present the two opposing forces of 
the story, the gamblers and the 
reformers. 

The conflict between gambling 
and reform is told primarily through 
two love stories, that of Sky Master- 
son (played by Thomas Moore) and 
the missionary Sara (Susan 
Meserve), and that of Nathan 
Detroit (Philip Obbard) and his 
“well-known fiancee” Adelaide 
(Tracy Horovitz). Sky Malerson 
pursues Sara as the result of a bet, 
but runs headlong into her ideals in 
“I'll Know” and her resistance to his 
wiles. Though Sara eventually falls 
for Sky, believing he is not to be 
trusted, she leaves him, not realiz¬ 
ing he also has fallen for her. 

The poignant romantic dilemma 
of Sky and Sara is offset by the more 
humorous one of the incorrigible but 
disarming Nathan and his patient, 
long-suffering Adelaide. Adelaide 
not only wants to reform Nathan

from his gambling habit, but also 
from his 14-year-long procrastina¬ 
tion of their marriage. Like Sara, 
she also, through repeated disap¬ 
pointments, resolves finally to give 
up. Both Nathan and Sky, however, 
through commitment to honoring 
their markers, redeem themselves 
in the eyes of Sara and Adelaide — 
Sky by filling the mission with sin¬ 
ners whom he won on a bet, and 
Nathan by going to the prayer meet¬ 
ing and Adelaide’s realizing that he 
told the truth about it. In the happy 
ending, these two guys even reform 
and marry their dolls. 

Watching the gamblers in action 
provided much of the entertainment 
of the show’. Nathan Detroit’s scenes 
with Joey Biltmore at the garage, 
with Big Jule and the line of gamb¬ 
lers waiting to shoot crap, and with 
the gamblers and molls in the sewer 
at the crap game, were delightfully 
played by all. 

Adelaide's lament and her scene 
with Nalhan telling him about her 
letters to her mother were also com¬ 
ic highlights in the show. 

Company numbers also provided 
some of the high spots, notably the 
colorful "Cafe Cubano Dance,” 
“Take Back Your Mink,” and “Luck 
Be A Lady ." Though not every char¬ 
acter or scene may be mentioned, 
the show throughout looked good and 
sounded good and had great spirit 
coming from all quarters. Everyone 
— Wally Gagel, director; Priscilla 
Miller, music director; Lynne Rah- 
meier, choral director; Kathryn Col¬ 
son, choreographer; Alison Hoffna- 
gle, stage manager; and all the guys 
and dolls of the cast, crew and 
orchestra — were applauded enthu¬ 
siastically for their efforts.

A skeptic might think a man who 
waxed philosophical about “hot but¬ 
tons." reaching one’s colors, “angel 
bears" and “rainbow roles” had. 
well, his head in the clouds. 

But for someone who is in search 
of a new career or in the midst of a 
crucial life transition. Winchester 
resident Ed Colozzi, a career/life 
counselor — is the man to call. Not 
only does he have his feel firmly 
planted on the ground, he can offer 
valuable advice and concrete infor¬ 
mation to his clients.

and Michael. 

Colozzi’s career exploration and 
planning have opened up new 
avenues for his clients on the corpo¬ 


rate level, small groups and in one- 
on-one counseling. 

“You don't have to have all the 
answers, but you have to be ready to 
receive answers.” said Colozzi of 
making career and life choices. 

Colozzi puts an emphasis on I he 
values and interests of his clients. 
"Abilities arc important. ’ adds Col¬ 
ozzi, “but you must enjoy what you 
do.” 

These interests. Colozzi calls “hoi 
buttons." Finding your “hot but¬ 
tons" enables you lo “express your 
color” or the inner you that comes 
out when you love what you’re doing. 

Colozzi graduated from Winches¬ 
ter High School and later studied 
psychology at Boston University and 
received two masters and a docto¬ 
rate in higher education from Col¬ 
umbia University. 

His daughter Kristen, a sopho¬ 
more at Winchester High School, has 
decided she would like to become an 
astronaut.

Quarterly tax bills considered

Selectmen are considering imple¬ 
menting quarterly lax bills, but will 
seek public input on the issue before 
a final decision is made. 

Article 19 for the Spring Town 
Meeting warrant provides for the 
acceptance of a state law authoriz¬ 
ing the town to issue quarterly tax 
bills. In a memo to selectmen, Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer said 
when the article was first placed on 
the warrant, he believed it would be 
difficult to implement the new policy 
between the time Town Meeting 
adopted the law and July 1, 1990. “It 
was envisioned we would implement 
this law beginning July 1, 1991,” he 
said. 

Maurer said Director of Assess¬ 
ments Dan McGurl indicated tax 
bills mailed out July 1, 1990 will be 
estimated bills, which would 
address the new law. However, 
Maurer said the town’s computer 
software would have to be modified, 
and additional help would be needed 
in the assessor’s and treasurer’s 
offices. 

“We need a lot more input on 
this,” said Selectman William 
O’Leary. “It would be change in 
tradition and planning that would 
require more input.” 

Selectmen voiced concerns about 
the additional personnel that would 
be required, and requested cost fac¬ 
tors involved. 

“I think we would be remiss if we 
didn’t have a few hearings on it,” 
said Powers. 

Free cash 

Selectmen are currently divided 
on whether or not to recertify free 


cash, but are planning on making a 
decision at the board’s April 9 
meeting. 

If the board were to agree to 
recertify free cash, the town would 
have access to a total of $674,000. 
According to Maurer, the free cash 


as ol July 1, 1989 included $141,000 in 
the general fund and $183 in the 
water and sewer account, for a total 
of $324,000. 

With the collection of real and 
personal properly taxes, there is an 
additional $350,000 available in the 


general fund. 

“If we use it this year, it’s going lo 
compound the problem next year,” 
said Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. “I think we have to lake a 
very conservative approach that no 
free cash will be used."

neighborhoods of youth violence and 
drug abuse." 

Dukakis said “schools in this Com¬ 
monwealth will get more of the 
resources they need to help prevent 
drug and alcohol abuse among our 
young people. These grants repre¬ 
sent a major increase in funding 
over last year.” 

While some communities will get 
the same allotment as last year, 
most, like Winchester, are seeing an 
increase. Some cities are seeing dra¬ 
matic increases, such as neighbor¬ 
ing Medford. This year Medford will 
get $41,557, up from last year’s 
$24,897. 

The governor also fielded ques¬ 
tions from students at the various 
schools visited, including one from a 
Saugus elementary school student 
on whether the state will be able to 
eliminate drug use in her lifetime. 

Dukakis responded that drugs and 
abuse of them have been around as 
long as people have, so he foresees 
no complete elimination of the 
problem. 

Bui he does hope to see the amount 
of use dramatically reduced, and 
also hopes certain drugs will not 
emerge as popular choices in this 
state, such as “ice”, which is still 


limited to the West Coast. 

"One of the messages we’re trying 
lo gel out today is that if you don’t 
get involved in the first place, you 
won’t have the problem. The ques¬ 
tion is, can we help you young people 
of Massachusetts stay away from 
it?” 

In response to another question, 
the governor stressed that the state 
and the nation are not going lo solve 
the problem with tougher sentenc¬ 
ing, more arrests and larger jails — 
that the solution lies before ever 
reaching that stage. 

“We have to help our young people 
stay away from drugs and alcohol in 
the first place,” Dukakis said. “The 
most important thing we can do is to 
gel down into the elementary levels. 
They have enormous respect for 
you,” he told the peer leaders 
present. 

Dukakis concluded the key would 
be for older students to “spend as 
much time as possible with them” 
(elementary grades). He also 
stressed that parents needed lo hear 
the same message, and “young peo¬ 
ple are having an effect on their 
parents as well.” 


Essex County District Attorney 
Kevin Burke, present for the 
announcement in Saugus, confirmed 
after the governor’s presentation 
that the war on drugs will be won or 
lost in the schools and homes, not in 
police stations and courtrooms. 

“Spending on law enforcement is 
necessary, but a last resort,” Burke 
said. “It’s critical that education 
receive its fair share.” 

While Burke said, “we can cer¬ 
tainly use all the money we can get,” 
he said efforts at the law enforce¬ 
ment level are merely “putting our 
fingers in the dike.” 

But Burke did say more is needed 
on the enforcemnet level as well. 
Commenting on the recent suit filed 
by the Massachusetts Bar Associa¬ 
tion against the Commonwealth, 
calling for the appointment of more 
judges, Burke said, “this is an 
example of the tremendous need the 
criminal justice system has.” 

Burke concluded that “if the war 
against drugs seems lo be at a 
standstill, it’s because we haven’t 
enough judges, courtrooms and 
jails. The system can’t even handle 
the load it has now.”

said in arguing the case, “the town's 
position was that the monitoring of 
cells was reasonable under all of the 
circumstances, and that no amount 
of monitoring could, in any event, 
have prevented the tragedy because 
of the condition (of Marquardo).” 

Renehan said the essence of the 
claim against the town was that 
police, who had custody of Marquar¬ 
do, were negligent because they did 
not monitor him frequently enough 
so as to realize his condition. 

When contacted by telephone 
Tuesday, James E. Riley Jr., the 
plaintiff’s attorney, said he was 
“very disappointed” with the jury’s 
verdict, but said he did not feel it 
was appropriate to comment further 
on the case. “We’re moving on,” he 
added. 


In early 1989, Federal Judge 
Robert E. Keeton ruled against most 
of the claims in a $50 million federal 
civil rights suit against the town 
brought by the Marquardo family. 
The only claim sent back to the state 
courts was the civil negligence 
claim under the state Tort Claims 
Act. Renehan said under the Tort 
Claims Act, the town could be found 
liable if any of the police officers 
acted negligently. 

According lo Renehan, the maxi¬ 
mum claim allowed by statute is 
$ 100 , 000 . 

When the original suit was filed 
against the town, then Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall retained the ser¬ 
vices of Renehan to defend the police 
officers. Renehan again served as 
special trial counsel representing 
the town in the negligence claim.

while DeMars returned to his home. 

DeMars gained access to the front 
door by breaking a side window, said 
McNutt. DeMars told officials he 
could hear his wife in Ihe living 
room, and crawled on the floor until 
he located her. DeMars (hen brought 
her out of the house to safety. 

“He really did a great job,” said 
McNutt of DeMars. 

At that time, McNutt said police 
arrived on the scene and assisted 
DeMars. Fire aparatus, under the 
direction of Capt. Barry McNutt, 
arrived immediately thereafter, 
said Chief McNutt. 

Both George DeMars and 
O’Connor were treated and released 
for spoke inhalation. Rose Marie 
DeMars was hospitalized until Mon¬ 
day, said McNutt. 

McNutt said the fire started in the 
living room and was confined to that 
room. However, he said there was 
heavy smoke damage throughout 
the home. 

McNutt noted that the Wildwood 
Street fire was the fifth multiple 
alarm fire in Winchester since 
December. Only nine firefighters 


were on duly Friday night due to 
injuries and vacation, a number 
which McNutt said is “our mini¬ 
mum. We normally have 11 on 
duty.” 

“The way things are now, the 
shortage of manpower, we can just 
handle one (emergency) at a time," 
he said. "That's why we’re relying 
more and more on mutual aid.” 

McNutt noted that the ambulance 
was driven by off-duty Police Officer 
James Cogan, while an on-duty fire¬ 
fighter treated the couple en route to 
the hospital. 

“It was an all-hands fire where 
everyone was working,” said 
McNutt. He added that reduced 
manpower affects the department’s 
ability to fight fires. “Everything is 
done as a team, simultaneously. If 
one person is missing on that team, 
it makes the work that much hard¬ 
er,” he said. 

McNutt said he normally responds 
(o all multiple-alarm fires, but has 
been going lo more of the smaller 
fires in recent months. “An extra 
pair of hands can do a lot,” he said. 

“With limited funds, we have to do 
the best we can with what we've 
got,” he added.

Combining arts and worship

On Palm Sunday, ai t and wor¬ 
ship will come together in a 
celebration of Unitarian minister 
emeritus Robert Storer’s “inno¬ 
vative integration of Ihe arts into 
worship." A tribute to Ihe mem¬ 
ory of a beloved community fig¬ 
ure. it will also be ail experience, 
in Ihe form of a recreation of one 
of his services, of the use of art in 
worship, particularly of two art 
forms uncommon to most church 
services: motion choir and 
chancel drama. 

The use of art forms other than 
music in a church service is not 
unique lo Storcr's ministry, but 
he had a special gift for integrat¬ 
ing Ihe arts into worship which 
has made a lasting impression on 
many. "To me,” says Paulelt 
Taggart, director of Sunday’s 
chancel drama, “those services 
were the most vivid and commu¬ 
nicative of any because they 
appealed through the whole pow¬ 
er of the medium of drama, no! 
just as one person speaking 
didactically to another.” 

Drama was a favorite device 
used by Storcr. who was a profes¬ 
sional actor and director before 
entering the ministry. While 
minister of the Winchester Unita¬ 
rian Society he re-organized, 
acted in, and directed the Unita¬ 
rian Players. He also integrated 
drama into his worship services. 
Several limes a year he might 
incorporate parts of a play, such 
as “J.B.” by Archibald MacLeish 
or “Shadow and Substance” by 
Paul Vincent Carroll, or write his 
own script. “He had it in him,” 
says Taggart, “that art commu¬ 
nicates," and in the search for 
the wholeness of a person it 
seemed a natural thing lo bring 
drama and dance — which 
involve both and spirit — into the 
service. 

“I think when you do drama,” 
says Wendy Klug, who will be 
acting in Sunday's chancel dra¬ 


ma. "il imparts an even stronger 
message to the congregation who 
are not just listening lo someone 
in Ihe pulpit hut becoming 
involved. People can see them¬ 
selves in the characters, loo.” 

The drama I hat will In* pre¬ 
sented this Sunday will be seven 
short scenes from "Family Por¬ 
trait" by Lenore Colice and Wil¬ 
liam Joyce Cowen A play about 
Jesus’ family based upon the 
I home “A prophet is not without 
honor hut in his own country, and 
among his own kin, and in his own 
house." “Family Portrait” was 
first produced in New York in 
1937 and ran for over a year, with 
Judith Anderson playing Mary. 
Storcr directed it as a full length 
play in Metcalf Hall, but also 
used scenes linked by his own 
narration several times in 
services. 

Since Storer’s integration of art 
into worship was not limited to 
drama, Sunday’s service, in the 
Storcr tradition, will also incor¬ 
porate a motion choir, sacred 
dance performed by a group of 
the church’s youth, directed by 
Donna La Rue. It will also feature 
a Storcr lenten sermon preached 
by Jennifer Slade, the Storcr 
Scholarship student minister. 

According to Annie Beahr, co- 
producer of the drama, “This 
service is going to be significant 
to older members of the congre¬ 
gation who remember these 
inclusions in the service firs¬ 
thand. Historically, it’s of inter¬ 
est to newer members who did 
not know Bob but heard of the 
legend. This will probably be Ihe 
last time he will be celebrated in 
this way.” 

The cast of “Family Portrait” 
includes Barbara Magnuson 
(Mary), Steve O’Brien (Joseph), 
Walter Swap (James), Bill How¬ 
ard (Judah). Susan Barrett

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In praise of 
Arthur Griffin

“Waterfield” — that ancient 
name, at once evocative of the 
lovely setting of Winchester, then 
and now — seems to echo the 
feeling of local examples of the 
peerless creativity of Arthur 
Griffin. 

His local photographs have 
always kept an elegant balance 
between land, water and build¬ 
ings — and if all proceeds with 
logic, this same sensitivity will 
soon be reflected in the waters of 
Judkins Pond as the Arthur Grif¬ 
fin Museum of Photography rises 
nearby. 

The other day, as we talked 
outside the post office, Arthur, a 
native of Lawrence, discussed his 
many faceted career spanning 
over sixty years. 

His very early years, after 
attending The New School of Art 
in Boston, were spent at the Bos¬ 
ton Globe as a commercial artist. 
He also freelanced for Houghton- 
Mifflin designing book jackets. 

By 1932 — after a three month 
trip to Europe toting a second 
hand camera — Arthur had found 
his metier and by 1936 was head¬ 
ing up the new Rotogravure sec¬ 
tion of the Globe. It was during 
this period that he became one of 
the roster of photographic greats 
doing free lance work for the new 
Life Magazine. 

The beauty of Winchester was 
not lost on Arthur who by 1936 had 
designed his own house near the 
serenity of the Middlesex Fells — 


and designed some of its furnish¬ 
ings, too! 

Winchester’s own A1 Elliott 
built the house during that year 
and it has been one of the unique 
homes of Our Town ever since. 

The proposed museum prom¬ 
ises to he no less unique as 
Arthur, with Dick Wills of Royal 
Barry Wills Architects, seeks to 
create an old New England mill 
on the banks of Judkins Pond off 
Shore Road. 

The small piece of town land 
will be leased for the project, and 
the museum itself will be fully 
endowed — thus absolving the 
Town from any financial liability. 
Landscaping about the museum 
will take high priority. 

As Arthur says, “I like 
Winchester. It is a beautiful town 

— but it can be made more 
beautiful.” 

The quintessential Yankee 
grist mill — this Arthur Griffin 
Museum of Photography — will 
recall the essential interdepen¬ 
dence between land and water of 
early Winchester, if a sluiceway 
can be approved to power the 
huge undershot waterwheel 
which will face the pond. 

It will be the first "mill build¬ 
ing” along the Aberjona River 
since the removal of the Whitney 
Mill, down near Main Street at 
The Parkway, in 1911. 

Inside will be catalogued and 
displayed the images of genius — 
the creative lifetime of Winches¬ 
ter's great artist/photographer, 
Arthur Griffin — for Winchester 

— for the world!

Massachusetts House and Senate 
March 30, 1990 

The House and Senate — The House 
and Senate met only in brief sessions 
last week. This week, ‘‘Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” continues its report on 
previously unrecorded roll call votes 
on the fiscal 1990 budget and focuses 
on senators' votes. The bill number 
is S 1991. 

Increases — Senate 28-8, refused to 
suspend rules to allow immediate 
consideration of an order providing 
that every proposed budget amend¬ 
ment which increases spending be 
accompanied by a comparable 
decrease in another line item or a 
tax hike, The order would also 
require that any amendment propos¬ 
ing an increase in the number of 
state employees also be accompan¬ 
ied by an amendment decreasing an 
equal amount of employees. Suppor¬ 
ters of rule suspension said this 
system is a fiscally responsible one, 
Opponents said the order is too rigid 
and would hurt the budget process, 

A Yea vote is for ruie suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 


Children — Senate 34-5, approved an 
amendment providing $50,000 for a 
special commission to study the 
causes of violence against children. 
Amendment supporters said this 
commission has done excellent work 
in the area of child abuse. Opponents 
said many commission are useless 
patronage havens. 

A Yea vote is for the $50,000, A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

Elderly — Senate 29-10, approved an 
amendment providing $ 100,000 for a 
special commission to study all 
aspects of health care for the elder¬ 
ly. Amendment supporters said this 
is an important topic which needs 
extensive study. Opponents said the 
issue has been studied for years and 
claimed the money is better used for 
direct care. 

A Yea vote is for the $100,000. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

Federal — Senate 25-14, rejected an 
amendment striking the entire 
$731,381 for the office of federal 
relations. Amendment supporters 
said the office is unnecessary and 
claimed the stale’s congressional

Zoos should 
be preserved 

TO THE EDITOR: 

With much ado in our local com¬ 
munities concerning budget short¬ 
falls and the impending doom of 
more reductions of local aid from 
the state government, it is little 
wonder that we are feeling over¬ 
whelmed by a sense of helplessness 
when it comes to dealing with our 
elected officials. It is with this in 
mind that I would like to call atten¬ 
tion to an area of concern that I feel 
is critical to those citizens who value 
the preservation of the Stone Zoo 
and the Franklin Park Zoo. 

At this time and for the third year 
in a row, the Housing and Urban 
Development Committee is present¬ 
ly debating the merits of Senate Bill 
533, The purpose of the bill is to 
create a public non-profit corpora¬ 
tion to manage the Commonwealth’s 
two Zoos. The state cannot afford to 
maintain or improve the Zoos with 
their present budget crisis. The 
administration has proposed a GO 
percent reduction in the Zoos’ FY91 
budget. As a result of this reduction, 
the Stone Zoo will most definitely 
close its gates as of June 30,1990 (the 
end of the slate’s FY90 fiscal year). 

The Stone Zoo, as well as the 
Franklin Park Zoo, is an important 
and integral part of the preservation 
of animals that are considered 
endangered species; such as, the 
African low land gorillas and Afri¬ 
can bongos which are presently 
housed in the African Tropical Fore¬ 
st exhibit at the Franklin Park Zoo. 
If you haven’t visited this exhibit 
yet, please do so in the near future, it 
is a credit to our state. There is 
much more that can be done to 
enhance the Franklin Park Zoo and 
to improve the Stone Zoo, however, 
this will be an impossibility without 
an infusion of private funds. 

By creating a public non-profit 
corporation for the Zoos, it will allow 
their Director to seek private funds 
(contributions) to improve the Zoos. 
The best case scenario will be FY90 
budget dollars of approximately 3.6 
million, level-funded for the next 
five years with additional funding 
coming from the private sector. 
There is no one individual better 
qualified to make this happen than 
Dr. Mark Goldstein, the present 
Director of the Zoos, He is articulate 
and extremely knowledgable in the 
care of exotic animals and has 
devoted the greater part of his life 
over the past two years of his direc¬ 
torship to the preservation of the 
Zoos. 

If Senate Bill 533 is not approved 
and the current FY90 Zoos’ budget of 
$3.6 million is not maintained, the 
worst case senario will be the clos¬ 


ing of the Stone Zoo as of June 30 and 
the loss of those animals for viewing 
by the public in our state. The state 
budget has not been able to meet the 
minimal staffing requirements of 
the Zoos, let alone contribute to any 
improvements. In spite of all of this, 
the Zoos have continued to provide a 
valuable educational resource to the 
community and the expected num¬ 
ber of visitors for this year will be 
HOG,000 which is double the number 
of visitors for previous years. 

It is with these things in mind, that 
I urge everyone to please address 
this most important issue of Senate 
Bill 533 with your state legislators, I 
would also urge everyone to attend, 
if possible, the public hearing to be 
held by the Housing and Urban 
Development Committee on April 11 
at III n.m. at the State House, Please 
lend your support to this most 
worthy of causes.

Legislation filed 
by Mass, town 
clerks’ association 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Massachusetts Town Clerks’ 
Association has filed legislation 
aimed at protecting individual’s 
right lo privacy and to prohibit the 
distribution of names, addresses, 
and dates of birth ot children under 
lhe age of seventeen. 

House Bill 4932 would restrict 
annual census data collected by 
Cities/Towns to governmental use 
only. Chapter 51, Section 4 of the 
Mass. General Laws requires 
Boards of Registrars in each City/ 
Town to make a list of every person 
three years of age or older; name, 
address, age and occupation (Boston 
is seventeen or older.) The Secret¬ 
ary of Slate’s Public Records Divi¬ 
sion has held that this information is 
a public record and shall be made 
available, i.e., individual census 
forms, printouts, lisls, computer dis¬ 
kettes, etc. House Bill 4932 would 
protect individual information and 
provide the public with statistical 
data only. 

House Bill 4747 would specifically 
prohibit the salc/distribulion of 
names of persons under the age of 17 
compiled from the annual census. 
While the Association believes that 
the privacy of persons of all ages 
should be protected, at the very 
least, those under 17 years of age 
should be protected. 

Both of these bills will be heard by 
the Committee on Election Laws, 
Rep. John Busingcr, Chairman, on 
April 9 at 10 a.m., Room 348 at the 
Stale House. Concerned citizens are 
urged lo attend and/or write to the 
committee members listed below as 
well as calling your State Represen¬ 
tatives and Senators to voice your 
support of these bills.

Sixth grade 
move discussed 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Here are more facts about moving 
the sixth graders to McCall that all 
parents should be aware of. 

1 . In three years, with the present 
third grade, the number of sixth 
grade students will not fit on the 
third floor of the McCall building. 
One classroom of sixth grade stu¬ 
dents will have to be isolated from 
the other sixth grade students on the 
first or second floor with the seventh 
or eighth graders. This situation 
happens regularly in the years fol¬ 
lowing. How will you feel if your 
child is one of them? 

2. The sixth grade students, upon 
arriving at the school on the bus with 
high school students, will be kept in 
the cafeteria with the seventh and 
eighth graders with little or no 
supervision for about 45 minutes. 

3. The sixth graders will no longer 
have daily recess periods when 
moved to McCall. 

4. The sixth graders will be 
exposed lo the alcohol and smoking 
that are sometimes seen at the 
Junior High School. 

5. The junior high school day is 
longer. 

6 . At this time, no one knows what 
teachers will be teaching the sixth 
graders at McCall. There is a prob¬ 
lem with teacher certification. Many 
present sixth grade teachers only 
hold elementary certification.

fifth graders would then be treated 
like sixth graders with graduation 
exercises and other experiences that 
come with being the oldest class in 
the school. 

It seems to me that the McCall 
move has not been thought out thor¬ 
oughly by our School Administration 
and School Committee. Certainly, 
there has not been adequate time for 
essential planning in the area of the 
needs of the sixth graders, staff 
recertification and training, possible 
curriculum revisions, etc. 

Last year the Administration and 
School Committee voted to move the 
sixth graders because of overcrowd¬ 
ing at the elementary level, This 
year it is because of the town's fiscal 
situation. Either way, it is obvious 
they are using next year’s sixth 
graders as guinea pigs to implement 
this questionable move. Sixth grad¬ 
ers should be treated like the 11 year 
olds that they are, not put in the 
position described above. 

I say cut elsewhere and leave 
these children in elementary school 
where they belong. They are only 
young once. Let them enjoy it.

Positive points 
on Vinson Owen 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Like many other Vinson Owen 
parents, I have watched and listened 
with growing concern to the events 
of the past several weeks regarding 
the closing of an elementary school. 
I am disappointed and disturbed 
that closing a school, a drastic mea¬ 
sure which should be a last resort, 
was the first and apparently only 
solution being considered. 

It has been said by many Winches¬ 
ter residents that it shouldn’t matter 
what building our children are 
housed in, as long as they get a 
quality education. I think it matters 
a great deal — and in ways that can't 
be measured by standardized tests 
or performance scales. 

The Vinson Owen school, like 


every other school building, has 
some unique and wonderful features 
that endear it to the children (and 
parents), both past and present, who 
inhabit it. First and foremost is its 
very dedicated and caring staff and 
the rapport that exists among them. 
But there are other important fea¬ 
tures. For instance: 

1) The beautiful and spacious 
grounds at V-0 provide a wonderful 
place for our children lo play and 
explore and engage in a variety of 
activities, including of course sled¬ 
ding in the winter. 

2) The kindergarten classes have 
their own separate, enclosed play 
yard directly outside their class¬ 
room doors. 

3) Every classroom at V-0 has a 
separate outside entrance, making it 
probably the safest building in town. 

4) Should the need ever arise, V-0 
would be an extremely easy facility 
to add on to, since it is actually three 
separate levels connected by an 
enclosed stairway. 

5) It would be a very costly prod- 
cedure to close V-0 and protect it 
from vandalism, since it is con¬ 
structed mainly of glass and metal; 
and it would be even more costly to 
reopen it. 

6 ) V-0 has the only outdoor class¬ 
room in Winchester in the adjoining 
Vinson Owen Science Park. This 
woooded area contains a great vari¬ 
ety of native plant and animal life 
where the children do educational 
and creative activities such as adopt 
a tree, identify animal tracks, hang 
out bird feeders and observe many 
different kinds of birds. What a rich 
resource this is for the town! (The 
Science Park is available for all 
school to use as well as 
townspeople.) 

My family has a personal stake in 
the V-0 Science Park. About two 
yeares ago my husband and I were 
asked to serve on a parent commit¬ 
tee to develop the Science Park, 
under the direction of Habitat Insti¬ 
tute for the Environment in Bel¬ 
mont. Sometime later, my oldest son

was looking for a service project to 
earn his Eagle Scout award. He 
decided to do some work on the 
Science Park, and subsequently 
built and installed trail markers, 
watersheds, an entrance sign, and a 
bench, as well as helping to clear 
trails. 

An Eagle Scout project, as out¬ 
lined in the official Boy Scout Hand¬ 
book, is supposed to be “a service 
project which is helpful to a religious 
institution, school or community.” 
In my son's letter to the Boy Scout 
Council requesting approval for his 
project, he wrote: 

“My eagle project will develop an 
outdoor nature-science park to be 
located adjacent to the grounds of 
Vinson Owen School in Winchester. I 
especially will enjoy this project 
because 1 spent seven years at 
Vinson-Owen and I will now have the 


opportunity to show my appreciation 
by providing a service which will 
enhance some of the school’s prog¬ 
rams. This project will provide a 
valuable, long-lasting service to the 
community that could potentially 
benefit thousands of people over the 
years.” 

This project, which my son and his 
scout troop spent hours of painstak¬ 
ing work to accomplish, apparently 
is of no value to the community, In 
fact, it seems likely that it will now 
be destroyed! 

My son completed his Eagle pro¬ 
ject with pride last October, just 
days before the proposed closing of 
V-0 was announced. Needless to 
say, he has since lost any enthu¬ 
siasm to finish up his few remaining 
requirments to receive his Eagle 
Scout Award. I can imagine how he 
will feel — how all of our V-0 kids 
will feel — if in a year or two the 


school properly becomes the site of 
condo or housing development, as 
many people have speculated will 
happen. 

The Vinson-Owen School is an 
important part of our children's his¬ 
tory. It is also a memorial to the 
Vison-Owen family of Olympic ska¬ 
ters who so tragically lost their lives 
in a plane crash in 1961. 1 would like 
to think it will still be standing, as a 
school, for many, many years to 
serve future generations of Winches¬ 
ter children. 

The superintendent and the school 
committee seem to think we’ll all gel 
over the school closing — that with 
time we’ll adjust and forget, I assure 
you there is one young boy in 
Winchester, an almost-Eagle Scout, 
who will never forget!

Question: Where do the glass bot¬ 
tles go? 

Answer: Last Tuesday, 14.4 tons of 
glass were transported from 
Winchester to Milford for recycling 
into clear and amber bottles. The 
glass cullet (crushed bottles) was 
trucked to Foster-Forbes (American 
National Can Company), separated, 
further crushed, and sent to 400-ton 
storage and blending silos. Winches¬ 
ter’s clear glass was processed as a 
series of four-ton batches, heated to 
2760 degrees Farenheit. The plant 
uses a continuous-flow process and 
produces 340 to 425 bottles per 
minute, depending on the bottle size 
and shape. Juice, soda and liquor 
bottles are produced from Winches¬ 
ter’s clear recycled glass, and the 
amber glass is used for beer bottles. 

Although other towns may claim 
more elaborate recycling centers, 


Winchester has continued to deliver 
clean and acceptable glass every six 
weeks in steadily increasing 
amounts over the last year. Unac¬ 
ceptable glass contains caps, cov¬ 
ers, neck rings, and non-glass 
material. Such material will cause 
the entire 15-ton load to be rejected 
by the glass recycling factory. 

However, not suitable for recy¬ 
cling are the following kinds of 
glass: light bulbs, head lamps, 
windshield glass, mirrors, plate 
glass, and ceramics. These items 
should be placed on the conveyor 
belt with other non-recyclable 
materials. 

Michael Recycle wants clear, 
green, and amber glass (without 
covers) in the collection bins, not on 
the conveyor belt because the town 
saves money. Winchester is paid $50 
per ton of delivered glass cullet. In 
addition, the town avoids paying $67 


per ton for glass put on the conveyor 
belt and dumped at NESWIC. 

Here are Michael Recycle’s 
suggestions: 

• Rinse glass containers. (No need 
to remove labels.) 

• Collect in a paper bag, box or 
container. 

• Take the bottles to the Recycling 
Center and sort the glass into the 
bins according to clear, green, or 
amber colors. 

• Covers, caps, neck rings and 
corks can be placed in a barrel 
marked “covers and caps”. 

Michael Recycle says: Recycling 
is easy — once you get used to it!

Robotics aid 
head injured 

Injury victims are getting a 
double dose of high technology and 
high spirits at a local hospital’s 
rehabilitation services department 
thanks to a new computerized exer¬ 
cise machine that uses robotics to 
speed patients along the road to 
recovery. 

The machine, called a Lido Iso¬ 
kinetic Rehabilitation System, 
resembles a contraption from an old 
science fiction movie, says Stephen 
Cox, director of rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices at Winchester Hospital. "The 
machine helps them avoid re¬ 
injuring themselves." 

Approximately five patients a day 
use the Lido computerized exercise 
machine. The center of the machine 
is a large seat, attached to a robotic 
arm that has attachments to exer¬ 
cise all major joints of the body. The 
machine uses sophisticated elec¬ 
tronic sensors to measure muscular 
responses of the joint being exer¬ 
cised. The therapists interpret the 
machine's computer printouts to 
determine specific muscular deficits 
and then develop an individual prog¬ 
ram for each patient allowing for the 
fastest and most effective recovery.

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While some other physical therapy 
programs in the slate also offer the 
use of the machine. Winchester is 
the only hospital that has the attach¬ 
ment to rehabilitate low back inju¬ 
ries — one or the most common 
types of injury. Cox says that when a 
worker falls or is injured, the most 
common treatment is usually bed 
rest followed by physical therapy. 
During the recovery period, the 
worker’s muscles weaken from lack 
of use. Upon returning to work, that 
employee may innocently try to lift a 
weight and end up re-injuring him¬ 
self because of his atrophied 
muscles. 

The Winchester Hospital Rehabili¬ 
tation Services Department is deve¬ 
loping a Work Hardening Program, 
which involves the Lido, to strength¬ 
en workers before they return to 
work so the chances of re-injury can 
be minimized. 

The 12 physical therapists at 
Winchester Hospital’s Rehabilita¬ 
tion Service Department see about 
100 new patients every month. 
Referred to the program by their 
doctors, these patients show almost 
every kind of accidental, sports or 
age-related injury imaginable. Each 
patient presents a new challenge 
that the staff is ready to face will) a 
smile, says Cox. 

Many of Winchester Hospital’s 
physical therapists have been with 
the department for more than a 
decade and take a special pride in 
having built the department to what 
it is today, observes Cox, who joined 
two years ago. "Our patients are 
comfortable with what is going on, 
and that helps make progress."

Physical Therapy is sometimes 
misunderstood, so Cox explains its 
primary goal this way: “To help 
people achieve their own goals of 
improved function and reduced pain 
so they can return to normal lifes¬ 
tyle." That, of course, can be diffi¬ 
cult for some people such as the man 
who slipped on an oily concrete floor 
and severely shattered both elbows 
upon landing. 

"The therapist who worked with 
that man motivated him to achieve 
the potential that he still had, 
despite a number of problems with 
the bones healing slowly and the 
plates in his arms breaking,” Cox 
recalls. "Today, he is back at work 
part-time and feeling much better." 

Cox says the department takes a 
special pride in getting workers 
back on the job quickly with a com¬ 
bination of education and exercise. 
"We teach people about the nature 
of their, injuries, how recovery will 
occur, and how to prevent re¬ 
injury," cox explains. "We focus not 
only on a quick recovery but long¬ 
term health maintenance. We 
believe that true success with a 
patient is when a patient never 
needs to return to us again for a 
recurrence of an injury.”

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McCarthy 
wins two 
gold in 
national 
Olympics

While il may not have been the 
1992 Olympics in Barcelona, Spain. 
Winchester High student Sheila 
McCarthy look a significant step in 
reaching that destination by taking 
two gold medals in swimming at last 
week’s Junior National Olympics in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

McCarthy took top honors in the 
100 backstroke and the 200 backs¬ 
troke with times of 57.(58 and 2:02.56. 
respectively. The two golds assured 
her a spot at this summer's Senior 
Nationals, which will take place in 
Austin, Texas some time in July. 

"It was a surprise,” said the high 
school junior, who doesn't fancy her¬ 
self as the most technically sound 
swimmer. "I'm not that good on 
turns or at pushing off.” 

While Sheila may be outwardly 
modest about her swimming skills, 
last week's performance in Cleve¬ 
land left no doubts about her compe¬ 
titive nature and will to win. Seeded 
fourth in the 100 backstroke and 
seventh in the 200 backstroke, 
McCarthy did not have high expecta¬ 
tions heading into the meet. Bui 
after qualifying for the finals with 
the second fastest time in the 100 and 
fourth fastest time in the 200 in the 
trial heats, Sheila gained the confi¬ 
dence she needed to pull out the 
victories in the finals. 

McCarthy, who has been swim¬ 
ming competitively for the past 
three years, can point to hard work 
and dedication as major factors in 
her pool success. A member of the 
Bernal’s Gators Swim Club which 
operates out of Harvard University, 
Sheila swims 10 limes a week, which 
translates to 4-5 hours a day. 

‘‘That’s pretty much my life,” 
said McCarthy, who is also an Hon¬ 
ors student. “I love it but it takes up 
all of my time,” After competing for 
Winchester High her freshman year, 
Sheila left the team after realizing 
she ‘‘couldn’t do both.” 

As far as the Senior Nationals 
goes, McCarthy is not sure what to 
expect because she doesn't know 1 
much about who she will be going up 
against. She will likely use the same 
approach in Austin as she did in 
Cleveland: “I’ll try to keep up with 
the lead swimmers and hopefully 
outtouch them in the end.” 

Even if she meets with success 
again in July, Sheila realizes she is 
still a long way from the 1992 Olymp¬ 
ics. Nevertheless, she keeps that 
goal in the back of her mind. “I 
would like that very much.”

Seniors: Information 

about L-Tryptophan 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health is expanding its out¬ 
reach lo insure that senior citizens 
who may have access to L- 
tryptophan are aware that a serious 
illness, "eosinophilia-myalgia syn¬ 
drome" (EMS), has been shown to 
be associated with taking capsules, 
tablets or liquids containing com¬ 
mercially manufactured L- 
tryptophan. 

Many individuals with and without 
physician knowledge use L- 
tryptophan for various reasons. 
There are over 1,400 cases of EMS 
nationwide and 26 in Massachusetts. 
The Massachusetts cases include 
three deaths, and another patient on 
a respirator. The 22 other patients 
from Massachusetts have serious 
symptoms that have not always 
resolved after L-tryptophan was 
stopped. 

Due to the number and nature of 
cases that have occurred, the 
Department of Public Health is 
sending out this alert to assure that 
the use of L-tryptophan is immedi¬ 
ately discontinued. This includes all 
multi-ingredient, non-protein food 
supplements which contain small 
amounts of L-tryptophan in addition 
to other amino acids or nutrients. 

Questions regarding this matter or 
reports illnesses associated with 
consumption of L-tryptophan should

More pay, opportunities enticing people into the profession

T he nursing profession has 
quietly undergone major 
surgery over the pasl few 
years. Once notoriously 
underpaid with limited 
opportunities for advancement, nurses 
now earn substantial salaries and arc 
developing new ways to use their 
expertise in a growing and changing 
health care field. Many are even 
parlaying their skills into 


entrepreneurial pursuits. 

"It became a profession." said 
Berni Bussell, director of marketing 
and services development at Glover 
Memorial Hospital in Needham. "I 
think the industry has caught up. Our 
nurses are paid 40 to 50 percent more 
than they were five years ago. 

But the profession is also suffering 
right now from a shortage of jobs 
because of fiscal woes at hospitals, 
where administrators are tightening up 
their operations and, in some cases, 
laying off nurses. At tlu* same time. 


recruiters are cautioning that over the 
next decade hospitals will need to 
bolster their nursing ranks with young 
nurses to replace the many older 
professionals approaching retirement. 

Mary Sue Infante, dean of the 
Boston College School of Nursing, said 
the jump in nursing salaries has helped 
restore respect to the profession and 
prompted more people to choose 
nursing as a career. She said this 
year's freshman nursing class was 50 
percent larger than il was last year. 

Infante said that on the East Coast. 


a nurse with a bachelor’s degree can 
now earn a starting annual salary of 
$32,000, while a clinical specialist with 
master’s can earn $40,000 to $50,000. 
BC also started a doctoral program in 
nursing, the only one in 
Massachusetts, last year and has a 
waiting list for the program, Infante 
said. 

“If you wish to progress in nursing 
and pursue graduate studies, you have 
the same chances for advancement as 
in any other profession, 1 ’ said Infante.

Officials said traditional hospital 
recruitment, however, is currently flat, 
due mostly to financial pressures that 
have forced many hospitals to lay off 
nurses. 

Barbara Plante, director of human 
resources at Framingham Union 
Hospital, said she has noticed a 
dramatic change in the nursing 
recruitment picture over the past six 
months. 

"Suddenly, we don't have 
vacancies, and we have applicants 
walking in off the street," said Plante. 

Bussell said Glover laid off four full¬ 
time and three part-time nurses earlier 
this year to help reduce operating costs 
by about $522,000. but he said most of 
that sum was made up through cost 
containment measures. 

He traced the fiscal troubles of 
Glover and other hospitals to limits on 
Medicare and Medicaid 
reimbursements regardless of how 
much a hospital spends on a patient’s 
care, 

"If the care costs less than the 
reimbursement, then the hospital 
makes money, blit in most cases, that 
is not happening. People are coming 
into the hospital much sicker than they 
did five to 10 years ago," said Bussell. 
Most minor medical procedures, he 
explained, are now done on an 
outpatient basis and there are more 
older patients. "We have a social 
obligation as well as a medical 
obligation. We don't kick people out." 


Another problem, he said, is the 
state’s inability to keep up with 
Medicaid payments to nursing homes. 
Bussell said 10 percent of all patients 
now in hospitals do not need acute 
medical care. but are awaiting 


placements in nursing homes. The 
hospitals must then pick up the tab for 
this care. 

Shirley Knowland. vice president of 
nursing at Newton-Welleslev Hospital, 
stressed that while hospitals are no 


longer dealing with the desperate 
nursing shortage of a few years ago. 
demand for nurses will be on the rise 
again in the 1990s and beyond. 

"I don’t think this is the end of the 
problem at all. ... This has just been a 
pleasant little blip," said Knowland. 

She said the trend toward "sicker" 
patients is expected to escalate as the 
elderly population continues to 
increase. Knowland also pointed out 
that nurses are aging as well, with their 
average age now at around 40. 

"We need to keep renewing that 
group," she said. 

Bussell said Glover is focusing 
attention on retaining nurses rather 
than recruiting new people. This means 
listening to what nurses want from 
their jobs and offering flexible work 
schedules wherever possible. 

At both Glover and Framingham 
Union, for example, nurses can work 
three 12-hour shifts in some units and 
then take four days off before coining 
back to work. 

Knowland said Newton-Wellesley 
and other hospitals have worked hard 
over the past several years to allow 
nurses to give "primary" nursing care. 
This allows nurses to take on more 
responsibility for the planning of their 
patients' care and reduces their non¬ 
nursing duties. 

"They (nurses) feel more invested, 
and l think the care their patients 
receive is better," said Knowland.

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field. 

■ Most of all, be patient. Remember 
that job hunting is a job in itself and is 
often exhausting. Depending on the job 
you're seeking, your search could take 
six months or more.

Career change tips 


■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 


■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 


■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 

library and its voluminous research 
materials. 

■ Do as much informational 
interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it's 
right for you. Explore the academic 
credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ If possible, volunteer some time to 

employers in your chosen field. 


T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 


■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you want work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 


■ If you’re not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to, consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous services available in the 
department's job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is “What Color is Your 
Parachute?” by Richard Bolles. 


COMPANY FILE: 
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Job Hunting step by step 

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached. 
Planning your approach step by step can lead to a successful outcome. 


1. The Resume 


An employer will gel many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
firsl to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 


may be based on the information 
to be presented. 


Chronological ► 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starting with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
is especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 
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◄ Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


2 . Personal Assessment 


What can 1 do? What do 1 want to do? What do 1 do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product weill The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 

and dislikes. 


Here is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What thli shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 

strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 

3 . Research 



Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer Information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company, 
During your interview, mention what you've learned. The interviewer will be Impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first Impressions. Being properly dressed won’l get you Ihe fob. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose It. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate lor a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s sale to wear a suit. For other posilions, il you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. II you're not sure, play it sale. Dress slightly 
more formally than what Ihe position calls for. Example: When interviewing lor a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill oul an application and relax a tew minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real leeling tor the 
office environment and ils mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you gel a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers warn you 
lo be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able Id be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the informalion in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples ol those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it briet Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. It there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a tactual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange df information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange ol information is critical it there is to be a 
proper tit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some ot the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

M What skills are most important tor the job? 

■ What kind ol training is provided? 

■ What is Ihe company’s history? 

■ What are the company's goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

M Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

M What are the strengths and weaknesses ot 


the supervisor? (Don't be afraid to ask.) 

H What is the management style ol 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is Ihe job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

M Does the personality ol the company (it 
with mine? 

M Does the position fit with my goals? 

M It moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. It you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason tor feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and (ollow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a tultiliing part ol your life, a great job.

Owen 
School 
to close

The School Com mi lice voted 3-2 at 
a public hearing Tuesday night lo 
close Vinson Owen Elementary 
School and 5-0 to create a middle 
school by moving sixlh-grade stu¬ 
dents to McCall Junior High School 
beginning in September — decisions 
prompted by what some School 
Committee members deemed the 
increasing state and local fiscal con¬ 
straints facing Winchester. 

A motion to adopt a plan lo redis¬ 
trict kindergarten through fifth 
grade students in the four remaining 
elementary schools was tabled and 
will be voted at the committee's 
April 24 session. 

Chairman Donna Brandt Landry 
and members Michael Ronayne and 
Alice McCarter voted in favor of the 
motion to close the school, members 
Edward O’Connell and Mark Lom¬ 
bardi opposed it, 

The proposed plan of a school 
closing was first introduced last fall, 
and would save approximately 
$350,000, reduce class sizes to 17 lo 23 
students, eliminate split classes and 
retain the level services for students 
in all grades, according to Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. Charles 
Milsakos. 

School officials have organized a 
timeline for implementation of the 
elementary school consolidation by 
September. The key components 
include staffing changes, impact on 
students, orientation activities and 
building reuse. 

Resident Debby Dimes questioned 
whether there would be split classes 
with the proposed configuration, 
Mitsakos responded that next year 
and for the next four years, split 
classes were not anticipated. 

Resident Mary Pronski noted her 
objection lo the school dosing citing 
"space and money" as the “wrong 
reasons" for such a decision. 

Resident Linda Pickering asked 
about an open area that will be 
utilized for the sixth-grade students 
on the third floor of McCall. McCall 
Principal Evander French said that 
two sixth-grade teachers have 
expressed interest in sharing the 
open area to teach two classes, 
therefore making the installation of 
a partition unnecessary. 

Pickering added that she "wished 
the parents had been privy” to the 
development of an orientation plan 
and question the validity of imple¬ 
menting a sixth-grade move in such 
a short period of time. Pickering 
called for a one-year moratorium on 
the decision for additional communi¬ 
ty input. 

Finance Committee member 
Ralph Johnson asked what the dis¬ 
advantages of the sixth-grade move 
would be. French had earlier noted 
that the advantages would be: an 
extra half-hour of school, less time

At Easter, pet lovers 
jump quick at rabbits

Easter is just around the cor¬ 
ner, and in addition lo brightly 
colored eggs, some children may 
be hoping for a new pet as well. 

Although a new pet is a treat, 
officials of animal protection 
agencies say families should give 
careful thought to their decision 
— Lo prevent turning the animal 
over lo a shelter for adoption. 

While Regina Hemmerdinger 
of Winchester’s Pampered Pels 


says she has had a difficult time 
getting rabbits this year, Terrie 
Bierig-Neyland of the Animal 
Rescue League of Boston says, 
statewide, there appears to be 
more and more rabbits in pet 
shops each year. Bierig-Neyland 
adds that her organization has a 
lot of rabbits available for 
adoption. 

According to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelly to Animals 
(MSPCA), "Some 395 rabbits 
were surrendered to the 


MSPCA's eight animal shelters 
last year. Most of the animals 
were given up shortly after the 
Easter holiday and during the 
autumn months, when the ani¬ 
mals reached full size ...” 

Bierig-Neyland said people 
should assess their schedule 
before buying a rabbit. Accord¬ 
ing to Penny Cislaro of the 
MSPCA, rabbits are harder to 
take care of than cats. They need 
to be handled and fed daily, and

A majority of selectmen support 
the Vinson Owen Coalition Town 
Meeting warrant article to keep Vin¬ 
son Owen School open, but agree it is 
a decision that should be made with¬ 
in the School Committee. 

Selectmen took a position on a 
variety of warrant articles at their 
Monday night meeting, but the one 
which lipped off controversy was 
Article 5, sponsored by the Coalition. 

In a 3-2 vote, selectmen supported 
the Coalition article. Selectmen 
Judith Muggia and Thomas Schmitt 
opposed the article, but Selectmen 
William O’Leary, Robert Deering 
and Chairman Steve Powers all sup¬ 
ported it. 

"I in no sense want the Vinson 
Owen School to dose. That's the 
furthest thing from my mind,” said 
Schmitt in stating his opposition, He 
noted that as of the board’s meeting, 
the School Committee had not taken 
action on the Vinson Owen School. 

In addition, he said it was not clear 
what the article sought to accom¬ 
plish. "With Ihe possible exception 
of the capital budget, I will not 
support any additions Lo the budget. 
(This matter) is more appropriately 
acted upon by the School 
Committee." 

Muggia agreed with Schmitt’s rea¬ 
soning. "I would need the School 
Committee to support that before I 
support it,” she added. 

Deering said he supported the arti¬ 
cle, and did not believe it asked the 
town to appropriate additional 
money for the school budget. Deer¬ 
ing cited the $348,000 in budget cuts 


outlined in the minority opinion of 
the Task Force on School Closing. 

In supporting the article. O’Leary 
noted (hal Ihe select men supported 
the citizen’s request to formulate the 
Task Force on School Closing. "1 see 
this as a continuation of that pro¬ 
cess," he said. 

Powers said he would not vole to 
add funds to the school budget, but 
supported the article. "(The School

Revenue collections are below forecast

Selectmen postponed a vole on 
rcfertification of free cash for 
another week until more informa¬ 
tion is available on the lown’s fiscal 
projections. 

In a presentation to the board, 
Town Manager W, Chadwick Maur¬ 
er noted that revenue collected in 
the first three quarters of the year is 
significantly below previous 
projections. 

"There are several areas I think 
we should be concerned about," said 
Maurer. 

Maurer said Ihe fact that revenue 
is below projections should be con¬ 
sidered in deciding whether or not lo 
recertify free cash. "We’ve been 
very concerned with out revenue for 
the next year,” he said. "It’s very, 
very light. We have lo keep that in 
mind with any other decisions we’re 
going lo make.” 

Motor vehicle excise tax, invest¬ 


ment on income and miscellaneous 
income are all less than anticipated, 
said Maurer. 

He noted that motor vehicle excise 
tax "is significantly below” the pro¬ 
jected $1,744,000, Maurer estimated 
the amount collected so far is 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

In addition, investment income is 
also running below projections, with 
only 58 percent collected. Maurer 
said that for accounting purposes, 
the water and sewer income has 
been kept separate from the general 
fund, although state law allows "eo- 
mingling" of these accounts. Maur¬ 
er said that if they were invested 
together, the income revenue would 
not be a problem. 

Miscellaneous income, which 
includes cemetery, recreation, spe¬ 
cial assessments and other depart¬ 
ment revenue (DPW, Conservation 
Commission, Fire Department, 
Board of Appeal, etc.) is also under 
what was projected, with only 44 


percent of the anticipated $338,147 
collected. 

Maurer said Comptroller Joseph 
Bonner is currently reviewing the 
miscellaneous income to determine 
why the figures are so low. 

Water and sewer collections are 
slightly ahead of what had been 
projected, noted Maurer. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
pointed out that the shortfall could 
be about $200,000 from what was 
originally projected. Maurer 
agreed, and said the town could also 
be faced with an additional $490,000 
in local aid reductions. 

"We could be $690,000 short," said 
Maurer, He noted that the two 
options available to the town are to 
decrease current expenditures or 
use free cash. 

Selectman Robert Deering asked 
if figures were available for the 
same collections made last year. 
Maurer said he did not have those 
figures with him, but would provide 


the board with them in the near 
future. 

Maurer also noted that Assistant 
Town Manager Mark Twogood is 
currently reviewing potential rever¬ 
sions with department heads. 

When asked by Deering jf the 
shortfall could be made up using 
savings and reversions, Maurer said 
it could be possible. Deering asked if 
the reversions included any funds 
from the school department. 

"In my ... discussion with the 
superintendent, he advised me there 
would probably not be any rever¬ 


sions," said Maurer. 

Selectman William O'Leary 
requested that those numbers from 
the school department be made 
available. 

"I’d like to know yes or no and how 
much in the near future ... We need 
that information," said O’Leary. 

Selectman Judith Muggia asked 
what projects would not be com¬ 
pleted to address the problem. 

Maurer said many of the projects 
contracted out, such as street sweep¬ 
ing and cleaning catch basins, would 
now be completed by the DPW,

Conservation Commissioners 
have indicated they will stand by the 
town’s wetlands bylaws, which 
restrict building solid structures on 
park lands, in voting on Arthur Grif- 
fin’s proposed photography 
museum. 

Members of the commission met 
Monday night with William Marlin, 
attorney of Winchester Museum 
Trust, Project Architect Richard 
Wills and Griffin to discuss prelimin¬ 
ary plans for the construction of 
Griffin's grist mill photography 
museum. 

Griffin’s museum would contain 
exhibits of his New England photo¬ 
graphy, and from time to time, 
would exhibit works of local and 
national artists. The trust plans to 
lease the land on Shore Road from 
the town for 99 years. However, 
plans for the museum ran up against 
a road block with the Conservation 
Commission Monday night. 

The proposed site on Shore Road 
bordering on (he Aberjona River is a 
resource area subject to the approv¬ 
al of the Conservation Commission 
under the town’s wetlands bylaw. 
According to Winchester’s Open 
Space and Recreational Plan, the 
area is zoned park land and the 
building of a solid structure would 
oppose that plan. 

Chairman Jerome Cura explained 
to Martin that “the Commission has 
consistently opposed the building of 
solid structures” on such park land. 
Cura said he sees “no reason to 
deviate from that now.” 

“There is very little parkland and 
conservation land under local con¬ 
trol in this town,” said Cura. “We 


didn’t allow (construction) for the 
police station or for low-income 
housing. Why would we change 
now?” Cura added that the commis¬ 
sion will not make its final decision 
until April 18. 

Martin defended the museum 
plan, saying it will preserve the 
“recreational and educational use of 
the land. It's not commercial use. 
This use is appropriate for (the 
Shore Road) site.” he added. Martin 
cited the "compatibility of the 
design.” He said he anticipates 
school programs will participate, 
and expects a favorable turnout of 
residents. 

Using the schematic drawing as 
reference, Wills noted that the build¬ 
ing would be situated 25 feel from 
Judkin Pond, 30 to 35 feet from the 
sidewalk and 40 feet from the exist¬ 
ing property line, all of which were 
requirements deemed by the com¬ 
mission under the wetlands bylaw. 
Wills added that there is 80 percent 
open space around the building. 

Commissioners also voiced con¬ 
cern about on-site parking and its 
accompanying traffic to the area. 
Martin said off-site diagonal parking 
along Shore Road was chosen, since 
a variance from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals would have been required to 
get on-site parking. 

Cura said that if the museum were 
to be approved by the commission, 
though he indicated this was unlike¬ 
ly, “it would be incumbent upon the 
developer to create a compensatory 
basin along the site at the same level 
you took away.” This basin would be 
used to store flood waters, he said. 
According to Martin, the trust must 
still obtain rulings from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission in 
order to begin the project.

Committee's) plan is not to pay any 
attention to the minority report," he 
said. “1 don't think it is out of line to 
question on Town Meeting floor." 

Although the warrant articles 
were discussed under selectmen’s 
business and not in a public hearing, 
resident Donna Curtis asked that 
selectmen wail until the School Com¬ 
mittee acted to voice their decision. 
Curtis asked for selectmen who sup 
ported the article to be more specific 
as to the programs they would be 
willing to cut.

Chairman of the Alliance for 
Winchester's Future Lawrence 
Smith also asked that selectmen 
hold off on their decision "in order 
that we don’t further polarize the 
community.

Selectmen unanimously opposed a 
citizen’s petition by Margaret 
Schleicher (Article 51) to lake prop¬ 
erty at 1034-36 Main St. by eminent 
domain.

out of basic study for supplemental 
activities, keyboarding, computer 
assistance, the gymnasium and open 
field space. He noted that a disad¬ 
vantage his staff has pinpointed 
would be a reduced amount of class¬ 
rooms for use at McCall. 

Resident Mary Gianci asked what 
the process for choosing Vinson 
Owen as the school to close entailed. 
Mitsakos said the number of class¬ 
rooms needed were identified and 
Vinson Owen was chosen because it 
has the smallest number of teaching 
stations. 

Resident Nancy Sharp said she 
supported the School Committee 
decision. "Education is made up of 
teachers and programs, not build¬ 
ings," she added. 

The question was also raised of 
what would happen to the conserva¬ 
tion land surrounding the Vinson 
Owen School. Chairman Landry 
stated that when the property is 
leased in the future, a provision will 
be made to protect the area. 

Vinson Owen Coalition Chairman 
William Galatis voiced his opposi¬ 
tion to the plan to close the school. 
Galatis called the last year "a long 
hard battle” and questioned the pro¬ 
cess by which the decision came 
about. He noted the subject of a 
school closing was broached only 
last fall, then a budget with four 
schools was presented, a task force 
was formed at the urging of the 
residents and the report from the 
task force was reviewed but few 
ideas adopted. 


"If (the residents) had gotten 
involved in the process maybe the 
school would have closed anyway. 
But we wanted to be involved in the 
process,” said Galatis. 

Resident Jim Johnson said imple¬ 
menting a moratorium would give 
administrators more lime to redis- 
tricl and "reallocate expenses." 

Former Finance Committee 
Chairman Chester Haskell said he 
foresaw a continuing — and mount¬ 
ing — fiscal crisis on the state level 
und thereby on the local level. "A 
moratorium is another suggestion 
that simply can't be afforded,” said 
Haskell. 

Resident Loretta Verrecchia ques¬ 
tioned whether a fifth school would 
need to be reopened in the next three 
years and what that cost would be. 
Mitsakos said the need to reopen 
was not anticipated and the cost 
would depend on the use needed. 

Verrecchia also questioned 
whether the task of orientating the 
students and preparing for their 
emotional needs could be completed 
by September. Mitsakos noted that 
the special needs department had 
already addressed many of these 
issues and teachers were meeting to 
examine these issues as well. 

Town Meeting member Sally Kin¬ 
caid, a veteran of five school clos¬ 
ings, told parents they could make 
the move a positive experience for 
their children by talking with them. 

Resident Susan Lippman agreed. 
"(The move) is not that big a deal to 


the kids, it’s a big deal to the 
parents,” said Lippman. 

Prior to taking a vote, members of 
the committee voiced their views. 

Member O'Connell said he was 
troubled with the process by which 
the decision to close Vinson Owen 
was made and added that the town 
and School Committee should learn 
from the experience. 

"I believe some reductions could 
be made to retain VO,” said 
O’Connell. He added he would be 
prepared to return three instruction¬ 
al specialists back to their roles as 
classroom teachers to trim extra 
money. 

Member Ronayne said, "We 
looked at everything and came to 
this conclusion. I don't believe we’ll 
need five (schools) in the next five 
years.” 

Ronayne said he prefers to see 
buildings eliminated over programs 
and staffing and said he would 
rather see students bused to good 
schools than walk to mediocre ones. 

Member Lombardi said he felt the 
reports of the task force should have 
been examined more closely and the 
School Committee should have given 
options other than a school closing. 

Member McCarter and Chairman 
Landry noted that while they did not 
like to see Vinson Owen closed they 
felt the decision was the best one in 
view of the state fiscal constraints 
and the continuing pressure to make 
cuts. 


Banking adjustments draw little help

Massachusetts is "land poor,” he 
added. 

‘Tve accepted the fact that the 
miracle is over in Massachusetts. 
But we have not accepted the 
apoeolypse,” he said. 

Banking currently faces a num¬ 
ber of challenges, according to 
Sheridan, one being granting 
loans. "We are losing our share in 
the commercial loan business," 
he said, adding that there is more 
competition for corporate 
business. 

"The fact that the banking 
industry domestically has lost 
prominence ... is something that 
should concern all of us,” said 
Sheridan. He noted that the politi¬ 
cal economy in Massachusetts is 
creating additional problem for 
the market economy. 

"There is no sense of control, 
no sense of leadership,” said 


Sheridan. "The fiscal house must 
be put in order.” 

Sheridan said the more options 
a bank has, the better. He noted 
that banks should play a role in 
forming regulations. 

With deregulation on the liabili¬ 
ty side, Sheridan said financial 
services have become "a generic 
business.” He also said he 
believes banks should participate 
more actively in the insurance 
business, adding that savings 
bank life insurance is growing in 
popularity.

According to Macdonald, the 
50-plus member Massachusetts 
Roundtable focuses on two or 
three issues, such as education 
and health care, with a long-term 
perspective. 

"The slate budget is the major 
problem of the moment,” said 
Macdonald. He added that chal¬ 
lenges are being faced "not only 


in our state but in all states." 

"We see some potential for 
restructuring,” he added. 

Macdonald said the Roundtable 
has been working with state com¬ 
mittees to try to bring the state 
budget under control. Macdo¬ 
nald, too, commented on the role 
the media has played in reporting 
the economy. "The overall eco¬ 
nomy we feel is much better than 
is discussed in the media and 
maybe perceived,” said 
Macdonald. 

"We do have a cash flow prob¬ 
lem,” admitted Macdonald. "We 
are victims of our success to 
some degree." 

Macdonald said Massachusetts 
has "thrived on start-up compa¬ 
nies.” Industries such as data 
processing and software could 
grow and help the economy, said 
Macdonald. "We see some indus¬ 
tries to keep us at or ahead of the 
national average,” he added,

Kindergarten deadline extended

The motto for this year’s kinder¬ 
garten program at Winchester publ¬ 
ic schools is “good beginnings never 
end.” And the best beginning to your 
child’s academic career in Winches¬ 
ter is to register for kindergarten us 
soon as possible for the coming 
school year, says Early Childhood 
Coordinator Cvnlhia Papoulias. 

Papoulias adds that although the 
original deadline for the drop in/ 
mail in registration was April 0. that 
deadline has been extended to no 
later than April IB. 

Of the 275 registration packets 
sent out this year to prospective 
kindergarteners and their parents, a

large percentage have already been 
returned but Papoulias is sure 
some parents have not yet com¬ 
pleted the form. 

The returned packet should 
include: the completed Winchester 
registration form; the completed 
parent pre-kindergarten question¬ 
naire; a Massachusetts health 
record (to be completed and signed 
by a physician); the Winchester 
Public Schools health record; and a 
copy of the child's birth certificate. 

The mailing list was compiled 
through the 1989 town census and 
those who have not received a 
registration packet should contact 
the Early Childhood office directly 
at 721-7015. Also, residents aware of 
newcomers to town who might need 
the information are also asked to 
contact the office. 

Papoulias added that the most 
important pari of the packet is the 
registration form — that informa¬ 
tion will give an estimate of the 
pupils enrolling in kindergarten in 
the fall, which is essential to the 
planning of the school year, tf the 
health record, for example, has not 
yet been obtained, parents are asked 
to forward any completed informa¬ 
tion as soon as possible. The health 
record is required by September at 
the latest. 

Papoulias noted that some parents 
may not be aware that this year 


kindergarten screening will be hold 
in the fall instead of the spring. A 
spring screening will be offered only 
for those children deemed at risk for 
potential learning difficulties in kin¬ 
dergarten. Parents with concerns 
about their child’s readiness for kin¬ 
dergarten can also contact the child¬ 
hood office. 

Screening is mandated by state 
law and involves examining a child's 
vision, hearing and speech coordina¬ 
tion and cognitive development. 

The overall purpose of pre-school 
screening is to identify a child’s 
strengths, weaknesses and learning 
style so that the kindergarten teach¬ 
er can best meet the child’s individu¬ 
al needs; as well as identify any 
children in need of special education 
service(s). These children, says 
Papoulias, will get the “extra help 
they need." 

The screening dale was changed 
to the fall for several reasons, said 
Papoulias. First, because children 
must now be five years old to enter 
kindergarten, the extra task of eva¬ 
luating four-year-olds is no longer 
necessary. 

Also, the kindergarten program at 
Winchester is developmental in 
nature and can handle a wide range 
of children’s needs, says Papoulias, 
and therefore the program does not 
need to “screen out” kindergarten 
candidates. Also, Papoulias finds 


the children will be more comfort¬ 
able with a screening during the 
regular fall school session, in a 
familiar selling, rather than a spe¬ 
cial screening in the spring. Child¬ 
ren also get extra time to develop in 
the six month screening "summer 
extension" from spring to fall. 

Through the outreach program. 
Papoulias and her staff arc also able 
to reach many three and four year 
olds and screen the children at that 
time. Newsletters, workshops, 
parent groups, council meetings and 
brochures all inform parents of the 
kindergarten program ahead of 
time. 

The Winchester Public Schools 
provide kindergartens, scheduled 
from 8:45 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. in each 
elementary school. The number of 
classes in each school and additional 
teaching aides depends upon enroll¬ 
ment. Children receive instruction 
in physical education from a special¬ 
ist, in addition to movement educa¬ 
tion from the classroom teacher. 

During the months of May and 
June, orientations will be held at the 
child’s school, for parent and child. 
These sessions will be scheduled 
pending possible redistricting mea¬ 
sures currently being discussed by 
the School Committee. 

To be eligible for kindergarten, 
children must be five years old on or 
before Sept, l, 199U.

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The bad times in life always 
belong to someone else. None of 
that “gloom and doom" for us! 

Riding up front toward the hos¬ 
pital last Thursday, in A5 — The 
Winchester Fire Department 
Ambulance — I marvelled at (he 
efficient skill and gentleness of 
the Winchester E.M.T.’s that had 
responded to our call. 

Later, in talking with Lieuten¬ 
ant John F. Nash, Jr., Coordina¬ 
tor or Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices at fire headquarters, some 
interesting facts regarding the 
Winchester services were 
revealed. 

John, who has served as coordi¬ 
nator since 1977 — during the 
transition of the service from the 
police tD the fire department — 
said there are now 26 E.M.T.s' 
within the ranks of our *14 
firefighters. 

Each firefighter in the prog¬ 
ram initially receives 81 hours of 
E.M.T. training. Periodic train¬ 
ing for recertification assures all 
local E.M.T.s’ are re-registered 
with the Commonwealth — and 
the National Registry of 
E.M.T.s’. 

Coupled with these strong cre¬ 
dentials is the fact that Winches¬ 
ter E.M.T.s' are also full-time 
firefighters. LI. Nash mentioned 
that with below-minimum staf¬ 
fing at headquarters, this dual 
role sometimes gets difficult — 
as at the recent Wildwood Street 
fire, where the intitial suppres¬ 
sion force was so small that the 
ambulance had to be manned by 
the police. 

Our Police Department, how¬ 
ever, also has staffing shortages 
and traffic control at fire scenes 
is paramount for efficient fire¬ 
fighting. There is essentially no 


control when two night patrolmen 
are manning the ambulance. 

Conversely, during Spring and 
Fall — traditionally seasons for 
brush fires of some duration — 
things get worse for the firefigh¬ 
ters when, with a shift quotient of 
nine men, three are dispatched to 
The Fells. Six are left for an 
initial fire strike and E.M.T. 
work. 

LI. Nash agreed and said, “The 
fact is, fire service is under¬ 
staffed. The town realizes it and 
is trying to find ways to fund it. 
All ten cities and towns in the 
North Suburban Hospital Consor¬ 
tium, however, have chosen to 
maintain their own ambulance 
services due to simple 
economics.” 

In fact, to swing a private ser¬ 
vice, a $200,000 subsidy is neces¬ 
sary ever year — it just doesn’t 
pay most good private services to 
do it otherwise. 

Since 1988, Winchester, Sym- 
mes and Lahey, as members of 
the North Suburban Hospital Con¬ 
sortium have benefitted from 
additional paramedic services, 
on call, when required. 

LI. Nash alluded to the com¬ 
munity spirit found among our 
Winchester E.M.T.s’ and said 
that compensation is not all that 
good but, “The men take the 
training because they live here or 
have local ties and want to serve 
the town in a meaningful way.” 

Indeed, Winchester is well 
served!

The House ami Senate — “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ voles on the only two 
roll calls from Lhe week of April 2-6. 
There were no roll calls in the Senate 
last week, 

Compensation Program (II 5488) — 
House 139-0, gave near final approv¬ 
al and sent to the Senate a bill 
regulating the deferred compensa¬ 
tion program for public employees 
and the procurement of goods and 
services by the state’s constitutional 
officers. The measure increases 
membership on the deferred com¬ 
pensation committee and overhauls 
the program. It also requires state 
constitutional officers to follow 
strict guidelines for purchasing 
goods and services. Supporters said 
the bill is a comprehensive reform 
package which was sparked by 
recent news articles or PEBSCO, the 


politically connected firm that man¬ 
ages the retirement fund. They said 
this overhaul will insure fairness 
and responsibility in the system. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

65 MPM (II 54110) — House 98-36, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the Senate the bill increasing the 
speed limit from 55 Lo 65 mph on 
western sections of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Turnpike from Worcester 
to the New York border. The bill 
leaves the limit at 55 on a stretch of 
road near Springfield and also bars 
trucks from traveling at the higher 
limit. Supporters said 65 is a safe 
and reasonable limit and noted most 
people are already exceeding the 55 
limit. Opponents said the hike will 
result in more accidents and 
claimed people will exceed the 65 
limit and drive 75. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it.

Winn urges 
action on bills 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In the fall of 1989 the Senate 
passed some much needed legisla¬ 
tion for the disabled. This is known 
as the DRA (Disabled Rights Act). 
Since that time it has been caught up 
in House Committees to the point 
that there seems to be no way to free 
it up for a vote on the House floor. 

On March 16, 1990 Senator Ted 
Kennedy and Congressman Barney 
Frank were present at the Mass, 
Coalition of Citizens with Disabili¬ 
ties banquet. They both spoke elo¬ 
quently and correctly in their irrita¬ 
tion with the House in voting this bill 
to a righteous ultima. I told both 
Senator Kennedy and Congressman 
Frank that their speeches were so 
inflamed with righteous indignation 
that there is no reason for the 
House’s long standstill. I said to 
these legislators to tell the House 
how upset they are with the lack of 
action. 

Wc had a demonstration on the 
stairs of the Capitol sometime in 
early March by 20.000 — 30,000 dis¬ 
abled consumers. This was to point 
out that the holdup on this legislation

Chokesaver 
techniques 
should be learned 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Recently a child in Kindergarten 
in the Winchester Public Schools 
choked on a hard candy. Fortunately 
one of her teachers reacted very 
quickly by performing the Heimlich 
maneuver. She was able to relieve 
the child of the obstruction and thus 
save her life. 

In another Massachusetts com¬ 
munity last fall a child was not as 
lucky. The child choked on a pen cap 
and the school employees were not 
able to remove the objecl. The child 
died. 


Everyone should have some back¬ 
ground education in the chokesaver 
method. Today, we see that students 
arc taught this in a CPU class in 
High School Gym by the American 
Red Cross. But many adults are 
helpless when someone is choking. 

For the safety of your loved ones, 
friends and co-workers, learn choke¬ 
saving techniques, The education 
can be done by a video and demon¬ 
stration on mannequins. 

There are different procedures for 
infants, children and adults. Also, 
there is a certification that can be 
earned. 

Winchester Hospital offers choke¬ 
saving as well as CPU and basic 
First Aid courses on an ongoing 
basis. We will tailor programs for 
groups as well as go to their homes 
for classes. Anyone interested in 
information about these classes 
should call the Health Education 
Department at 756-2227.

Public safety 
could be in 
‘serious question’

The Fire Chief's Association of 
Massachusetts, Inc. is deeply con¬ 
cerned with the erosion of public 
safety across the Commonwealth. 
Because of the absccncc of adequate 
Local Aid revenue from the state 
and also the proposed witholding of 
Local Aid, communities have had to 
make deep cuts into their public 
safety budgets. 

Fire stations are being closed; 
ladder and engine companies are 
eliminated; tremendous numbers of 
firefighters are being laid off; public 
safety operating budgets are being 
decimated lo dangerous levels. This 
is a serious problem when the Fra¬ 
mingham Fire Department has to 
take a $ 600,000 plus cut that will 
ensure the proposed layoffs of 37 
men, loss of the Fire Department 
ambulance service, elimanation of a 
station and an engine and ladder 
company or Springfield that has laid 
off 77 firefighters and is considering 
a 100 more. Quincy may lose 21 
positions and two ladder companies; 
Watertown has a hiring freeze on

Also, the chart came in very close to 
press time which did not leave much 
time for checking. Strong assur¬ 
ances were given to the caller that

category and average teacher's sal¬ 
ary category but a different ratio is 
used to calculate spending per pupil, 
that in itself should suggest that 
someone should check their math. 

The 1981, 1983 and 19B5 spending 
per pupil actual to constant dollar 
ratio in each of those years differs 
from the ratio used to calculate the 
other two categories. 

If the same ratio were used it 
would show that the constant dollar 
spending per pupil in 1981 was $2,666, 
not the $2,705 nor $2,765 amounts 
published. 

Therefore, constant dollar spend¬ 
ing per pupil has increased 38 per¬ 
cent, 1981 to 1990. And not the 11 
percent as first published nor the 33 
percent published later, 

If all these numbers seem a bit 
overwhelming to you, remember; 
you were publishing a statistical 
overview of schools! 

Get it! School and numbers? 

If you can't do the numbers, go 
back to school.

Connors house 
debate goes on 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I have written and rewritten this 
letter several times, but all have 
turned out to be altogether too long. 
To shorten it, this time 1 have 
reduced it to the following scenario. 


The Sharon-Connor house has a 
cut-off corner. I noticed this unusual 
feature, and it intrigued my curiosi¬ 
ty. In an attempt to explain this 
phenomenon, I “hypothesized” the 
theory that there must have been a 
pre-existing line to which the buil¬ 
ders were more compelled to 
conform. 

My maps show that the northern 
boundary line of the original Sym- 
mes Grant cut across Main Street at 
precisely that point. From this, I 
naturally assumed that the Sharon 
House, and the Black Horse Tavern, 
with which it seems to have been 
connected, were built on what was 
originally Symmes land. It follows 
that, if as the Historical Society 
contends, the Tavern was built on 
land purchased from one of the Con¬ 
verse family and not the Symmes, 
Converse then must previously have 
bought the land from Symmes, the 
original owner. 

In an effort to find tangible evi¬ 
dence to prove my point that the 
northern boundary line lay where 
my maps said it did. I have located 
three long, stone walls, a wooden 
wall, a chain-link fence, a concrete 
barrier and a gas-pipe railing, all in 
the same 5000-foot straight line at 
approximately North 300 degrees by 


310 degrees West. If tangible evi¬ 
dence carries any "weight” with the 
Historical Society there must be 1000 
tons or more of rocks, steel posts, 
wire fence and wooden slats all slill 
standing, as evidence to attest the 
presence of that ancient line. 

Someone has said that, “If it walks 
like a duck, cackles like a duck and 
quacks like a duck, the chances are 
it is a duck.” By the same reasoning, 
a boundary line that starts where the 
maps say it should start, ends where 
the maps say it should end, and runs 
throughout ils length in a straight 
line where the maps say it should 
run, should, in my opinion, stand a 
good chance of being the line in 
question. 

1 reiterate my theory that this line 
is the line of the original Symmes 
Grant, and would like nothing better 
than a chance to prove it to the 
members of the prestigious 
Winchester Hislorical Society (of 
which, incidentally, I am have been 
a life-time member). 

Please, I implore the Society, set a 
date and I will give you convincing 
proof. If I am right you should be 
anxious to set the historical record 
straight!

Does facility 
recycle plastic? 

Question: Does the Winchester 
Recycling Facility recycle plastic? 
Answer: Yes, the Winchester Recy¬ 
cling Facility now has a program to 
recycle plastic bottles. The facility 
has bins for disposing of botles made 
from three di fferent types of plastic: 
opaque or translucent white, mixed 
colors, and clear plastic. 

Products packaged in bottles 
made from opaque or translucent 
white plastic typically include dairy 
products, water, orange juice, 
punch, and spring water. Products 
in bottles made from mixed color 
plastic typically include liquid laun¬ 
dry detergent, factric softener, liq 
uid bleach, motor oil, skin lotion, 
baby lotion, bubble bath, antifreeze, 
windshield washer, and many 
others. Products in bottles made 
from clear plastic typically include 
two liter soda bottles, window clean¬ 
er, Evian Water, Gatorade, and 
Ocean Spray Juices. 

For further identification of the 
type of plastic, check the bottom of 
the bottle. Bottles made from 
opaque, translucent, and mixed col¬ 
or plastics are made from high- 
density polyethyelyn and usually are 
marked '2 HDPE’ at the bottom. 
Bottles made from clear or ‘PETE’ 
plastic usually have an ‘O’ or T at 
the bottom center. However, clear 
containers with a flat bottom with a 
full seam are made from a different 
kind of plastic, PVC, which should 
not be disposed of in the plastics 
recycling bins. 

Proper preparation and separa¬ 
tion of the different types of plastics 
is critical to the success of the plas¬ 
tics recycling program. First, make 
sure your plastic bottles are empty 
before you bring them to the Recy¬ 
cling Facility. Second, remove all 
caps and either dispose of them at 
home or in the trash barrels near the 
plastics recycling area. Third, sepa¬ 
rate your bottles into the three dif- 
ferrenl types and then dispose of 
them in the appropriate bins accord¬ 
ing to the signs. Fourth, do not use 
the recycling bins to dispose of tup- 
perware or products made from air 
injected or sponge plastic, such as 
toys, tops of milk containers, and 
flower pots. Place these items on the 
belt with your other non-recyclable 
trash. If you have additional ques¬ 
tions about the process, please ask a 
Winchester Recycling Facility 
employee for assistance.

The Bay State Games, Massa¬ 
chusetts' own Olympic Sports Festi¬ 
val, kicked off its ninth year this 
week with the statewide distribution 
of entry materials. After the Games’ 
stale subsidy was eliminated last 
year, many thought the Games and 
its educational programs would not 
survive. As the 1990 season begins, 
there are several exciting changes 
which will lead to the finals in Bos¬ 
ton, July 20-22. Each change benefits 
the competitions and its particip¬ 
ants, as well as the environment and 
the accessibility of all events for the 
athletes, spectators and press.

We were determined 
that athletes across the slate would 
not lose their State Games, ogether 
with supporters and volunteers from 
each region of the stale we refused 
to take the loss of state funds as an 
excuse." 

Each change in format, Arnot 
said, "was very carefully consid¬ 
ered, and was made so that the 
Games will benefit the maximum 
number of athletes in 1990. and pro¬ 


vide a solid foundation as the Games 
begin their second decade next 
year." 

The 1990 finals will be consolidated 
onto two campuses, rather than the 
four or five campuses and multiple 
sites of past years. This will bring 
more of the athletes together, and 
add an “Olympic Village” feel. It 
should also provide the participants 
and spectators with more chances to 
see other sports and meet other 
athletes from around the state. 

Some of the events from past 
Games will have the year off. 
Others, which have been on the wait¬ 
ing list, will at Iasi gel their chance.

The Winchester High baseball 
team will be facing an uphill climb 
this year as Head Coach Bill Chase 
tries to pul together the pieces of a 
brand new puzzle. The Sachems 
have an all-new lineup with next to 
nothing in varsity experience. 

“We're in a rebuilding mode." 
said Chase. “We were decimated by 
graduation." 

Gone is Winchester’s entire start¬ 
ing lineup, including All-Scholastic 
center fielder Vandy French. Gone 
from the Sachem pitching staff are 
the top four hurlers. The only return¬ 
ing lellermen are seniors Billy Vac- 
cari and Mike Queenan. In fact, 
Winchester is so inexperienced (his 
spring. Coach Chase has yet to elect 
team captains because there isn't 
one player who truly fits the role. 

The good news for the Sachems is 
that their new charges arc coming 
from successful feeder programs. 
Three potential starters came from 
last year’s freshman team which 
lost only one game all season. Most 
of the current players look pari in 
the summer league last year and 
that team also did quite well. 

“They have the fundamentals," 
said Chase. “It’s up to me to build 
them up to o lop-caliber club." 
Chase feels the team is billed for the 
middle of the pack at (his point, hut 
it also has the potential to surprise 
and go higher up in the standings. 

While the starting infield is pretty 
much in place, spots in the outfield 
and on the pitching staff arc still up 
for grabs.

Kidger Award boost to charity 


On March 14, George G. Watson, 
Jr. was presented the New England 
History Teachers Association’s Kid¬ 
ger Award which is given annually 
lo recognize excellence in teaching, 
writing, and service lo the 
profession. 

Founded in 1897, NEHTA is the 
nation’s oldest association of teach¬ 
ers of history and social studies. The 
award honors Horace Kidger, a 
teacher in the Newton Schools and at 
Harvard, who served as secretary 
for the NEHTA for a period span¬ 
ning the two World Wars — some 40 
years. Recent recipients of the 
award include Henry Steele Comma- 
ger, Daniel J. Boorstin, Henry 
Graff, Abraham Sachar, and Christa 
McAuliffe. 

Watson, who has taught in 
Winchester High School since 1958, 
was recognized not only for his 
teaching of history and economics at 
the secondary level but also for his 
20 years of service as the Director of 
the Center for Economic Education 
at the Lincoln Filene Center for 
Citizenship and Public Affairs, Tufts 
University. In that capacity he has 
been involved in educational 
research, curriculum development, 
and the conducting of seminars, 
workshops, and courses for teachers 
and students in the Greater Boston 
area. 

Especially noted in the award pre¬ 
sentation was Watson’s record of 
service to the teaching profession 
j through professional associations. 

! He was a founding member of the 
Massachusetts Council for the Social 
Studies and its president in 1972 to 
1973. When he was elected president 
of the National Association of Eco- 
, nomic Educators in 1976, he was the 
I only member of that organization 
| who was not a fulltime college or 
: university teacher. In 1979, he was 
! the first high school teacher ever 
j elected president of the National 
j Council for the Social Studies, an 
association of elementary, secon¬ 
dary, and college teachers. During 
nine years as an officer and board 
member, he was influential in mak¬ 
ing the organization more respon¬ 
sive to pre-college classroom teach¬ 
ers. During two years (1984-1985) as 
president of the New England His¬ 
tory Teachers Association, he ini¬ 
tiated a series of programs that 
brought teachers and students 
together in discussions of important 
historical questions. These meetings 
continue to be an important focus for 
NEHTA. 

It was also noted that Watson is 
the author of McDougal, Littell Eco¬ 
nomics, a very successful high 
school economics textbook. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of high school 
students in the United States have 
used this book to learn economic 
concepts and analysis. 

The Kidger Award Committee of 
the New England History Teachers 
Association made its selection based 
on letters of recommendation from 
Watson’s former students and pro¬ 
fessional colleagues, throughout the 
United States. Present at the award 
ceremony were his wife, Carlyjane, 
and his sons, George, John, and 
Robert.

Talk on 
pacemakers

Seniors were privileged to hear 
recently a lecture by Dr. Harris 
Gibson, Jr., pertaining to pacemak¬ 
ers as instruments that prolong life. 
Dr. Gibson is a specialist in the field 
of cardio-thoracic surgery. He is on 
the staff at the Winchester Hospital, 
serves as a clinical professor at 
Boston University School of Medi¬ 
cine, is a thoracic surgeon at Boston 
City Hospital, and has special clini¬ 
cal interests in thoracotomies and 
procedures related to the treatment 
of thoracic surgical diseases. 

He spoke about a very new type of 
heart pacemaker that is smaller 
than those used heretofore. Earlier 
models were larger, heavier, and 
made of steel and the life of the 
instrument was not as extensive as 
the newer model made of titanium 
aloys that are not affected by elec¬ 
tronic devices such as microwave 
ovens. The old model used in surgi-

cal procedures in 1974-1975 was 
equipped with five batteries and not 
in use today since improved pace¬ 
makers are appearing frequently on 
the market. The present device can 
function for twelve or more years 
before a change is needed. 

The operation during which a 
pacemaker is implanted in the chest 
is connected with the heart by tubes 
and requires surgery that lasts any¬ 
where from thirty minutes to two 
hours. The patient is not unconscious 
and the surgeon carries on a conver¬ 
sation during the procedure. Origi¬ 
nally the instrument was inserted 
much deeper in the chest cavity than 
is done today. At present, it is placed 
just under the skin. 

There are many reasons for a 
person to require the physical assis¬ 
tance of a pacemaker to establish 
normal rhythm of Lhe heartbeat. 
There may be a heart block in the 
blood vessels that prevents approxi¬ 
mately 60 pulsations per minute. 
Rheumatic Fever or Lupus can be 
the cause of the problem of irregu¬ 
larity of the heartbeat. Difficulties 
can occur in the top or bottom cham¬ 
bers of the heart. Congestive heart 
failure presents critical problems

when the blood backs up into the 
lungs. 

Strangely enough, when a person 
dreams, the heartbeat rate 
increases. Pacemakers do not make 
a noise that can be heard, yet a 
cardiogram can be done by the phys¬ 
ician on a special electronic tele¬ 
phone connection that picks up the 
pulse rate indicated by the pace¬ 
maker. This can be changed at any 
time that there is a need. If a person 
is traveling to far places and trouble 
presents itself, a telephone from 
across the ocean to the surgeon is all 
that is needed. The electronic tele¬ 
phone instrument records what is 
happening and in a matter of 
moments, the patient can be advised 
about a doctor in the area who can 
correct the rhythm of the pacemak¬ 
er. Fibrillation can occur sometimes 
with a change of medicine but it is 
not caused by the pacemaker.

Thc first pacemaker was used on 
an animal heart in the 1930’s with 
success. It was not used in open 
heart surgery on a human until the 
1950’s and early 1960’s. Today, its 
use is widespread and it prolongs the 
life of an individual who has a heart 
problem. 

Dr. Gibson s lecture was not only 
informative, but it was presented in 
a manner that was easily understood 
by lay persons in the audience. Dr.

heart I.Q. today 

The National Heart, Lung, and 


Blood Institute has prepared the 
following “true or false” questions 
to test your knowledge of heart dis¬ 
ease and how to reduce the risk of 
developing it The correct answers 
are given below Answer each state¬ 
ment “true” or “false.” 

1 Tho three most important heart 
disease risk factors that you can do 
something about are: high blood 
pressure, smoking, and elevated 
blood cholesterol. 

2. A heart attack or stroke is often 
the first symptom of high blood 
pressure and. or elevated blood 
cholesterol 

3 People with high blood pressure 
are generally nervous and tense 
people. 

4. A blood pressure of 14IP90 or 
more is generally considered to be 
high. 

And the answers are: 

1 True Though there are other 
risk tacts that you cannot change, 
such as family history and age, the 
three major risk factors that you can 
change are high blood pressure, 
smoking, and elevated blood choles¬ 
terol. Someone who has all three of 
these risk factors is about eight 
tunes as likely to develop heart 
disease as someone who has none of 
them. 

2. True. A person with high blood 
pressure or elevated blood choles¬ 
terol may feel fine and look great; 
there are often no signs at all that 
might signal these conditions until a 
heart attack or stroke occurs. To 
find out it you have elevated blood 
cholesterol or high blood pressure, 
you should be tested by a doctor, 
nurse, or other qualified health pro- 
lossional. The blood cholesterol test 
currently requires a laboratory 
analysis of a sample of your blood. 

3. False High blood pressure does 
not mean that a person is nervous or 
tense. It means that the blood flow¬ 
ing through the body is pressing 
against your artery walls too strong¬ 
ly. (’aim and relaxed people can 
have high blood pressure. 

4. True. The higher your blood 
pressure is. the higher your risk of 
developing heart disease or having a 
stroke To reduce high blood pres¬ 
sure that is 140/90 or higher 
(either number) il must be 
treated and controlled. If you have 
high blood pressure, follow your doc¬ 
tor's advice: get and keep your 
weight down to normal; decrease 
your consumption of sodium, not 
only table salt, but also foods with a 
high sodium content such as some 
snack and processed foods; and 
remember to take your medicine if it 
is prescribed.

As Massachusetts' unemployment 
climbed above the national average last 
month for the first time in years, and as 
the state's fiscal malaise continues, 
clothiers seem to be holding their own. 


Peter Kozel, Shawmut Rank senior 
vice president and chief economist, said 
retailers are surviving the economic 
drought in part because young women 
in their 20s and 30s not only want to 
keep up with fashion but also need 
clothes for work or school. 

“Women's apparel seems to be 
doing quite well," he said. “People 
have cut back on big. durable items, 
but incomes haven’t dropped that 
much. If you’re not buying cars and 
furniture, you sort of have more funds 
available to buy clothing. 

One observer strongly disagreed. 


saying that while some larger, national 
retail chains are faring well, the picture 
is markedly more gloomy on a 
statewide level for smaller specialty 
shops and chains. And for the most 
part, both men and women are not 
spending as much of their incomes on 
clothing as they once did and are not as 
likely to buy on impulse. 

Geoffrey Small, a clothing designer 
based in Newton Highlands, said many 
local shop owners he knows have 
watched business drop 20 percent the 
past year. These retailers have been 
hit hard by layoffs in the construction 


and computer industries, he said, 
because those employees traditionally 
make up a huge percentage of the 
buying public. 

“Statewide, I don’t think retail is a 
growing business right now,” said 
Small. “Most firms are consolidating.” 

Hut the bankruptcies of large 
retailers like Campeau Corp. and T. 
Deane are as much a symptom of their 
own mistakes as of the slow economy. 
Small and other observers said these 
companies got into trouble because 
they tried to expand too fast and were

overwhelmed by debt when sales 
dropped off. 

’’There are many problems if 
companies become too aggressive in 
trying to grow — and grow through 
debt financing.” said Small. 

()ne area retail recruiter who asked 
not to be named said that, compared to 
the rest of the retail industry, the 
women’s apparel sector is showing 
more sales and higher profits. Blit he 
also said sales of women’s clothing 
were so abysmal two years ago due to 
the showcasing of wild and impractical 
fashions that the latest rebound 
appears great in comparison. 

"They’re still not at the same 
skyrocketing level of three or four 
years ago,” he said. 

The same recruiter said that overall, 
retailers of all types "are basically 
holding their own. ... They’re lean and 
mean right now.” 

In the job market, this means there 
is "not a need for a lot of bodies, ” but 
there are pockets of demand for skilled 
and experienced workers in a wide 
range of management and supervisory 
positions, from company presidents 
down to store managers, he said. 

"When you need a buyer of tops or 
men's accessories, you need someone 
who has done that job before. ” the 
recruiter said. 

Kozel said women's clothing 
retailers hit a snag a few years back by 
selling too many leather mini skirts and 
other trendy items women simply 
refused to buy. 

Some retailers say both they and 
their customers have been going back 
to basics in recent years. People still 
look for style, but they are also 
interested in classic looks and being 
able to mix and match garments for 
greater versatility. 

Officials from Talbots and Syms, 
two diverse retailers that have been 
showing strong sales figures, said they 
have been responding to market 
demands with clothes for "investment 
dressing” and are emphasizing 
shopping convenience for frazzled, 
time-conscious customers. 

Small said stores catering to people 
with high incomes — such as Talbots 
— and discount outlets like Syms are 
"recession proof” because there is 
always one segment of the population 
with money and another seeking out 
bargains. He noted his national, made- 
to-order design business for men and 
women lias not been hard-bit by 
economic factors. 

Small said he is actually capitalizing 
on the sluggish economy to move his 
business to Newbury Street in Boston 
where rents have dipped. 

Talbots, based in llinghnm. had 
sales totaling S453 million in 1989. up 
lii percent from $392 million in 1988. 
according to spokeswoman Monet

LeMon. She said the retail chain 
recently opened its first store in Japan 
and plans to open 28 new stores next 
year. 

"Our product is very well-suited to 
just about any financial climate,” said 
LeMon. "We do not have a trendy 
look. You can buy a blazer and wear it 
for several years. ” 

LeMon said Talbots emphasizes 
"total wardrobing” and service. The 
stores, for example, keep personalized 
files for customers witli their size, 
color and style preferences, LeMon 
said. She said some busy working 


women will call and ask a salesperson 
to set aside several outfits for them to 
try on for last-minute business 
meetings or special events. 

Syms. the New Jersey-based off- 
price giant, began selling shoes, 
scarves, accessories and luggage in its 
stores about five years ago to help 
male and female customers save time. 

"One thing we all are these days is 
time poor.” said Syms President 
Marcy Syms. 

She also said Syms, which has 
stores in Norwood and Peabody, has 


fell the slump in the Massachusetts 
economy. Sales are down 3 to 7 
percent here since this time last year. 
Syms said. 

One particularly healthy company is 
the Limited Corp.. based in Columbus. 
Ohio, said Syms, Kozel and others. 
Syms said the company’s extreme 
specialization and opening of several 
different stores aimed at narrow sex, 
age and income brackets, such as 
Limited Express and Victoria's Secret, 
has attracted customers. 

“We will probably see the growth of 
this trend,” said Syms.

Career change tips 


T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 

■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you want work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 

■ If you're not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to, consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous services available in the 
department's job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is “What Color is Your 
Parachute?" by Richard Bolles. 


■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 
library and its voluminous research 
materials. 

■ Do as much Informational 
Interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it's 
right for you. Explore the academic 

credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ If possible, volunteer some time to 

employers in your chosen field. 


■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 

■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 


an appropriate functional resume. Have 
someone within the industry you are 
targeting review your resume. 

■ In interviews, give specific examples 
of projects you have worked on that 
demanded creativity and adaptability. 

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field. 

■ Most of all, be patient. Remember 
that job hunting is a job in itself and is 
often exhausting. Depending on the job 
you're seeking, your search could take 
six months or more.

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said he believes selectmen 
should he concerned about a short 
fall in revenue projections in the 
current fiscal year.

The Board of Selectmen once 
again postponed its vole on recer¬ 
tifying free cash, but three members 
have made their positions on the 
issue clear. 

Due to Selectman Robert Deer- 
ing's absence from the Tuesday 
night meeting, the board agreed to 
postpone the vole until its April 23 
meeting prior to the beginning of 
Town Meeting. Decring was out of 
town on business. 

However, Selectmen Thomas 
Schmitt and Chairman Steve Pow¬ 
ers indicated they will vote in favor 
of recertification, while Selectman 
Judith Muggia said she opposes the 
measure. Selectman William 
O’Leary did not comment. 

Recertifying free cash could add 
approximately $350,000 to the cur¬ 
rent free cash balance of about 
$140,000. Prior to this year, the state 
would not allow cities and towns to 
recertify free cash. If recertified, 
these funds would be available to 
Town Meeting. 

In addition, there is approximate¬ 
ly $183,000 in the water and sewer 
free cash account. However, offi¬ 
cials are hesitant to use those funds 
for anything but water and sewer 
expenses. 

While both Schmitt and Powers 
said they do not believe the funds 
should be used to balance the fiscal 
year 1991 (FY91) budget, they 
agreed the decision should be made 
on Town Meeting floor as to whether 
or not to appropriate the funds. 

In explaining his support for 
recertification, Schmitt said, “I 
think we’re going to need it to get out 
of FY90.1 don’t like sitting here and 
determining what Town Meeting 
should or shouldn’t have.” 

Powers agreed. "If we don’t recer¬ 
tify (free cash), we could be in the 
middle of Town Meeting and find 
we're ($29U,000) short on a ($400,000) 
Chapter 70 payment due in June,” he 
said. He added that he thought the 
funds should be put before the town’s 
"appropriating body.” If this sce¬

venl this community from becoming 
a statistic,” said Walsh. Acceptance 
of the slate statute would not result 
in any costs to the town, he added. 

"Everybody’s pretty hot on this,” 
said Walsh. 


“There are nine students living 
there and a family upstairs,” said 
Walsh. However, he also said he is 
not sure the ABC house is considered 
a boarding house, and noted that 
there are fire escapes, smoke 
alarms and emergency lighting at 
the site. Walsh said the ABC house 
has been cooperative in the past, 
"Anytime I’ve made a recommen¬ 
dation, they’ve done il,” he said. 

Walsh referred to the July 4, 1984 
Beverly boarding house fire which 
claimed the lives of 15 people. Walsh 
said the fire department believes a 
sprinkler system, when properly 
installed and maintained, is the best 
way to fight a fire in its early stages. 
In addition to applying water to the 
fire, Walsh said a system puts 
waterflow alarms in motion, 
"reduces smoke generation and pro¬ 
vides life saving lime for persons 
exiting a building." 

Supporting the statute "will pre¬ 


said Walsh. He noted that if an 
owner sells a building before the 
five-year grace period, that require¬ 
ment is still in effect. 

In his presentation to selectmen, 
Walsh cited the importance of adopt¬ 
ing the law to further address fire 
safety in Winchester. While there is 
currently only one licensed boarding 
house in Winchester, Walsh said he 
is concerned about some other sites 
in town. Should the statute be 
accepted by Town Meeting, Walsh 
said he would continue his investiga¬ 
tion of potential hazardous sites. 

"(We) just want to save lives. 
That’s the idea of the sprinkler sys¬ 
tem,” said Walsh. Walsh said the 
statute would affect a Washington 
Street boarding home and the old 
Medical Missionaries of Mary (1 
Arlington St.) site. Walsh said he is 
also concerned about the A Better 
Chance (ABC) house at 2 Dix St., as 
well.

Casey notes, however, while he 
strongly supports the formation of 
the CZC, the proposal represents a 
long-term solution, while the budget 
concerns of FY91 are currently in 
the forefront. 

The governor has proposed 60 per¬ 
cent cutbacks in the FY91 budget for 
the zoos. Casey is pushing for a level 
funding of the zoos for next year, and 
hopes the formation of the CZC can 
work to lessen the zoos' dependency 
on the stale over a period of years. 

“(The CZC) would not be an over¬ 
night panacea. It would enable the 
zoos to require less and less stale 
money over a period of lime," added 
Casey. 

Without the funding for the zoos 
for FY91, the question of the CZC is 
moot, said Casey. 

Casey expects the bill to be heard 
by the Senate in the coming weeks.

League guide recaps 
Town Meeting items 


The League of Women Voters have 
provided residents with a guide to 
Town Meeting warrant articles. The 
guide omits until a later date ttiose 
articles which, because of their fis¬ 
cal nature, may not be considered 
until May. 

Article One. This general proce¬ 
dural article ix'rinits town meeting 
to hear reports from the town offic¬ 
ers and the Kina nee Commit toe. 

Articles 2 and 31. These two arti¬ 
cles must tie passed each year to 
authorize the town treasurer to bor¬ 
row money m ant iei pa I ion of 
revenue and to contract cninponsnl 
ing balance agreements with banks. 

Article s. Through Ibis article the 
tow n is empowered to spend ( hapter 
IK) stale highway funds. 

Article 9. This warrant article 
refers to section 71 of chapter 71 of 
the General Laws, a section which 
relates to the use of school property. 
However, the intent of the article is 
to permit tuition from out of town 
high school students to bo paid 
directly to the School Department 

Article Ml. Article 10 allows the 
selectmen to sell or lease a parcel of 
land on Shore Road, to provide a 
land site for a proposed museum for 
the work of Arthur Grill in. a 
Winchester resident noted for his 
photography. 

Article 11. This article authorizes 
the town to seek the necessary per 
mission from the legislature to 
transfer the Shore Road parcel to 
the museum 

Article 12. Article 12 calls for the 
acceptance of town ways on Charles 
Hoad, George Road. Waimvrighl 
Road, Wagon Wheel Road and 
Rocky Ledge Terrace, totalling 
approximately 2,406 feet 

Article 13. The Board of Selectmen 
is seeking permission to sell or lease 
a parcel of land adjacent to Purity 
Supreme to Purity for a proposed 
expansion.

Article 52 sets forth 
minimum standards for staffing and 
equipment within the Kile 
Department. 

Article 53. This article calls for a 
five-member commission to conduct 
a comprehensive evaluation of the 
Fire Department.

Two young Winchester families 
came before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals IZBA) April 17 to request 
permission to expand their living 
space to accomodate their growing 
families. 

The ZBA denied a petition by a 
Copley Street couple seeking a 
dimensional variance, but approved 
a petition by a Parker Road couple 
asking for a special permit. 

Copley Street 

The first petitioners, Jane and 
Thomas Sheehan, 5 Copley St,, were 
denied a dimensional variance lo 
erect an addition lo their house, 
which would connect the existing 
house to the existing garage. 

The Sheehans told ZBA members 
they needed the extra space to add a 
family room, pantry and bathroom 
to accommodate themselves and 
their three sons. 

Because a portion of the garage is 
loo close to the property line, a 


variance from a section of the zoning 
bylaw is required from Ihe ZBA. The 
Sheehans explained that without the 
variance they would be forced to 
demolish the garage or move from 
the home to find a larger dwelling. 

ZBA Chairman Virginia Hoefling 
questioned the Sheehans on structur¬ 
al information within the house. The 
Sheehans told members the house 
was built in the 1880s and they 
bought the house five years ago. 

The house contains three bed¬ 
rooms on the second floor and two 
additional rooms in the attic. The 
Sheehans noted that although their 
home has a large amount of fron¬ 
tage, the property narrows as it 
reaches the back property line. They 
said they felt an addition in the back 
would be the best plan for aesthetic 
reasons, as well. 

Neighbor Martha Berman, 6 War¬ 
ren St., told members her backyard 
abutts the Sheehan property and 
indicated that she had no objection 
to such an addition.

Two Winchester police officers 
were treated for minor injuries on 
Monday after a traffic violation 
involving two local youths reported¬ 
ly erupted into a verbal and physical 
attack on the officers.

zone, Covino stopped the car and 
asked the driver for license and 
registration.

Copley St., also noted that he had no 
objection to the petition. Six other 
neighbors signed a petition to allow 
the variance. 

ZBA member Ann Malarese 
stressed the difficulty involved in 
meeting all the requirements to 
receive a variance. She added that 
topography is a significant concern 
when deciding a variance case and 
noted she felt the topography issue 
on the Sheehans’ property had not 
been addressed in relation to the 
addition. 

“The bottomline is, 1 don’t think 
you’ve met the requirements,” said 
Matarese. 

Hoefling agreed, saying she saw 
nothing unique in the soil, topogra¬ 
phy or plot on the properly and did 
not see reason to grant the variance. 
She added that a previous ZBA deci¬ 
sion in 1983 that the Sheehans had 
referred to in making their presenta¬ 
tion was not a similar case and 
called the Sheehans’ proposal “a 
substantial addition.” 

Member Amy Wanger also agreed 
that the variance should not be 
granted because of the lack of topo¬ 
graphy. The petition was denied 
with prejudice. 

Parker Road 

The second petitioners, David and 
Lori Goehring, 4 Parker Road, were 
granted a special permit to enclose a 
screened porch on the side of their 
house and extend the room by 15 
inches. 

The couple told members they 


expected another baby this summer 
and needed the extra space to create 
a family room. What was originally 
a bedroom and made into a family 
room within the house, would be 
made into a bedroom again for the 
newborn, said the Goehrings. 

The foundation would not be 
changed with the renovation and 
cedar shingles would be used on the 
porch/addition to match the house, 
said the Goehrings, 

Five abutters signed a petition to 
encourage the ZBA to allow the 
special permit. 

Chairman Hoefling in deciding 
this case noted that the require¬ 
ments to receive a special permit do 
not present “as severe a test” as do 
those for a variance. Egress and 
ingress are key issues as well as the 
affect on traffic in special permit 
cases, said Hoefling. 

Hoefling noted that the “foot¬ 
print” of the house would not be 
altered and would not affect traffic 
or entrance to the property. She 
added that she saw the family room 
as a “passive use," and therefore 
acceptable use. for the addition, 

Members Matarese and Wanger 
also supported the proposal. 

Other business 

Christopher Hawksworth, 26 
Winthrop Road, signed a waiver to 
withdraw his request for a dimen¬ 
sional variance. The board voted to 
waive the refiling fee should 1 lawks- 
worth choose to file the petition for 
the board's June session.

Ward added that at least 25 resi¬ 
dents from each precinct must be 
included in the 200 or more 
signatures. 

Once the residents are certified 
through the Town Clerk’s office as 
registered voters, the Town Clerk 
must produce an official petition. 

This petition is returned to the 
people who filed the affidavit and 
those petitioners are given 20 days to 
collect the signatures of at least 15 
percent of the registered voters in 
town and no more than 25 percent of 
those signatures can be from one 
precinct. For Winchester, that total 
would be approximately 2,000 signa¬ 
tures, said Ward. 

These signatures are submitted to 
and then certified by the Town 


Clerk’s office and the list is turned 
over to the Board of Selectmen. The 
Selectmen must then provide writ¬ 
ten notice to the officer(s) named in 
the petition. 

If within five days of (he notice, 
the officers do not resign, the Board 
of Selectmen must call an election. 
Ward says the election would oper¬ 
ate as any other, with other candi¬ 
dates taking out nomination papers 
to run against those officers 
petitioned, 

If the majority of the voters vote 
against a recall, or the other candi¬ 
dates do not receive the majority of 
the votes, the petitioned officers) 
would retain their seat on the board. 

Ward said the cost of such an 
election would run the town approxi¬ 
mately $7,500.

and postpone a vote on the matter 

until their next session, 

The sixth-grade move was 
researched last winter by a task 
force of parents and teachers when 
the move was being considered to 
belter utilize school buildings. 
Budget constraints that loomed last 
spring, put the plan on hold. But 
School Committee members again 
considered the proposal last fall in 
conjunction with redistribution of 
students, school closings or realloca¬ 
tion of resources. 

When the proposal was reviewed 
in October, McCall Assistant Princi¬ 



pal William Maher told School Com¬ 
mittee members a suitable timeline 
for implementing such a plan would 
be a year and a half, which would be 
“ideal” for training and actually 
getting the plan off the ground If 
need be, however, the plan could go 
into effect this September, Maher 
had said. 

McCall Principal Evander French 
told School Committee members he 
felt McCall could easily handle the 
additional students with utilization 
of the third floor facilities. Sixth- 
graders will also have an extra half 
hour of school lime while at McCall. 

In order to fully utilize the build¬ 
ing, the Recreation Department will 
be moved out' of the facility, but 
Kids' Corner, a local aflerschool 
program, will remain housed in 
McCall, said French. 

The School Committee meets 
April 24 at 7:30 p,m. in the Lynch 
Administrative Center.

Program to focus on early Americans 


Music enforces learning, says Rahmeier

"II is apparent," wrote William 
Glasser in a recent study of "The 
Quality School,” "that students have 
a good idea of what parts of their 
schooling are of high quality. I have 
talked at length to groups of high 
school students about this subject. 
Most of them see quality in athletics, 
music, and drama.” (Phi Delta Kap- 
pan, February 1990) 

To the question "Where in school 
do you feel important?” again 
sports, music and drama were fre¬ 
quently mentioned. In Winchester, 
to judge by the increasing number of 
students becoming involved in the 
music courses and music theater 
activities, music in the public 
schools is very important to our 
students. 

For the past five years, music in 
the Winchester public schools has 
been under the direction of Lynne 
Rahmeier, who teaches, supervises 
the nine-member teaching staff, and 
helps develop, supervise and evalu¬ 
ate the curriculum for grades K-12. 

A graduate of the University of 
Michigan and Drew University with 
degrees in English, she went on to do 
graduate work in music education 
and become licensed as a Dalcroze 
eurylhmics specialist. Before com¬ 
ing to Winchester she taught for 
seven years in the Brookline public 
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schools and three years in 
Lexington. 

"I’vebeen doing this for a number 
of years,” Rahmeier says, "because 
it’s central.” Though often consid¬ 
ered extracurricular and, therefore, 
peripheral, music, she stales, is a 
central part of public education for 
many reasons. 

"Music,” she says, "enhances 
learning. From that standpoint it’s 
basic. It helps students to think both 
spatially and sequentially, helps 
with retention, helps with creativity. 
It helps students learn how to learn, 

"Further, it builds self-esteem. 
Schools need to provide children 
with a variety of ways of succeeding, 
and music is an opportunity for 
many to learn and perform in an 
area that society values. It helps 
students learn to present themselves 
in public, to learn discipline. 

"Music is also a community buil¬ 
der. It builds a community of musi¬ 
cians. and it helps build a communi¬ 
ty in the school by being something 
the school can be proud of.” For 
example, the McCall School — and 
the entire Winchester community — 
can be very proud of the McCall 
chorus, the only junior high chorus 
invited this year to perform at the 
Massachusetts Music Educators 
Association annual meeting. It was 
an honor for the chorus and reflected 
honor upon the community. 

"Where in our schools do students 
experience excellence? It’s in the 
arts,” maintains Rahmeier. In the 
arts students will work to a high 
level of achievement because they 
can see the quality of their 
performance. 

The music program in the public 
schools is open to all; it does not 
exist for an elite group of the musi¬ 
cally talented. 

"We know so much more now 
about learning, that students learn 
in different ways, in different media. 
We know it’s important to develop 
the whole person." Arts education 


has been able to teach and develop 
students in ways regular classes 
have not. 

Music education in our schools 
includes small group instrumental 
instruction at the elementary level 
and ensemble opportunities (chorus, 
band, orchestra, jazz band) in the 
junior and senior high schools. In 
addition, one option of Rahmeier's 
chorus class includes sight-reading, 
theory, and vocal production. 

Music also forms part of the 
humanities class in which history, 
art, music and literature are leam 
taught through a chronological 
approach to cultural history. This 
curriculum, despite the present 
budget situation (unless possibly 
V-0 is kept open at the expense of 
culling programs), should be con¬ 
tinued next year. 

Opportunities to hear and view 
achievements of the music depart¬ 
ment are particularly numerous in 
the spring. The high school musical, 
for which Rahmeier is vocal coach, 
just had a successful run. This past 
week-end the entire high school mus¬ 
ic department visited West Cald¬ 
well, New Jersey, to rehearse and 
present a concert with their per¬ 
forming groups. 

On April 27, the West Caldwell 
students will be in Winchester to 
present a joint program with the 
Winchester musicians at our high 
school. On May 2 at 12:45 the high 
school chorus (which has grown 
about nine limes in size during Rah¬ 
meier's time) will join seniors and 
sing Gershwin at an Inlergenera- 
tional Concert at the Jenks Center. 

The high school spring concert will 
lake place on May 24, the high school 
senior recital on June 4, the CSA 
All-Star Concert on April 5, and the 
McCall Spring Concert on June 7, all 
at 7:30 p.m. The Winchester com¬ 
munity is welcome and encouraged 
to attend all these events.

Long before men of Charlestown 
ever came to this area to settle, 
another people lived here and had 
their own culture, their own civiliza¬ 
tions. Scholars arc learning progres¬ 
sively more about these people, not 
only about their mode of daily life 
but also their views of life and 
nature and spirit. 

To hear more about one aspect of 
New [England Native American life 
and thought, the Winchester Histori¬ 
cal Society has invited two scholars 
to visit Winchester and talk about 
their discoveries. 

Scientists James Mavor and 
Byron Dix will present an illustrated 
lecture on an intriguing aspect of the 
Native American culture — their 
archaeoastronomy, the relationship 
between their stone structures and 
astronomical movement. In Eng¬ 
land, Stonehenge is an archaeoastro- 
nomical site; in New England, there 
are several others, which Mavor and 
Dix will discuss at their lecture. 

Man-made stone works have been 
observed across North America 
since settlers arrived in the seven¬ 
teenth century, but they did not 
become the subjects of scientific 
investigation until the twentieth cen¬ 
tury. Today we are just beginning to 
understand their significance. 

Mavor and Dix, who began work¬ 
ing as a leam on this subject in 1978, 
have co-authored a book, "Mani- 
tou,” in which they discuss these 
stoneworks, including descriptions 
of several sites, observations of ear¬ 
ly European settlers, shamanislic 
societal interaction. Native Ameri¬ 
can ritual life, comparisons with 
European sites, and their own obser¬ 
vations of the relationship between 
the land and the sky. 

In the book's preface they say, 
"we believe that ancient traditions 
of Native Americans, some of which 
are still practiced today, were the 
driving forces in the creation of the 
stone structures, and that these 
structures have been built from the 
lime of the last glacial retreat up to 
the present. But these traditions 
were probably modified by foreign 
influences over thousands of years. 

"We suspected from the beginning 
that the stone structures, like simi¬ 
lar material the world over, might 
be part of ancient peoples’ preoccu¬ 
pation with the rising and setting of 
the sun, inoon, and stars ... By 
observing the natural landscape and 
the sky together, we were struck by 
the abundance and placement of 
earthen and stone man-made con¬ 
structions, and they have communi¬ 
cated to us a way of life that was in 
harmony with nature." 

A review of the book says, 
"Through this work we see our land¬ 
scape anew. Now when we go to the 
woods, where before we saw just low 
walls, we have learned to see stone 
mounds and marked trees, vigil 
places, pointer, marker and god 
stones. Walking there has come to be 
an honoring of a time when all life 
was holy. With the inextricable 
interconnection of landscape / 
mindscape the world, indeed, can 
never be the same again." (Nancy 
Jack Todd, "Annals of Earth”) 

Before entering the field of 
archaeoastronomy Mavor and Dix 
followed careers in other scientific 
areas. Mavor served on the faculties 
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of MIT. Woods Mole Oceanographic 
Institution. Northeastern, and the 
US Naval Academy dtn ing a 3 I year 
career in engineering research and 
teaching. Me was responsible for the 
design and construction of the deep 
submersible ALVIN a ml initiated 
archaclogieal excavations on Thera 
Island in Greece in 1!H*7 during 
which a Minoan town and frescoes 
that have since become famous were 
discovered. 

Dix has a broad background in 
physics and optical mechanical 
engineering. Me served as optical 
mechanical design consultant for 
the Polaris Obervatorv Association 
and participated in optical tracking 
of several of the early lunar probes. 

Me participated with NASA scien¬ 
tists on Operation Moon Blink, a 
program to investigate lunar trans¬ 
ient phenomena and has done aero- 
ballistic work. During 1972 lie stud¬ 
ied the technical achievemnets of 
I lie Mayan and Peruvian ancient 
societies in the areas of optical, 
metallurgical and irrigation sys¬ 
tems. From the 7l)s on. both Mavor 
and Dix have been studying Native 


American nrcliaelogy. an area ol 
understandable fascination 

Ret inning to their hook. “Mani 
tou," we read. "By attempting a 
broad view of nrcliaelogy, we have 
found that New England offers a 
unique insight through its varied 
landscape anti carefully placed 
stone constructions which have left a 
record of man’s relationship to the 
natural order The stars, thesun, the 
moon, the planets, the mountains 
and valleys, the rivers and streams, 
the lakes. Mil* meadows and l tic 
seacoast arc all a part of the stone 
structures ... The prevailing view 
(hat Native Americans in the east 
confined their use of stone to hand¬ 
held tools, weapons, and implements 
of subsistence is quite false. Stone 
played a cosmological role of vital 
importance.” 

To learn more, indeed, to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of such a site 
existing in Winchester as elsewhere 
in New England, the public is invited 
to the society’s annual meeting on 
April 24. at 7:30 p.m. in theSyinmes 
Room of the Unitarian Church.

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Star building 
holds memories

The Winchester Star is still 
serving the community after 110 
years, but the 76-year-old head¬ 
quarters of the paper facing the 
Common, has passed to new 
owners. 

Prior to 1915, 3 Church Street 
was an old wooden house - its 
street floor housing George E. 
Morrill’s grocery store. A double 
door flanked by two big plate 
glass windows opened off the 
board sidewalk on Church Street. 
A couple of smartly painted deliv¬ 
ery wagons usually stood out 
front while they were loaded for 
local deliveries, the horses impa¬ 
tiently pounding the dusty clay 
and gravel that was Church 
Street. 

Upstairs at 3, lived Fred Marsh 
who ran a restaurant at the foot 
of Park Street. 

Next door to 3, on the site of the 
present Shawmut Bank, lived 
Sam Davis who ran a shoe shop 
between his house and the water 
department building (the 1851 
fire station) on Vine Street. 

In 1914 the Morrill building was 
purchased by Theodore P. Wilson 
and demolised in preparation for 
the new Star Building. 

At the time, the Star occupied 
the area Df the Lyceum Building 
where Nelson’s was built in 1898, 
its big press being in the base¬ 
ment, and its quarters had 
become impossibly small. 

After the new building was fin¬ 
ished in 1915, the Star held an 
open house to show off the up-to- 
date facilities of our up and com¬ 
ing town newspaper. 

It was an amazing place, fully 
sprinklered and of mill construc¬ 
tion to allow for the installation of 
the heavy machinery in the sec¬ 
ond floor pressroom. 


In the basement was a well 
equipped bowling alley, possibly 
because the son of T. Price Wil¬ 
son, edilor from 1919 to 1954, was 
a crack bowler at the Calumet 
Club on Dix Street. In later years, 
this bowling alley became a 
shooting range for the police 
department. 

There was also a well stocked 
Star stationery store fronting on 
Church Street. 

For many years, the portion or 
the building on Park Street was 
occupied by the “Thrift Shop” of 
the First Baptist Church, pres¬ 
ided over by Mrs. Glover, Miss 
Locke and other volunteers from 
the church. 

To walk into that shop on a 
Thursday (the Star used to 
appear each week on Friday) 
with the big presses rumbling 
overhead - the entire building 
vibrating in sympathy - was one 
memorable experience! 

Though the building has 
become a little down-at-heel of 
late and though simple econom¬ 
ics prove that it is no longer 
useful or cost effective to have 
such a large building, this 
observer feels a twinge of loss, 
though perhaps this is the now- 
mal aversion to big changes at 
“mid-life”! 

The new owners seem commit¬ 
ted to a restoration of the historic 
place. Hopefully, the original 
wood cornice with the stepped 
brick parapet above it on the 
second floor can be is restored, 
along with the necessary work. 
The building lost much of its 
character when these details 
were removed some years ago. 

The Star Building has now 
entered a new phase of its long, 
useful history and will doubtless 
continue to serve more realistic 
needs of both the town and its 
newspaper for many years yet!

The House and Senate — “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ voles on two roll calls 
from the week of April 9-13.

Greenhouse (H 5277) — House 136-8, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the Senate the bill designed to com¬ 
bat the greenhouse effect and reduce 
the state’s contribution to global 


warming through a series of man¬ 
dates and incentives to promote 
energy efficiency. A controversial 
section of the bill allows the Energy 
Commissioner to establish a sales 
tax rate from zero to ten percent on 
new automobiles, vans or light 
trucks sold in the state, based upon 
fuel efficiency in comparison with 
other models within its class size. 
Supporters said if the greenhouse 
effect goes unchecked, it will lead to 
a hotter climate, an increase in sea

were broken out to vent the house, 
there was little evidence that fire¬ 
men had worked throughout a dark¬ 
ened, smoke-filled house. No struc¬ 
tural damage nor any water damage 
occurred.

This was the first time we needed 
the emergency services of the Publ¬ 
ic Safety Departments in 34 years of 
residence in Winchester, I consider 
all the tax dollars we have paid to 
the town during that time well 
repaid. In view of Chief McNutt’s 
expressed concern of understaffing 
of his department, I urge all resi¬ 
dents to consider a situation in which 
multiple demands were made on an 
underfunded fire department. When 
fire threatens lives and property a 
maximum effort in terms of equip¬ 
ment and trained personnel are 
needed immediately. It seems 
incomprehensible to me that any 
resident property owner would settle 
for anything less than what the per¬ 
son appointed by the town to be 
responsible for fire protection 
deems necessary to discharge his 
responsibility.

property and the Symines land 
grant, documented with reference to 
deeds, probate records, town 
records, maps, family history, and 
other documents has been slighting¬ 
ly dismissed by Mr, Borggaard with 
his continued cry that surely there 
must be someone in the Historical 
Society “anxious to set the historical 
record straight.’’ 1 must respond 
once more. 

I have already presented suffi¬ 
cient evidence to show that it is the 
south Tavern line—not the north 
Sharon/Tavern line upon which the 
wall sits—that bordered the Sym- 
mes farm and land grant. There is 
no need to repeat my four columns 
worth of evidence. 

What does Mr. Borggaard offer in 
evidence? His maps. I have already 
discussed these maps. The 1854 map 
(which clearly puts the Mystic/ 
Central division, presumably the 
Medford/Woburn and, therefore, the 
Symmes/Tavern division, south of 
the Sharon property) is ultimately 
irrelevant since I have produced 
documents showing that for two cen¬ 
turies prior to the making of that 
map the Synunes property lay south 
of the Tavern land, in a separate 
town. However, for anyone who 
wants to see that map, a copy is 
surely available at the library, and 
copies are available for sale by the 
Society. They may be purchased at 
the Society’s Town Day table, or I 
personally will arrange to sell copies 
to anyone interested who cannot 
wait to see for themselves. 

Mr. Borggaard’s other map is the 
so-called “1638'' map, which I have 
also already discussed. Though the 
mapmaker himself says this map 
shows “relative'' positions, Mr. 
Borggaard claims it shows “precise¬ 
ly” where the Symmes line crossed 
Main. The mapmaker said that 
information on the Symmes land 
from the 1638 source he used to make 
the map was missing, yet Mr. Borg¬ 
gaard says the map shows "precise¬ 
ly” where the land grant crossed 
Main. The mapmaker, George 
Cooke, was a charter member of the 
original Historical Society along 
with Luther R. Symmes who deliv¬ 
ered and published a statement that 
the Symmes line crossed Main at 
Prospect Street. Cooke published his 
explanation of his “1638” map after 
Symmes’ statement and did not, 
there or elsewhere, lake the oppor¬ 
tunity to correct his colleague. (I 
have already discussed how this 
map exhibits some errors in Cooke’s 
drawing of the Symmes’ 
boundaries.) 

Mr. Borggaard’s documentary 
“proof” is an avowedly inexact, 
somewhat inaccurate secondary 
document, based on a primary docu¬ 
ment which is missing the very 
information under discussion, 
drawn by a colleague of another 
amateur historian (and heir to the 
land grant) who declared that the 
Symmes line crossed Main at Pros¬ 
pect. The original of this map does 
not indicate where Main Street lies 
in relation to the land grants. A later 
map based on Cooke’s (the one 
reproduced in Chapman’s History, 
also available at the library for 
borrowing or for sale) does indicate 
the relative position of Main Street 
with a dotted line. Does this show 
“precisely” where the Symmes line 
crossed Main? By comparison with 
modern maps it shows about where 
the line crossed Main. Since the 
north and south Tavern lines were 


not far away from one another, 
although this map suggests evidence 
for Mr. Borggaard's theory, it does 
so also for mine and does not prove 
either ease. 

Then Mr. Borggaard asks if the 
Society cares about tangible evi¬ 
dence. Of course it does. But what 
docs the wall itself prove? It proves 
that there is a wall. Lying along a 
property line, it shows the position of 
that property line, which happens to 
be an old property line, one which, 
as can be seen from modern maps, 
has been preserved to the present 
time. The wall may even have 
helped preserve this line. None of 
this is disputed. 

But does the wall itself prove 
which property line it is, when it was 
constructed, or who built it? No. 
Does concrete, chainlink, or gas- 
pipe railing have any relevancy to 
proving when or who built the wall 
or what exact property line it 
marks? No. Is the tonnage relevant 
to proving what line the wall marks 0 
No. Thai all this attests to the pre¬ 
sence of a property line is not 
denied. Bui there is nothing about 
the stones, concrete, chain-link etc. 
that says “Symmes." Which proper¬ 
ty line it marks must be proven by 
documents. 

Mr. Borggaard’s only hope is to 
find a document that states that 
Symmes sold off the northern most 
portion of his grant to the Converses 
shortly after receiving the grant, To 
date, such a document is non¬ 
existent. To date, all existing docu¬ 
ments suggest such a document will 
not be found. 

In his first letter Borggaard 
posits: “Maybe the [Symmes] line 
was not marked at that time [when 
the Sharon house was constructed ] 
and Ihe builder had started laying 
out the foundation before they knew 
the line was there.” So, by this 
theory of Mr. Borggaards', the wall 
was not there about 1837, postdates 
the house, and cannot be his evi¬ 
dence to the builders’ discovery of 
the existence of a Symmes property 
line. 

But in his second letter he says: 
“Obviously the wall was not built to 
conform with the shapes of the lots 
— it was the other way around — the 
lots were laid out to conform to the 
wall.” So he thinks the wall was 
there. 

The Sharon house was built well 
after the Tavern boundaries had 
been defined, so, if these lines had to 
conform, as Mr. Borggaard argues, 
to a wall that predated the lines, 
then the wall was there, and the 
house builders must have been idiots 
not to see it. This I do not believe, 
anymore than 1 believe in the immu¬ 
tability of walls that Mr. Borggaard 
subscribes to. 

Mr. Borggaard wants us to believe 
that the house or shoe shop builders 
began construction before knowing 
the existence of the property line 
and while in an early state of con¬ 
struction somehow (how?) learned 
about the property line and had, 
therefore, to bend the house. Again, 
the builders come out looking like 
idiots, Whoever authorized the build¬ 
ing of the shop on the Tavern proper¬ 
ty (the land owner) surely would 
have informed someone building on 
his land where the property line was. 

But maybe Mr. Borggaard is sug¬ 
gesting that during construction the 
builders discovered a pre-existing 
Symmes line predating the Tavern 
line, which changed everything 
including the position of what was 


then believed to be the Tavern line. 
What was this stunning discovery? 
Not the wall. A document 0 There is 
no document to show that Symmes 
ever owned the land or that, after 
numerous deeds had been drawn up 
over this land for over a century, 
suddenly the property line had to be 
moved. And please let him not bring 
up that ”1638’' map again which 
post-dates the house, 

Even if, for whatever reason, the 
builders did start building with mis¬ 
information and had to change their 
plans because of a property line, 
would they not simply shift the build¬ 
ing’s position? 

Mr. Borggaard says that there 
must have been a pre-existing prop¬ 
erty line to which the builders were 
forced to conform in constructing 
the Sharon house. Yes, indeed — the 
north Tavern line, along which the 
first (back) section of the house, the 
shoe shop, was built. Obviously the 
back section of the house lies obli¬ 
quely to Main Street because the 
property line lies obliquely to Main. 
(And why does the line run obliquely 
to the street? Probably because it 
ran parallel to the south Tavern line, 
the real Symmes north boundary. 
Because a wall could not be moved 0 
Hardly.) In the early lt)th century it 
probably did not matter if a small, 
wooden-frame shoe shop was built 
as it was; it would have been some 
distance from its neighbors and nol 
have the appearance of being built 
on a “constricted lot.” Anyway the 
lot did not become “constricted" 
until after the shoe shop was ill 
existence. 

The Commission's theory is that 
the house is oddly shaped because 
(as explained in an earlier article) it 
probably was built in two parts at 
different times against two lines 
joined at an acute angle. This is 
credible, and I have no reason to 
question the Commission's research 
and findings with an inconsistent 
and undocumented (and documen¬ 
tarily disputed) theory about the 
wall. The later selling off of the 
Sharon property from the Tavern lot 
credibly explains the presence of a 
stone wall around that lot — to mark 
the property lines as determined by 
a document executed in the 19th 
century. 

Finally, to the public which has 
patiently been following this dispute, 
I confess I have always wondered 
why, if Mr. Borggaard wanted help 
from the Society, he did not 
approach the Society rather than the 
Star. I have inwardly questioned the 
appropriateness of continuing this 
argument in the paper, but have 
continued to make my replies public 
as long as Mr. Borggaard made his 
challenges public. At this point, how¬ 
ever, I wish to discontinue. Futher 
debate on whether the wall marks 
the Symmes line will devolve into 
“Yes, it does," "No, it doesn’t," 
“Yes, it does," etc. I have brought 
forward sufficient evidence to dis¬ 
prove Mr. Borggaard’s theory. He 
has brought forward one suggestive 
piece that can support either case, 
but not one convincing bit of proof- 
no matter if he calls it proof and 
embellishes it with cackling ducks. I 
realize that from one point of view a 
pile of documents including deeds, 
probate records, town surveys, etc. 
cannot stand up against the thou¬ 
sand tons of “rocks, steel posts, wire 
fence, wooden slats" that he offers. 
Bui from a scholarly point of view 
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his tons of rocks do not touch the 
documents for weight in this 
disagreement. 

But 1 feel assured Mr Borggaard 
will continue to look at his copy of 
the *‘1638" map and see the Symmes 
line crossing Main Street where the 
wall is. The map is imprecise 
enough that he can do that. 1 will 
continue to look at the map and see 
Ihe Symmes line crossing at Pros¬ 
pect Street, a view supported by 
Luther Symmes and all Ihe docu¬ 
ments I have viewed. 

1 realize that by discontinuing now 
I leave open the option to Mr. Borg¬ 
gaard to write one more letter and 
feel that he has triumphed by having 
the last say. It will be a* hollow 
triumph if he does not bring forth the 
sort of document that I call for, one 
that says Symmes owned the Tavern 
land before Converse. I have 
answered his challenge I looked at 
his maps, 1 have considered the 
wall, I further scoured the Archives 
and brought forth many more pieces 
of evidence. First Mr. Borggaard 
said I missed the real point of his 
question. Then he implied that, 
despite my many hours of research 
(which would really cause him to 
cry out if I presented a professional 
bill for my time) and a (5-page, 
documented essay, I was nol anxi¬ 
ous to get at the truth. 

Let him call for someone else lo 
support his theory, iT he likes. Mr. 
Borggaard has been given an histor¬ 
ical explanation of the situation, and 
he has spurned it with inconsisten¬ 
cies, irrelevancies, and a stubborn 
interpretation of “relalivc” as 
“precise." 

If Mr. Borggard wants to pursue 
this further, let him answer my 
challenge. Show me a 17th-century 
document (again, the “1638” map 
does not qualify), a deed, something- 
-anything-some valid primary docu¬ 
ment, and 1 will listen. I have not 
regretted all the research I have 
undertaken and what I have learned, 
but since I do not care what property 
line that wall is silling on and have 
presented a thorough case, it has 
now been enough for me. I was 
happy to try to help Mr. Borggaard 
with his investigations (and wel¬ 
come other inquiries from other 
individuals), but it seems lo me that 
now Mr. Borggaard is not really 
asking for someone “anxious to set 
the record straight”-he has had 
that. He is looking for someone to 
back him up, to prove he is right, 1 
cannot do this, I can only present 
documentary evidence, and this I 
have done.

8. False. Reducing the amount of 
cholesterol in your diet is clearly 
important: however, eating less 
saturated fat would probably be the 
more effective dietary means of low¬ 
ering your blood cholesterol levels, 
along with eating less cholesterol 
and substituting polyunsaturated fat 
whenever possible for saturated fat. 
Saturated fat (found in meats, dairy 
products such as whole milk, cream, 
ice cream, cheese, and bulier, and 
certain cooking ful like shortening) 
contribute greatly to the raising of 
blood cholesterol. To reduce your 
consumption of saturated fat, you 
should choose lean meats, poultry, 
or fish; trim excess fat off meals 
before cooking; broil, bake, or boil 
rather Ilian fry; and use skim or low 
fat dairy products. 

9. False. A product can contain no 
cholesterol and still be high in satur¬ 
ated fat — which will raise your 
blood cholesterol. Examples are 
commercial baked foods made with 
coconut oil, palm oil, or a heavily 
hydrogenated vegetable oil. As you 
shop, be sure to check labels on food 
products. You will often find a listing 
of the amounts of saturated and 
polyunsaturated fat contained in the 
product. Your best choice is a pro¬ 
duct that contains more polyunsa¬ 
turated fat than saturated fat;

blood cholesterol. Vegetable oils 
that are high in polyunsaturated fat 
include safflower, sunflower, corn, 
and soybean oil. Remember, though 
that all fats are a rich source of 
calories and, for people who are 
overweight, it is desirable to con¬ 
sume fewer calories and less fat of 
all kinds.

Children’s needs 

met at hospital 

Whether a child is apprehensive 
about an upcoming operation or dis¬ 
mayed over the impending arrival of 
a new brother or sister, a parent's 
concern is the same. They want the 
experience to be as posi live as possi - 
ble for the child. 

The pediatric staff at Winchester 
Hospital understand this and arc 
committed to helping parents and 
other family members in their ongo¬ 
ing effort to ensure the overall 
health and well being of a child. It's 
a commitment the hospital supports 
with a number of innovative 
programs. 

“We want parents to feel comfort¬ 
able bringing their children to 
Winchester Hospital," said Kristen 
Skinner, RN. She is the coordinator 
of a pre-admission orientation prog¬ 
ram designed to do just that. 

The Pre-Op Orientation Program 
was introduced a year ago to reduce 
the concerns associated with hospi¬ 
talization. Children scheduled for 
surgery are invited to attend an hour 
long class with their parents and 
other family members. This gives 
everyone involved a chance to get 
acquainted with the hospital setting 
prior to admission. 

During the class, families view a 
13-minute video entitled “Jasper 
Has An Operation." Children play 
with hospital gowns, stethoscopes, 
and other items they’ll encounter 
during their stay while parents raise 
questions. 

The children leave with plenty of 
souvenirs, such as coLton surgical 
caps and booties. Most importantly, 
they leave better prepared to under- 
sland their upcoming 
hospitalization. 

The newly appointed big brother 
or sister may not view the birth of a 
baby as a joyous occasion. Feelings 
of jealousy or resentment may sur¬ 
face. This can be very upsetting for 
the child. And very frustating for the 
parent, 

The Sibling Prep Program helps 
the family understand and address 
these feelings. According to Ruth 
Elio, RN. who coordinates the prog¬ 
ram, the emphasis of Sibling Prep is 
on making the child feel special. 

Elio stresses this throughout a 
class that takes place two to four 
weeks before the mother's expected 
dale of delivery. She reads the child¬ 
ren stories and helps them become 
more involved with baby by teach¬ 
ing them to diaper a doll or toy. 

“We want them to feel they're a 
part of everything,” she explained. 
“We suggest they bring a gift to the 
hospital for the new baby.” 


Following the class, a tour is given 
of the maternity unit The children 
receive a coloring book chronicling 
the arrival of a new haby, a button, 
and a diploma. 

Parents receive a brochure and a 
list of reference materials to guide 
them through the process at home. 
Often, a parent is more concerned 
about the care their children receive 
al home lhan at the hospital. 

This is especially true of parents 
of special care babies. The Special 
Care Family Group was formed to 
provide the support and information 
they need to care for their sick 
infants. The group meets informally 
to share experiences and common 
concerns. 


“Parents find strength in each 
other." said Lisa Rengucci. RN, MS. 
the Pediatric Clinical Nurse Special¬ 
ist at Winchester Hospital. “Some¬ 
times it just helps to know you aren’t 
the only one going through it.” 

The Pediatric C.A R E. (Child 
Awareness Resource and Educa¬ 
tion) Program was also created to 
help parents help their children. The 
program consists of a series of work¬ 
shops from toilet training to hand¬ 
ling childhood emergencies. All of 
the workshops arc taught by quali¬ 
fied instructors. 

These programs reflect a growing 
commitment to meeting the unique 
healthcare needs of children. A com¬ 
mitment that is evident in the levels 
of pediatric care provided in and out 
at Winchester Hospital.

Murphy finishes 

training program 

Edward P. Murphy of the 
Winchester Fire Department will 
serve on the Metro Boston hazard¬ 
ous materials response team follow¬ 
ing graduation from an intensive 
four week training program. 

The 35-member team form com¬ 
munities in greater Boston is one of 
six regional teams developed to fight 
fires involving hazardous materials. 

“This is history in the making,” 
said Public Safety Secretary Char¬ 
les Barry. “Massachusetts will now 
have readiness teams mobilized to 
respond to any type of hazardous 
materials fire and state of the art 
equipment to assist them in their 
task.” 

Because of the amount of special¬ 
ized training and equipment needed 
to address the threat of hazardous 
materials fires, the idea of highly 
trained regional teams was deve¬ 
loped by the Executive Office of 
Public Safety and the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy, along with 
the Fire Chiefs Association of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and the Professional 
Firefighters of Massachusetts, the 
state’s firefighters union. 

“It would be impossible to train 
and equip every firefighter in the 
state to fight these deadly fires,” 
said Secretary of Public Safety 
Charles Barry. “The regional teams 
with members from several diffe¬ 
rent communities within the area 
make the most sense, and help us 
address an extremely volatile threat 
to public safety across the slate.”

The teams, which consist of 240 
trained firefighters statewide have 
specially equipped vehicles sta¬ 
tioned in six communities, The vehi¬ 
cles, purchased by the state last 
year, are housed in Somerville. 
Other vehicles are stationed in Bour¬ 
ne, Chicopee, Lowell, Natick and 
Pittsfield. 

The Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy will conduct six HAZMAT 
training programs, each 160 hours 
long. The program consists of exten¬ 
sive classroom and practical skills 
training to teach firefighters how to 
knockdown hazardous materials 
fires, leaks, spills and accidents.

Getting to know 
your post office 

This is a periodic column brought 
to you by the Winchester Post Office 
Employee Involvement (E.I.) prog¬ 
ram, The E.I. process is a joint 
effort of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers and Postal Service 
Management to recognize and resol¬ 
ve issues of common concern. 

It is not a coincidence that the first 
issue of Postmark appears during 
National Consumer Week. This col¬ 
umn will hopefully provide an 
improved understanding of the ser¬ 
vices we have available to you our 
customers. 

The Winchester Post Office Retail 
Window hours of operation are: 
Monday to Thursday, 8:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m.; Friday, 8:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.; 
and Saturday, 8:30 a.m. to noon. 

The Main lobby is open (for box 
holders and Automated stamp ven¬ 
ding machine): 

Monday to Thursday, 6:30 a.m to 
5:30 p.m.; Friday, 6:30 a.m. to 6 
p.m.; and Saturday, 6:30 a.m. to 1 
p.m. 

The Winchester Post Office will 
deliver an estimated 15 million let¬ 
ters to Winchester residents this 
year. To illustrate how this is 
accomplished, we would like to take 
you through an “average” letter 
carrier’s day. The day begins at 7 
a.m. The carier arrives at the desk 
(carrier case) and begins to sort the 
letter size mail. The mail is sorted 
into individual slots for each of 
approximately 200 deliveries that 
are arranged in the order in which 
the route is delivered. 

Next they sort all magazines 
newspapers etc., into a separate 
case and then arrange them into the 
proper sequence for delivery. 

Once all the mail is sorted the 
letter carrier will then review 
instructions for customers that have 
mail with special handling require¬ 
ments. This could include tempor¬ 
ary forwarding, permanent for¬ 
warding and hold-mail instructions, 
The letter carrier also reviews 
special instructions concerning 
hazards along that particular route; 
a dangerous intersection, a resi¬ 
dence with a physical hazard such as 
stairs in a deteriorated condition or 
a loose pet. 

The mail is then set-up and loaded 
into a vehicle for delivery, The carri¬ 
er spends the remainder of the day 
delivering the mail prepared in the 
morning. The final job before 
returning to the office is picking up 
mail at an assigned collection box. 

This is a simplified glimpse at a 
letter carrier's day. As with any 
occupation, there are many more 
details that must be addressed daily. 
One final note, as Winchester has 
grown so has the Winchester Post 
Office. Due to this growth, you may 
now have a different letter carrier 
for the first time in years. Feel free 
to seek out your letter carrier with 
any concerns you may have.

Students work on 

“space gardens” 

Budding student scientists in the 
seventh grade science class at Bel¬ 
mont Hill School in Belmont, includ¬ 
ing six Winchester residents, are 
planting gardens to experiment with 
tomato seeds from space. 

Taking part in the innovative pro¬ 


ject are Kevin D. Caruso, Andrew 
P.G. Fuller, Mark E. Gallagher, 
Thomas B. Nath, David J. Phillips, 
III and Ivan A.A. Pirzada of 
Winchester. 

During the spring semester, stu¬ 
dents will grow and monitor space- 
exposed seeds and earth-based 
seeds, searching for differences 
caused by a long-term exposure to 
cosmic radiation. Results will be 
forwarded to NASA by June 15 for a 
final report. 

For nearly six years, the seeds 
were exposed to the harsh environ¬ 
ment of space, subjected to cosmic 
radiation, temperature extremes, 
weightlessness and the vacuum of 
space. Students will be looking for 
possible mutations to the tomato 
plant, such as changes in fruit size 
and color, growth rate, and leaf, 
stem, and stalk shapes and sizes. 

The Space Exposed Experiment 
Developed for Students (SEEDS) 
was one of 57 experiments housed on 
the recently recovered 11-ton Long 
Duration Exposure Facility satel¬ 
lite. After a nearly six-year voyage 
in space, the 12.5 million tomato 
seeds were rescued by the crew of 
the space shuttle Columbia on Jan. 
12 .

Students must handle stress

Stress. It affects every one of us. For many students at Winchester 
High School stress is a daily occurrence - it haunts students in their 
social, academic and extra-curricular worlds. In some cases stress will 
lead to frustration or burnout; in extreme cases it will lead to mental 
imbalance or suicide. People deal with stress in many different ways. 

According to Robert Veninga, author of The Work Stress Connection, 
“The ostrich belongs to one of the swiftest, largest, and most powerful 
species of birds, yet it has amused generations of observers as it sticks 
its head into the sand in the midst of a troubling and potentially 
dangerous situation. The human animal can respond in a similar way. 
The early warning signs of burnout may be going off like Fourth of July 
rockets, yet some individuals will disregard the fireworks that pose a 
real threat to their well-being. The ostrich response to job burnout 
simply ignores the symptoms." 

Winchester High students face stressful situations so frequently that 
the word stress resounds throughout the halls. Many people are 
fortunate and are not overpowered by potentially stressful situations. 
Those who avoid stress will be better off in the long run. However, for 
the majority of high school students who are trapped by this self- 
inflicted disease, there is no escape. The physical educational program 
at the High School provides a series of mandatory classes during junior 
year for high school students. The intent of the course is to help the 
student identify his personal causes of stress and learn to cope with the 
stress. However, It has been observed by a number of students that 
even the program can create stress because the student sees reality. He 
actually becomes stressed out over his stress level. 

The drive for success is the root of much of the stress at Winchester 
High School. We are living in a competitive world. As we see others 
excel, it provokes us to attempt to achieve more. The High School's 
curriculum is very demanding. The massive fear of failure propels 
many students to overaehieve. Workaholics can be any age and many 
attend Winchester High School. They see stress as more than a problem 
to overcome, it is a way of life. It is commonplace for overachieving 
students to overwork themselves because they judge themselves from 
what they accomplish. This precipitates stress. For the remainder of 
the student populus, they too feel the strain of stress. Whether they 
work to their best ability or not at all stress finds them in one form or 
another. In either scenario the teenager becomes stressed. 

Stress comes from every angle of life. Teachers, parents, authority, 
colleges, fear of the future, fear of failure, insecurity, social accep¬ 
tance, friends and classmates all create stress for the teenager. It is 
hard to cope and our society makes things worse. Nothing can be done, 
the stress will occur now, reoccur and continue to haunt us when we are 
our parents' age and beyond. Stress has become a by product of our 
society. 

“Work hard and you will get ahead" was a time honored message a 
parent gave to his teenager. But maybe now the message should 
include "...not at the cost of your happiness and sanity." There is so 
much life in front of us, why should we stress out in the prime of it?

Spirit of Earth Day 
must last all year

On April 22 wo celebrate the 2(Jlh 
anniversary of the first Earth Day in 
1970. Hut we need to celebrate, love, 
and lake care of our Mother Earth 
dims all of life, thus ourselves> not 
jus! on a special day. but every day 
of every year. A banner I saw 
declares: ‘'Earth Day Every Day." 

There is much we can and must to 
do to insure the survival of life and of 
our lives. An excellent issue of Sanc¬ 
tuary (December 1989), the journal 
ol the Massachusetts Audubon Soci¬ 
ety, outlines some actions we can 
take: buy fewer things and use them 
and reuse them until they wear out; 
avoid the use of pesticides around 
our yards: save energy any way we 
can. avoid plastic and styrofoam 
materials; buy energy-efficient 
appliances; lake advantage of the 
sun to heal our homes whenever 
possible; avoid all products that are 
disposable and recycle everything; 
dispose of toxic wastes properly; 
and work with others to preserve 
and protect lakes and rivers, conser¬ 
vation lands, wetlands, elc. These 
are but a few of hundreds of 
suggestions. 

Before we can begin to make a 
significant difference in our efforts 
to live wisely on earth, however, we 
must realize that we need to make 
fundamental changes in our values, 
our lifestyles, and our economies. It 
is not only a matter of recycling and 
of using energy-efficient appliances. 
We have to redesign our lives and 
our communities to lead simple lives 
and find pleasure in social activities, 
not in wealth and 'material posses¬ 
sions. We should make what we 
really need, not what is profitable to 
corporations and leads to wasteful 
growth and pollution. 

The world we work to save from 
environmental catastrophe must 
also be a just world. We cannot 
create such a world, however, and 
we cannot feed, clothe, and educate 
everyone on earth, unless we reduce 
consumption in rich countries and 
among affluent people, and unless 
we change our understanding of 
what we "need” to lead a good life. 
T'his is so for three reasons. 

I There are not enough resources, 
not enough room, not enough energy 
to provide ten-room houses, private 
ears, endless appliances, and so on 
to all families and all individuals. 
The expansion in energy consump¬ 
tion in human history has been 
enormous. John Bodlcy, an anthro¬ 
pologist, has estimated that com¬ 
pared to pre-industrial societies, 
early industrial societies used, per 
capita, about seven times more 
energy; in 1970, in the U.S., we used 
about 28 lime more energy, and 
today we use about 27 times more. 

Not only is it impossible lor our 
planet to sustain these high U.S. 
consumption levels for all five bil¬ 
lion people (and more in the future), 
but such high energy use even for a 
small portion of humanity has begun 
to create global problems. The ener¬ 
gy used to make and operate the 
material goods people in industrial 
societies lias created a global 
increase in temperature that will 
probably lead to catastrophic conse¬ 
quences unless it is slopped and 
reversed.

There are estimates that the 
Earth’s temperature will rise as 
much as 9 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
next half century, something unpre¬ 
cedented in human history. This 
global warming will raise the sea 
level and flood many areas, may 
decrease rainfall and alter patterns 
thus reducing food supplies, 
increase (Killution in urban areas, 
and so on. 

Since very poor countries need to 
increase their energy use to escape 
hunger amt deprivation, it is obvious 
that rich industrial societies must 
reduce their use. Certainly it is 
impossible for all people on earth to 
consume anywhere near the U.S 
levels of consumption. 

2. Beyond sheer survival, fewer 
material tilings and tower energy 
use will reduce the work week. 
Recent studies of gathering and 
hunting societies have shown (hat 
our ancestors worked many fewer 
hours than we do. 'They averaged IS 
to 20 hours a week in the pursuit of 
their food, and a total of about Til 
hours to meet all their needs: foot! 
gathering, tool making, housework, 
cooking, elc. Since they had few 
needs, they were not enslaved to 
long working hours. They had more 
time to socialize, attend to spiritual 
concerns, and so on. As we need less 
money, wc*!l work fewer hours; 
we’ll do belter, more careful and 
meaningful work; we’ll have time 
for each other, especially to raise 
our children; we’ll be able to attend 
to political and civic work, and to 
our hobbies and interests; and we’ll 
enjoy flowers and trees and rivers of 
the earth, instead of exploiting it. 

For example, people now consider 
it essential for every family to have 
its own washing machine, but this 
wastes resources and energy and 
leads to social isolation. Instead, 
each bloc (or some other social unit) 
could have a small center with 
machines for everyone. The fewer 
machines would use up fewer 
resources, and in these centers peo¬ 
ple would meet their neighbors more 
often. 

3. Finally, reduced consumption 
makes it possible to work for social 
equality. At high levels of consump¬ 
tion, there are not enough goods for 
everyone to consume at those levels. 
Inequalities are inevitable. A few 
people live in luxury and opulence at 
the expense of the rest. Exploitation 
persists. People become stepping 
stones for others. The pyramids and 
palaces people admire and marvel 
at today are testaments of human 
suffering and exploitation. The luxu¬ 
ries of the rich people and nations 
today are possible because billions 
of people throughout the world don’t 
have enough to eat, no medical care, 
no education. 

We could learn much from the 
Native Americans who inhabited 
these lands for thousands of years 
without destroying them. They lived 
in egalitarian societies. They valued 
sharing and cooperation, they 
wanted few material things, and 
they respected (lie earth and all life. 
Louis Lahontun wrote in 1703 that 
they "are utter strangers to distinc¬ 
tions of property, for what belongs to 
one is equally another’s.... They 
think it unaccountable that one man 
should have more than another, and 
that the rich should have more 
respect than the poor." 

And in 1877, Sitting Bull, a Native 
American, eloquently compared the 
values of the conquering Europeans 
with the Native American values of 
environmental wisdom. 

“Behold, my brothers, the Spring 
has come ; the earth has received the 
embraces of the sun and we shall 
soon see the results of that love!. 

Every seed is awakened and so 
has all animal life. It is through this 
mysterious power that we too have 
our being and we therefore yield to 
our neighbors, even our animal 
neighbors, the same right as 
ourselves, to inhabit this land. 

Yet, hear me, people, we have now 
to deal with another race — small 
and feeble when our fathers first 
met them hut now great and over¬ 
bearing. Strangely enough they have 
a mind to till the soil and the love of 
possession is disease with them. 
These people have made many rules 
that the ricli may break but the poor 
may not. They lake tithes from the 
poor and weak to support the rich 
and those who rule. They claim this 
mother of ours, the earth, for their 
own and fence their neighbors 
away; they deface her with their 
buildings and their refuse. That 
nation is like a spring freshet that 
overruns its banks and destroys all 
who are in its path.” 

Let us slop the destruction, and 
live in peace with the rivers and the 
trees and the birds and all plant and 
animal life.

Rep. Kennedy urges environmental action

As Earth Day 1991)approaches, the 
environmental movement is no lon¬ 
ger assailed as a crusade of a few 
“far out" college students and alar¬ 
mists. Today it is embraced by peo¬ 
ple of every age, occupation, and 
political persuasion. 

All across America, citizens are 
taking the initiative. They are band 
ing together to form an environmen¬ 
tal militia to preserve and defend 
their communities from ecological 
ruin. They are manning recycling 
centers. They are arming them¬ 
selves with weather stripping kits 
and caulking guns. And they are 
firing warning shots above the heads 
of manufacturers by purchasing 
products whose contents, packag 
ing, and design show respect for the 
balance of nature. 

Regrettably, our national govern 
ment lags far behind local communi¬ 
ties in its willingness to grapple with 
these issues. Washington’s apathy in 
this area became evident as far back 
as 1980 when (he Reagan White 
House demoted environmental con¬ 
cerns to back seal status. And while 
the corruption of those years has 
been swept from the halls of the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
by Justice Department prosecutors, 
there is little to cheer about as we 
enter the century’s last decade. 

Notwithstanding its "kinder and 
gentler" aura, the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s cavalier approach barely dif¬ 
fers in result from the Reagan 
team’s more ruthless tack. Photo 
opportunities of President Bush fish¬ 
ing ill Keiinehunkport, though giving 


(ho appearance of a renewed com 
mitment to the environment, are no 
substitute Tor action To mluce acid 
rain levels, curtail air pollution, and 
clean up the nation s harbors and 
toxic waste dumps, our President 
must do more than cast a shiny lure 
past the lenses of network cameras 

It is clear that much remains to lie 
done. And while we tend to view 
environmentalism solely in terms of 
the protection it affords endangered 
wildlife and greenery, we must not 
neglect to consider the direct bene 
fils it can provide our own sjiecies as 
we strive to survive and to enrich 
our lives. 

The problem of pom- indoor air 
quality is an example of a human 
affliction that lends itself to the 
application of environmental sei 
cnce This health hazard often 
referred to in news accounts as 
'“Sick Building Syndrome" is the 
danger posed by contaminated air in 
our homes, workplaces, and schools 
where we spend 90 [KTcent of our 
time. 

Sick Building Syndrome is caused 
by a wide variety of contaminants 
circulating in the air of buildings, 
particularly large office structures 
These pollutants include radon h om 
soil and building materials; asbes¬ 
tos from fire retardants; formal 
dehyde from insulation; and organic 
agents such as bacteria, fungi, mil 
dew, mold, and viruses that can 
grow in air conditioning and ventila¬ 
tion systems 

Exposure to such substances can 
cause ill effects ranging from heada¬ 
ches, eye irritation, and skin rash to 


more serious afflictions such as bre¬ 
athing difficulty, central nervous 
system disorders, reproductive 
abnormalities, and even cancer 

The seriousness ol the problem of 
indoor air pollution was impressed 
on me two years ago in a meeting 
with teachers in my congressional 
district. I was astonished to hear 
that in addition to the expected 
obstacles of drugs, crime, supply 
shortages and tin* like, many of 
(hose professionals cited poor indoor 
air quality as a major hindrance to 
their job performance! 

The teachers are not alone. It is 
estimated that as many as 20 per¬ 
cent of office workers may be 
exposed to “sick building syn¬ 
drome.” The National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health lias 
investigated some 450 work p I aces 
where abnormally high numbers of 
employee health complaints have 
been recorded. And the National 
Academy of Sciences reports that up 
to 15 percent of the population may 
be hypersensitive to chemicals and 
related substances found in indoor- 
air. 

What these figures mean in the 
way of disrupted lives and lost pro¬ 
ductivity remains to lx; seen. One 
thing is clear, however: when the 
health of millions is at slake, inac¬ 
tion is a risk we can ill afford to lake. 

The Indoor Air Quality Act of 1989, 
which 1 have introduced in the 101 st 
Congress, aims to rouse official 
Washington from its ten year envir¬ 
onmental slumber. The bill, which 
would establish an office of Indoor 


Air Quality within (he Environmen 
tal Protection Agency (ERA), 
directs that agency to take a careful 
look at the indoor air problem and 
then act on its 1 hidings. 

The bill proposes to fund an EPA- 
adminislered program to encourage 
private enterprises to develop tech 
nologies for improving methods ol 
air circulation, filtration, and 
pollution-removal. It culls for the 
agency to publish health advisories 
listing indoor air contaminants and 
their associated risks. It mandates 
testing of day-care centers for 
dangerous levels of the cancer- 
causing radon gas And it sets aside 
money for grants In stale govern 
merits willing to tackle the indoor air 
problem. 

Passing the Indoor Air Quality Act 
would not exempt the Congress from 
its other environmental obligations. 
But it would send a clear signal that 
as we enter the 1990’s, the people’* 
representatives will no longer lie 
satisfied with an executive branch 
that fishes for photo opportunities 
while streams become poisoned, 
skies grow dimmer, and the very air 
we breath indoors and out 
grows thick with toxins. 

As Americans celebrate Earth 
Day this week, our national govern 
ment would do well to heed the cry 
that rings out wherever Americans 
seek a safe place to raise a family. It 
is a cry for a return to envirmmieji 
tut sanity, and it will not be denied 
Joseph P. Kennedy ll, is Water 
town’s Congressional liepresenta 
live in Washington. 


An Earth Day message from Rep. John Bartley 


On April 22 we will l>e celebrating 
the 20th anniversary or Earth Day. 
Organizers predict that this year’s 
event will be the largest global 
demonstration in its history. But 
more important than its size, Earth 
Day 1990 will set a tone, a direction 
for the new decade. 

The theme of this year’s event is to 
encourage people to “act locally, 
and think globally.” I am proud to 
say dial many of Watertown’s resi¬ 
dents have Ix'en participating in this 
environmental activism for some 
time. We established a town wide 
recycling center before it was fash¬ 
ionable The eil izens group Trees for 
Watertown, of which I am a mem¬ 
ber, began its efforts to replant and 
manage our shade trees, which were 
in danger of dying from disease and 
neglect Hut despite these commend¬ 
able actions, we, collectively and 
individually, can do much more tow¬ 
ards adopting environmentally 
responsible life-styles 

Earth Day 1990 is not unlike the 
coming of a new year when we 
contemplate resolutions about how 
we can become better human 
beings. For this year's resolution, 
my wife Barbara and I decided to 
decrease I ho amount of trash we 
produce. Despite our small family of 


three we were amazed at the num¬ 
ber of garbage bags we dragged to 
the curbside each week. Upon quick 
inspection I found that a great deal 
of our household trash was com¬ 
posed of unnecessary packaging of 
food products and other household 
goods. The remaining bulk was dis¬ 
posable diapers 

Yes, 1 realize it lakes close to a 
millennium for a disposable diaper 
to degrade in a landfill I will even 
admit that at one time I felt guilty 
purchasing disposables That was 
until I l ead a recent article in Febru¬ 
ary’s issue ol Solid Waste and Pow 
er The author. Norman P. Getz, a 
constituent, explained that dispos¬ 
ables are better lor the environment 
because Watertown’s trash is 
hurtled at a wasle-to-energy plant, 
while our sewage system is lacking 
secondary treatment. 

We concluded that the most effec¬ 
tive way to reduce our weekly trash 
is to change our buying habits by 
becoming more cognizant of the 
goods that are packaged in recycl¬ 
able materials or made from 
recycled materials 

As is true of most individuals, my 
personal concerns play a large part 
in my legislative priorities. I have 
always considered myself an envir 


onmentally aware legislator, and 
while individuals and organizations 
across the globe choose to celebrate 
Earth Day on April 22,1 am commit¬ 
ted to continue that tribute to our 
environment year 'round. 

In 1988 I was fortunate to have 
been appointed to Hie Joint Commit¬ 
tee on Energy, whose bailiwick 
includes legislation regarding envir¬ 
onmental issues. (>ur recent locus 
has boon in tin* area of energy con 
servation and efficiency. We were 
successful in passing legislation 
requiring developers to purchase 
energy efficient appliances. Addi¬ 
tionally, we were able to require all 
stale buildings to lie retrofit led with 
energy efficient lights Measures 
such as these allow us to meet the 
increased demand tor electricity 
through conservation as opposed to 
construction of additional power 
plants. 

Throughout the debate on recy¬ 
cling and environmental manage 
ment we always confront the diloin 
imi of finding a way to fund these 
services. Fortunately the Bottle Bill 
addresses that issue directly. Last 
year the House extended the Bottle 
Bill so that the State could receive 
all unclaimed nickel deposits. We 
have already seen the results of the 


new prospective bottle hill. In the 
first month alone the stale recap¬ 
tured over $14 million, a portion of 
which is dedicated to the ( ’lean Envi 
ronmenl Fund. 

The recent preoccupation with the 
state’s deficit has distracted the 
attention of the legislature and the 
public from many good initiatives 
that attempt to cut pollution and 
improve the quality ol life One of 
those measures is H.B. 5277 also 
known as the Greenhouse Bill which 
we recently passed in the I louse. The 
bill establishes a home energy rat 
ing system; promotes energy effi¬ 
ciency in newly constructed build 
ings as well as provides a financial 
Incentive for individuals who choose 
to purchase fuel efficient 
automobiles 

I am thrilled at the prospect that 
the 1990s can be a decade where 
public attention and public policy 
are focused on the environment. 1 
am committed to (hat endeavor and 
eager to bo a part of it as I hope you 
arc. 

If the 1980s were the decade of 
environmental ignorance, then the 
1990s promise to be the decade of 
environmental awareness. Let us 
begin that awareness on April 22, 
1990.

Time is ripe to lobby 
for environmental laws

a month of activities 


Smart choices aid 
recycling efforts

Anyone in Massachusetts inspired 
to action by Earth Day festivities 
will have an immediate opportunity 
to press for legislation on environ¬ 
mental issues. 

On Monday, April 23, the Environ¬ 
mental Lobby of Massachusetts 
(ELM) and the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society will be joined by 
scores of smaller groups from 
across the state in sponsoring Lobby 
for the Earth Day. 

The day's planned activities will 
begin at 10 a m. with a series of 
workshops on “How to Lobby Your 
Legislator,’’ to be held in the Cabot 
Auditorium, 3 Joy SI., Boston. A 
Reception for participants at the 
State House will follow at 11 a.m. A 
noon rally on the Stale House steps 
will feature Stale Environmental 
Secretary John DcVillars and Rep. 
Steven Angelo (D-Saugus), chair- 
jnan of the joint committee on natur¬ 
al resources. At 1 p.m., participants 
will, as ELM executive director Wil¬ 
liam Fitzgerald puls it, be “turned 
loose” in the corridors of the Stale 
House to lobby their legislators. 

“We’re expecting a great day,” 
said Fitzgerald in a telephone inter¬ 
view last week. “We’re anticipating 
at least 500 participants — probaby 
.more since some groups are busing 
people in from all areas of the state. 
,We hope to have a real effect on 
some or the pending legislation.” 

Angelo said last week that he wel¬ 
comed the involvement of individual 
citizens and environmental groups 
in the legislative process, but added 
he was proud of the record already 
established by the Legislature. 

“We made the ’BOs a decade of 
environmental protection, and we 
will enhance our achievements in 
the ’90s,” said Angelo. “We have 
been very pro-active on the environ¬ 
ment. Luckily, we’ve had people in 
.the legislature who care about envir¬ 
onmental issues. We’ve had earth 


years every year since 1985, and 
we’ll continue to have earth years. 
As a legislative body, we’ve done a 
lot to protect Mother Earth — but 
there’s certainly more to do.” 

Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton), 
who is presently sponsoring bills to 
improve air quality in the state and 
to protect the metropolitan Boston 
water supply, says that lawmakers 
have a special obligation to environ¬ 
mental issues. ” 

The following are some of the 
priorities identified by ELM for the 
current legislative session: 

•New regulatory fees to provide a 
sufficient level of staffing for 
Deportment of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection monitoring programs. 

•To ensure adequate resources for 
the stale Executive Office of Envir¬ 
onmental Affairs, support for a lax 
initiative to address the FY90 
deficit. 

•An Act to Ensure Timely Hazard¬ 
ous Waste Cleanup (H 2536), spon¬ 
sored by Rep, Geoffrey Beckwith 
(D-Redding). This bill would estab¬ 
lish a tax on the first use of hazard¬ 
ous materials, raising between $15 
million and $20 million annually. The 
revenues derived would be allocated 
to a fund for the discovery, assess¬ 
ment, and cleanup of hazardous 
waste sites. 

•A Bill to Protect the Metropolitan 
Water Supply (H 1380), sponsored by 
Rep. David Cohen (D-Ncwton). This 
measure would regulate activities 
that pose a threat to the water supp¬ 
ly within the most hydrologically 
sensitive areas of the watershed. 

•Endangered Species Protection 
(S 950, H 2540), sponsored by Sen. 
Nicholas Costello (D-Haverill) and 
Rep. Carmen Buell (D-Greenfield). 
This legislation is intended to pro¬ 
tect animal and plant species that 
are specifically endangered within 
the state, regardless of their status 
elsewhere.

April 22 will mark the 20th 
anniversary of the first Earth Day 
when thousands of Americans ral¬ 
lied for the cause of environmental 
protection.

Thunder Trembles Softly, written 
by Winchester resident Pat Camare- 
na and presented by Arcadia PAN, a 
Boston based artists’ network, stars 
Louise Cloutier and the Goddess 
Gospel singers, Marisa Merewood 
and dancers Christien Polos and 
Kathleen Chapin. Thunder Trembles 
Softly, which will be performed at 
the River Bend Stage area at 11 
a.m., is a modern day myth about 
the Earth and the birth of a new 
consciousness. 

Two smaller stages will also be set 
up where more performances, 


speeches and presentations will take 
place including discussions by envir¬ 
onmental groups, 

Another Winchester artist, Jennif¬ 
er Moore, will display a Goddess 
sculpture made from non- 
biodegradable materials. An ongo¬ 
ing video wall installation by Cathy 
Davis of Somerville will display con¬ 
tinuous rare ecological footage of 
the earth, Waltham dancer Patricia 
Croteau will be Earth-dancing in the 
streets and giving talks on the his¬ 
tory of the dance in the side stage 
areas. 

Bill McKibben, author of “The 
End of Nature" will speak and lead a 
rally at 1 p.m at Riverside Press 
Park to prepare for a parade to the 
Boston Esplanade via Storrow Drive 
to participate in the Boston events 
which end at 6 p.m, The parade 
begins around 1:30 p.m. or so and 
will be led by the Agbekor Drum 
Corps and the Baccuda Bells, the 
Bigger-than-life First Night pup¬ 
pets, banners and more.

“We’re all consumers; we all 
make choices. We can begin lo make 
better choices.” So comments Dale 
Mahoney, one of the founders of the 
Belmont Recycling Committee. Her 
remark could very well serve as the 
group’s motto, for one of the main 
goals of the BRC is to make Belmont 
citizens aware of the choices avail¬ 
able to them. 

A year ago this spring, Mahoney’s 
concern about recycling found a 
focus in the mandatory curbside 
recycling program of Lexington. 
Instituted in October 1988, the Lex- 
Recycle program has recyclable 
materials such as newsprint, maga¬ 
zines, telephone books and glass col¬ 
lected on a biweekly basis on the day 
of a residents regular trash pick-up. 
Trash is otherwise taken lo the 
incinerator in North Andover at a 
cost lo the town of $go per ton. 
Curbside recycling, along with other 
Lex-Recycle projects reduced the 
amount of yearly trash tonnage 
(about 17,000 tons) by approximate¬ 
ly 2,600 tons in FY 1989, thereby 
providing the town with a net sav¬ 
ings of about $32,000. 

Mahoney asked the League of 
Women Voters lo do a study of the 
possibility of recycling in Belmont. 
A League group was started. 

The Belmont Recycling Commit¬ 
tee (BRC) got together with the 
Board of Selectmen. A report was 
issued on the cost of a Belmont 
curbside recycling program, based 
on the Lexington model. The figure: 
$100,000, which would break down to 
approximately $12 lo $20 per house¬ 
hold per year. 

The BRC began focussing on their 
efforts on high-visibility projects, 
such as an educational brochure

informing Belmonlers about the 
recycling center on 1130 Concord 
Ave. The League of Women Voters 
covered the cost of the brochure, 
which BRC inserted in water bills 
over a six-week period, from Octob¬ 
er to November. 

In November, the BKC imple¬ 
mented a while paper recycling 
program in four elementary schools. 

In December the group re¬ 
organized with the renewed purpose 
of making curbside recycling a real¬ 
ity in Belmont. New research has 
revealed that the cost of recycling 
newspaper is $25 per ton, versus $100 
to burn it. Group members are pre- 
sently conducting a telephone 
survey to gauge public support for 
the program. 

Source reduction is one of the 
crucial ways in which people can 
address the problem of trash. More 
information about this solution will 
be available on April 22, when I he 
BRC holds a Recycle Day tocomme 
morale the 20th anniversary of 
Earth Day. The dedication of the 
members of the Recycling Commit¬ 
tee echoes the spirit of that day in 
1970, as Mahoney concludes, “If we 
all start to do I he little things, it 
makes a difference.”

Picture New York City’s Fifth 
Avenue as a field of pedestrians, 
automobiles totally barred from 
the street. Imagine more than 
10,000 people at a ecology fair in 
Central Park. On April 22, 1970, 
the largest organized demonstra¬ 
tion in the nation’s history 
occurred: Earth Day. The event 
was so politically important that 
Congress adjourned for the day 
so more than 500 of its members 
could attend “teach-ins" and 
deliver speeches on forming 
environmental policy. Congress 
passed the Clean Water Act and a 
tough Clean Air Act by an over¬ 
whelming majority. In short. 
Earth Day galvanized more than 
20 million Americans to rally for 
a national environmentalism and 
gave rise to the modern environ¬ 
mental movement and the forma¬ 
tion of The Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency. 

This year we celebrate Earth 
Day’s twentieth anniversary as a 
kick-off to a new decade of imper¬ 
ative environmentalism. More 
than a nation's outpouring, Earth 
Day 1990 has taken on the unpre¬ 
cedented dimensions of a world¬ 
wide event, drawing participa¬ 
tion from 100 countries. 

Each participating country will 
take action against its own specif¬ 
ic environmental difficulties. 
Kenya, all but completely defor¬ 
ested, will plant one and a half 
million trees, while in India a 
model ecological village will be 
built. Indonesia will be hatching 
turtles, while in the Himalayas a 
multi-national team of mountain 
climbers from the US, the USSR, 
and China will hold a summit 
atop Ml. Everest to clean up 
debris left from previous expedi¬ 
tions. Mexico City will put its 
attention on air pollution. New 
Jersey citizens will organize in 
their neighborhoods to monitor 
industrial toxics pollution. More 
than a billion tree seeds and see¬ 
dlings are expected to be planted 
by millions of world citizens. 

“Who says you can’t change 
the world?” That’s Earth Day 
] 990’s call to arms. 

The first Earth Day was the 
brainchild of Senator Gaylord 
Nelson, now Honorary Co-Chair 
of Earth Day 1990. "The most 
important single objective or 
Earth Day 1990,” says Nelson, 
“is a monumental worldwide 
demonstration by several 
hundred million people that liter¬ 
ally shakes the political leader¬ 
ship of the world out of its 
lethargy.” 

Indeed, Earth Day 1990 has a 
mission. Its specific goals are to: 
Impel citizens to take personal 
action toward environmental pro¬ 
tection; shift environmental 
responsibility from the federal 
level to state governments; 
promote diversity in the environ¬ 
mental movement; and incorpo¬ 
rate environmental education 
into every school program in the 
country to teach individual 
responsibility. 

Planning for Earth Day has 
been underway for over a year. 
Earth Day 1990 as a project is the 
result of a huge coalition of envir¬ 
onmental groups, media, busi¬ 
ness, political, labor, envir- 
onemnlal, academic, religious, 



and cultural leaders. The global 
campaign is being spearheaded 
by Dennis Hayes, former Co- 
Chair of Earth Day 1970, Accord¬ 
ing to Hayes, the practical aim of 
Earth Day is to triple the size of 
the environmental movement in 
the United States while signific¬ 
antly multiplying the numbers of 
environmentalists on every conti¬ 
nent. Sponsors include: senators, 
congressman, businesses, envir- 
onemnlal organizations on every 
level, agricultural associations, 
and youth groups. It has mobil¬ 
ized literally thousands of grass 
roots organizations to plan local 
events, such as marches, neigh¬ 
borhood clean-ups, nature walks, 
recycling initiatives, lectures, 
tree planting, to name just a few. 

The time is right for Earth 
Day, and people are responding. 
The running tally of environemn- 
tal transgressions — loo many oil 
spills, too many fires in the Ama¬ 
zon, loo many reports about the 
Greenhouse effect, the gaping 
hole in the Ozone layer, and 
deforestation — has made many 
sufficiently fearful about the 
future of life on the planet that 
they are willing to take more 
personal responsibility for envir¬ 
onmental protection on individu¬ 
al, corporate, and legislative 
levels. The Earth Day Project 
has initiated several outreach 
programs cleverly designed to 
harness this growing 
receptiveness. 

Green Pledge 

Earth Day 1990 and Green¬ 
peace have co-authored the 
Earth Day 1990 Green Pledge, a 
goodfaith commitment whereby 
individuals vow on their honor, 
along with thousands of others 
who will sign this statement, to 
bring a code of environmental 
ethics into their daily lives. The 
Pledge reads: “I pledge to do my 
utmost to recycle, conserve ener¬ 
gy, save water, use efficient 
transportation, and try to adopt a 
lifestyle as if every day were 
Earth Day." Anyone can obtain 
Ihe Green Pledge card from the 
Boston Earth Day 1990 office. 

Resolutions 

Senator Albert Gore and Con¬ 
gressman Morris Udall have 
introduced resolutions before the 
Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives to legally declare April 22, 
1990 Earth Day and call for “a 
decade of the environment.” 
Earth Day is to kick off 10 years 
of international activity that will 
stress individual action as well as 
global pollution-cutting policies.

The highest issues on the priority 
list are to: 

• tan CFCs that destroy the 
ozone layer; 

• halt export of toxic wastes 
and dangerous pesticides to the 
Third World:

Valdez Principles 

Another Earth Day initiative is 
a set of 10 points, written by a 
coalition of environmental 
groups, religious organizations, 
and investors, that form a code of 
right corporate conduct on the 
environment. The Valdez Princi¬ 
ples, named for last year’s 
ignominious oil spill in Prince 
William Sound. Alaska, call on 
companies to adopt environmen¬ 
tally sound production practices. 
The Principles arc part of a long¬ 
term endeavor to clean up our 
industrial relationship to the 
earth. Investors will be able lo 
use the points as a set of stan¬ 
dards for investing in environ¬ 
mentally responsible companies. 
The Principles address: release 
or pollutants; sustainable use of 
natural resources; wise use of 
energy; conservation and risk 
reduction to employees and sur¬ 
rounding communities; and 
reduction and disposal of waste; 
marketing of safe products and 
services; damage compensation, 
disclosure of potential hazards; 
the need for environmental rep¬ 
resentatives on corporate boards 
of directors; and the value of 
annual corporate environmental 
audits. 

There's a strong feeling in the 
air that this Earth Day will be a 
singular event, not to be 
repealed. "We hope there will 
never have lo be another Earth 
Day again,” said Simon McNabb, 
coordinator for Massachusetts 
Earth Day activities. Some may 
find this prospect disturbing, 
feeling that Earth Day should be 
institutionalized as a yearly reaf¬ 
firmation of our commitment to 
personal and social environmen¬ 
tal reform. Others feel that the 
force of Earth Day could be lost if 
it repeats as an annual festival, 
becoming the one day out of the 
year we remember the earth 
rather than living with it in mind. 
Said Congressman Morris Udall 
(D-AZ), "Earth Day 1990 should 
be neither an environmental pep 
rally at which we pal ourselves 
on our backs for work done, nor a 
wake at which we bemoan our 
failures. We are making prog¬ 
ress. We are more aware. We 
must use these Earth Days to 
challenge ourselves again — to 
better balance the relationship 
between people and the planet.” 

Earth Day participants are 
requested lo wear green to show 
our common bond to the earth 
and humanity. There'll be a big 
celebration on the Esplanade in 
Boston as well as local town 
events.

Appleseed’s

The lone of Earth Day this year is 
likely lo be a lad pessimistic 
because of the dangers that loom 
internationally. Rain forests, temp¬ 
erature patterns, ozone layers and 
animal life are in the news and 
under duress. The injunction to think 
globally, act locally has been overta¬ 
ken by events: we had better learn 
lo act globally, too. and before the 
century is out 

Of the environmental movement 
in Massachusetts, we can lx? prouder 
and cheerier, tl is not the case that 
things always get worse. The water 
in the Charles River flows cleaner 
this Earth Day 1990 than it did oil 
Earth Day 1970 According to nearby 
monitors in places like Kemnore 
Square, the air is purer, loo. Hazard¬ 
ous wastes, it is true, sit in the 
ground, waiting in a long queue for 
clean-up, but new threats are moni¬ 
tored more closely than al any time 
in the slate's century and a half of 
industrialization, and slowly the 
backlog can be cleared. 

These local improvements rest on 
the twin pillars of public regulation 
and public investment. Regulation 

— meaning the air is belter because 
government got the lead out of gaso¬ 
line, and the ground is spared 
hazardous waste because govern 
mcnl limits discharges. Investment 

— meaning ihe water is better 
because treatment plants, paid for 
with taxpayer funds, gulp the river 
in and then spew the river out, 
purged of some of its pollutants. 

Regulation and investment have 
always been the heavy hitters for the 
environmental movement. Now the 
need for fresh blood in the line-up is 
clear. Regulation stirs up gripes 


about bureaucracy and builds a 
backlash to itself, investment goes 
dry when the state budget goes sour, 
and progress turns out to be a some 
times thing. 

Meanwhile, something interesting 
has happened In 1970. we knew that 
agribusiness used poison on fruits 
and vegetables, auto makers pre¬ 
ferred big cars, coal companies pre¬ 
ferred dirty air, and local firms 
dumped hazardous waste wherever 
they could find a hole in the ground 
Pogo's famous observation had yet 
to hit home: the enemy wasn't us. il 
was them, the bad guys. 

Since then we've added to mil- 
stock of horse sense, by gaining a 
feel for the push and pull of supply 
and demand. Just as the demand 
side of the drug trade drives Ihe 
supply, so the demand side drives 
the environmental crisis. Landfills 
choke on plastic bags why don't 
all of us insist on using paper? They 
gorge, too. on single-use diapers 
why don't all of us purchase reuse 
able cloth? Boston Harbor foams 
with the phosphate detergent of a 
million households why don't all

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Secretaries take charge 


Technology 
and competition 
are dispelling 
stereotypes of 
the profession

ix wars ago. when Betsy 
Lazary started her own 
company, slu* was a 
secretary who had gone 
hack to college to “break 
out of the secretarial mold” and was 
eager to help others do the same. 

But soon after starting StepTakers 
in Westchester County, N.Y.. and 
doing research, she became convinced 
that secretaries play a vital role in 
business and that the biggest problem 
with secretarial jobs is managers' 
attitudes about them. Lazary then 
redirected the focus of her company to 
help employers better train and work 
with their support staff. 

Lazary also began to see that the 
technological changes of the HMOs 
were revolutionizing secretarial jobs. 

“Instead of just being paper 
handlers, secretaries started getting 
more involved in research, analyzing 
databases and using spreadsheets.” 
said Lazary, 35, during a recent 
telephone interview. ' ‘And managers 
started to realize that secretaries don't 
just type and file. The truth was. that 
never was the case.” 

A reflection of the changes in the 
secretarial profession is ambivalence 
about the word itself, which often 
carries what Lazary calls a “pink 
collar” stigma. She said studies show 
about 50 percent of secretaries find the 
word derogatory, and 50 percent say 
they are proud to call themselves 
secretaries. As a result, many 
companies now give secretaries 
specific titles related to their job duties 
or use the term “office support 
professionals.” 

Lazary, who wrote the book “Good 
Bosses Do. How to Find. Hire and

After years of being taken for 
granted, overlooked or told their best 
efforts were "pretty good — for a 
secretary." more of them are now 
finding great satisfaction in their jobs 
and bosses who are interested in their 
professional development. 

This is as vital for business as it is 
for individuals. Lazary said, in light of 
increased corporate competitiveness, 
downsizing and a continued shortage of 
good secretaries. 'Those managers who 
don’t recognize and utilize all of their 
secretaries’ talents will be "left in the 
dust." she said. 

While everybody was predicting 
automation would eliminate secretaries, 
it’s the middle managers that are being 
eliminated. Now secretaries are taking 
on a lot of management tasks, 
livery tiling is getting blurred. ’ ’ Lazary 
said. 

Secretarial salaries are creeping up 
as well. Patricia Kennedy, president of 
the Poston chapter of Professional 
Secretaries International, said six to 
nine months ago. new secretaries in 
this area could earn starting annual

salaries of about $23,000. while those 
with four to five years experience 
commanded $26,000 to $30,000. She 
said that in the current sluggish 
economy, those numbers may have 
decreased slightly. 

And a survey of 261 secretaries for 
CFOs at Fortune 500 companies 
conducted by a California-based 
consultant in 1989 indicated 3 percent 
earned more than $70,000, while the 
average income for the group was 
$38,900. 

According to officials at the 
Katharine Gibbs School in Poston, 
interest in secretarial work tends to 
ebb and flow with the status of the 
economy. Gibbs Director Lorraine 
Summerfelt said that when the 


economy slows and jobs are scarce, 
secretarial enrollment goes up because 
more college graduates seek practical 
training to enter the work force. 

She said enrollment dipped in the 
early 1980s but is now way up again 
due lo the latest economic downturn. 
April enrollment at the school this year 
was 94, compared to 15 last April, she 
said. 

Summerfelt said students who enroll 
at Katharine Gibbs generally fall into 
three categories. Some want to be a 
support person in an office, others 
want to start as a junior secretary and 
eventually become an executive 
secretary and others want to start as 
an executive secretary and move into 
management. 

Sidney Fallhzik. director of 


enrollment and alumnae programs al 
the school, said approximately 40 
percent of Gibbs students want to go 
into other fields, while about another 
40 percent would prefer to be "career 
secretaries." 

One former secretary who changed 
paths is Flizabeth Edwards, who, after 
25 years as a secretary for several 
different bosses, opened Flizabeth 
Edwards Secretarial Services in 
Dedham about four months ago. 

She invested thousands of dollars in 
computer equipment to produce 
letters, reports, resumes, brochures 
and other documents for companies and 
individuals. 

Edwards, 53. said that while she 
liked many of the bosses she worked 
for. she reached a point where she 
wanted more professional autonomy. 

“The biggest frustration for me in a 
few of my jobs was always losing 
control of my work and feeling that the 
person I was working for did not 
appreciate the effort! was putting in." 
said Edwards, noting some managers 
throw "monkey wrenches" in the way 
of secretaries trying to do their best 
work or plan their schedules. 

"It comes down to an employer or 
boss having faith in the people under 
hint to say, 'Look, this job needs to be 
done. I low are we going to do it?’ ” 
she said. 

Hut at the same lime, Edwards said 
computers have made secretarial work 
more exciting and interesting. 

"There was always this connotation 
that you were ‘just a secretary.' I think 
technology has changed that." she 
said. 

Kay Kilpatrick and Carole Lewis are 
two top-level secretaries who say they 
love their jobs because they are 
challenging, exciting and fulfilling. 
Kilpatrick, a 45-year-old Framingham 
resident, is assistant to Richard Smith, 
chairman of General Cinema/the 
Neiman Marcus Group in Chestnut Hill. 
Lewis. 47. is assistant to the 
Berkowitz family, owners of Legal Sea 
Foods. 

"A secretary can really be a very 
big asset if she’s allowed to be," said 
Lewis. "I do all the things I enjoy 
doing right here." 

Lewis said a big part of her job is 
keeping track of her three bosses’ 
hectic schedules. Since Legal’s is so 
well-known, Lewis is often talking to 
celebrities and the media. She said Julia 
Child, "Good Morning America” and 
ABC’s ‘'20/2(1" have all been in to see 
the Berkowitzes. 

1 love my job. It’s a lot of fun," 
said Lewis, adding she only once tried 
a different career. ’ ‘ I went into sales 
for a while, but I didn’t like it." 

Kilpatrick said she does "anything 
and everything” in her job and 
particularly likes coordinating efforts 
for General Cinema’s employee gift 
matching program and the Smith 
family’s charitable foundation. 

Kilpatrick also found she had an 
affinity for accounting and tax work 
when she worked for an accounting 
firm years ago. She now does tax and 
stock portfolio work in her job with 
Smith. 

She said a good secret ary/manager 
relationship is based on mutual respect. 

‘‘I know I have that. ’’ she said.

Career change tips 


T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 

■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you want work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 

■ If you're not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to, consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous services available in the 
department’s job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is "What Color is Your 
Parachute? by Richard Boles. 


■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 

library and its voluminous research 
materials. 

■ Do as much Informational 
interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it's 
right for you. Explore the academic 
credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ If possible, volunteer some time to 

employers in your chosen field. 


■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 

■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 


an appropriate functional resume. Have 
someone within the industry you are 
targeting review your resume. 

■ In Interviews, give specific examples 
of projects you have worked on that 
demanded creativity and adaptability. 

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field.

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Majority supports 
redistricting plan

Some elementary school children 
may need to refer to a map before 
heading off to school next fall follow¬ 
ing the School Committee's planned 
redistricting of the town's elemen¬ 
tary school population. 

School Committee members voted 
3-2 at their April 24 session to accept 
a plan to redislriet students in con- 
juntion with the decision lo close 
Vinson Owen Elementary School 
and move sixth-grade students to the 
McCall School. Members Michael 
Ronayne, Edward O'Connell and 
Mark Lombardi supported the plan. 
Chairman Donna Brandt Landry 
and member Alice McCarter 
opposed it. 

The plan is: Vinson Owen children 
will move lo Lynch; Ambrose and 
Muraco students will remain at their 
schools; and the kindergarten and 
incoming students who live within 
the “Lincoln Triangle" or the area 
bounded by Bacon and Fletcher 
streets and Wedge Pond, will go lo

Resident William Galalis is look¬ 
ing for Town Meeting to reallocate 
funds within the School Department 
budget to keep the Vinson Owen 
Elementary School open, but says he 
is not seeking additional funds from 
the town, 

Galalis presented his warrant 
article at a public hearing held April 
18, pitching his idea to the crowd of 
about 50 residents. 

Galatis was spurred lo organize 
the Vinson Owen Coalition after 
School Committee members began 
to lean toward closing that school 
last fall. 

On April 10, the decision was made 
to close the school in conjunction 
with moving sixth-grade students to 


Ambrose Triangle students already 
at Lincoln would be given “grand¬ 
father" stalus to remain at Lincoln 
through their fifth-grade year. 

Chairman Landry and member 
McCarter voted against acceptance 
of the plan, noting the district of 
former Vinson Owen territory, 
which would become the Lynch dis¬ 
trict, would in some instances actu¬ 
ally be closer to the Ambrose School. 
Landry and McCarter favored a 
third plan, which would send some 
Vinson Owen students to Lynch, with 
the option of attending Ambrose 
through open enrollment. 

According lo Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos, the 
factors weighed in making the 
recommendation included: balanc¬ 
ing the school population, providing 
mobility with a measure of stability, 
promoting equity in class sizes 
across school districts, eliminating 
split grades, providing two levels 
per grade and projecting future 
population growth. 

The plan accepted was one of 
three plans developed by Mitsakos. 


the McCall School to offset budget¬ 
ary problems that have drained the 
school department budget in recent 
years. 

Galalis and his Vinson Owen Coal¬ 
ition have decided lo put the ques¬ 
tion, and the budget, before Town 
Meeting members and “give all 
Town Meeting members an oppor¬ 
tunity to see the plan ... to find what 
was critical revenue and what was 
not." 

“We’re not looking for additional 
funds, but how to reapply (the 
funds) within the school department 
budget," Galatis stressed. 

“We are disappointed with the 
process the School Committee and 
the Superintendent used to chose a 
school (to closesaid Galalis. He 
added that the reasons cited for 


Another option attempted to address 
specifically the geography of I lie 
districts in reference lo size and 
number of students. Vet another 
plan — the one favored by Landry 
and McCarter was developed in 
response lo the School Com mil lee's 
desire to find a common ground 
between the first and second options. 

The growing population at the Lin¬ 
coln School was a concern and was 
addressed through the rcdislricling 
of “Lincoln Triangle' students in 
upcoming years. Mitsakos esti¬ 
mated that without redisf riding, 
within the next four >ears, an esti¬ 
mated 530 students would fall within 
the Lincoln School district. 

Member Mark Lombardi called 
for the plan that would “disrupt the 
least amount of students" with an 
emphasis on the long-range popula¬ 
tion growth across the town. 

Said McCarter: "Lincoln con¬ 
tinues to grow. We need to begin the 
process." 

Ronayne added the third plan was

Free cash not recertified

Town Meeting members will 
not be able to spend the town’s 
$350,000 free cash fund at this 
year’s Spring Town Meeting, 
which began Monday night, 

In a 3-2 vote, selectmen opted to 
not recertify free cash. Although 
Selectman Steve Powers initially 
suggested during the board's 
meeting prior lo the opening of 
Town Meeting Monday night that 
selectmen hold off on their deci¬ 
sion, Selectman Robert Deering 
moved the question, which forced 
the board to take a vote on the 
issue. 


Deering made a motion lo “not 
recertify free cash." A yes vole 
meant free cash would not be 
recertified. A no vole would 
recertify free cash, freeing up 
some $350,001) for possible ex pen 
diture during the Spring Town 
Meeting. Selectmen Deering, 
Judith Muggia and William 
O’Leary supported the motion as 
stated. Selectmen Thomas 
Schmitt and Chairman Steve 
Powers opposed it. 

There is currently some 
$140,000 in the free cash account. 

“If we don't want Town Meet¬ 
ing to spend it, we shouldn't 
recertify it," said Deering in 
making his motion. Powers had 


said at the hoard's April 17 meet¬ 
ing that he favored recertifying 
free cash in ease the town runs 
into a problem meeting expenses 
in the current fiscal year. Deer¬ 
ing said he believes the “normal 
recertification process" will 
address problems like that 

Muggia said she was concerned 
about the town’s long-term fiscal 
plan. The decision whether or not 
to recertify free cash is a policy 
question, and recertifying free 
cash “may in a pretty major way 
to sandbag long-range financial 
planning," she said. 

Powers noted that 02 communi¬ 
ties in Massachusetts have

TM asked for mental health funds

In recent years, Winchester 
has tightened the financial flow to 
the Central Middlesex Associa¬ 
tion for Retarded Citizens 
(CMARC) and this year, if Town 
Meeting does not help, that 
trickle of funding could be shut 
off completely. 

At a public hearing to review 
the warrant articles on April 18, 
Dorothea Sopper, chairman of 
the Board of Health, told audi¬ 
ence members that the prog¬ 
ram's funding, which is included 
in the board’s budget, would be 
cut. In addition, funding to Com¬ 
munity Human Services (CHS) in 
the amount of $5,000 was also cut 
from the health budget. 

The Board of Health opted to 
pose an article before Town 


Meeting to reinstate the $4,500 
into the CMARC account and the 
$5,000 into the CHS account. 

CMARC provides vocational 
training for retarded citizens in 
the area. Winchester is one of the 
towns that uses these services, 
with 13 residents currently 
enrolled. And out of the 13 resi¬ 
dents enrolled last year, three 
were placed into competitive 
employment, said a CMARC 
representative. 

Winchester's eligibility to 
enroll residents in the program is 
not affected by its lack of contri¬ 
bution, but the burden of 
Winchester’s financial lapse has 
been placed on other towns, 
according to the CMARC 
representative. 

CMARC is partially funded by 
the slate, with additional monies 
generated by the four towns that 
use the services, including 


Woburn, Lexington, Burlington 
and Winchester. 

According to a CMARC rep¬ 
resentative, Winchester has been 
paying CMARC $4,500 a year, or 
$346 per resident enrolled. 
Woburn, however, with 26 resi¬ 
dents enrolled pays $615 per stu¬ 
dent. Burlington pays an average 
of $687 per pupil. 

Without the $5,000 usually allot¬ 
ted lo the non-profit community- 
based CHS, which aids the elder¬ 
ly, troubled adolescents and the 
mentally ill, services would be 
affected, said a CHS 
representative. 

Resident Sally Kincaid asked if 
the CHS and CMARC programs 
overlap. Although both serve the 
mentally ill, they probably do not 
provide the same services, said 
the CHS representative. He noted 
that the work programs of the 
two services are different. 


Pay hike for managers proposed

Members of the Personnel Board 
are proposing a 2 percent pay hike 
for management employees, despite 
a pay freeze instituted by the Board 
of Selectmen last fall. 

At a public hearing Tuesday night, 
Chairman Robert Montgomery 
announced the Personnel Board had 
unanimously endorsed a Town Meet¬ 
ing warrant article. Article 7. which 
proposes the increase. 

According lo Montgomery, the 
motion proposes appropriating a tot¬ 
al of $16,49!) to provide wage and 
salary increases for 22 managerial 
employees. The raises do not apply 
lo the town manager, comptroller or 
school depar!merit employees. 

N o n - in a n a g c r s on the 
professional/teehnica! schedule, as 
well as non-union clerical workers, 
are recommended for a 2 percent 
increase as well. 

or the $16,499, $821 is from Water 
and Sewer Department revenue. 
Because the water and sewer 
department is financed through 
water and sewer hills, the $821 would 
he used to address lire pay increase 
in that department. 

Montgomery said the recom¬ 
mended 2 percent increase is “in 
keeping with the 2 percent increase 
recommended for oilier non-union 
town employees.’’ 

When selectmen instituted the 
wage freeze on managerial posi¬ 
tions, Montgomery said it was 
assumed those salaries were at an 
average level A study comparing 
Winchester lo 14 other towns was 
conducted which revealed that the 
town’s managerial salaries are 
“below average,” said 
Montgomery, 

He added the Personnel Board had 
conducted a study of management 
wage schedules for department 
heads compared lo 14 oilier towns, 
including Acton, Andover, Belmont, 
Burlington, Concord, Lexington. 


Marblehead, Melrose, Needham. 
North Andover, Reading, Slonehuni, 
Wellesley and Wilmington. These 
comparisons are based on popula¬ 
tion, economic base of each com¬ 
munity and the form of government 

“These towns were towns used in 
past studies," said Montgomery, 
According to Personnel Board mem¬ 
ber Lana Righter, the comparable 
towns have been used for about eight 
to 10 years for wage professional, 
technical and managerial compari¬ 
sons, and are also used by Olney 
Associates and the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association (MMA). 

Member Todd Cronan said the 
Personnel Board had made its deci¬ 
sion to recommend the increase 
because when selectmen instituted 
the pay freeze for managerial posi¬ 
tions, “There was no clearly articu¬ 


lated rationale for the freeze." 

Cronan said the board did not 
believe "the notion we’re overpay¬ 
ing people stood up. 

“From my perspective, we’re ask 
ing everyone lo do more with less 
I money I. It would be kind of penny¬ 
wise and pound foolish," said 
Cronan. 

Mungtoniery agreed. “We're ask 
ing managers to do more and work 
harder ... With staff cutbacks, more 
is being asked," he said. 

Righter said she feels it is "unfair 
for other groups to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to increase (their 1 salary and 
to have others not have that." 

The board’s proposal will be voted 
on by Town Meeting during this 
spring session. Town Meeting 
approval is needed lo allow the 
raises.

Local hoarding houses have live 
years to install automatic sprinkler 
systems in their establishments. 

By voice vote. Town Meeting 
approved Article 47. which accepts 
Chapter 148, Section 2811 of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Law regarding 
the requirement of automatic 
sprinkler systems in hoarding 
houses. 

According to Fire Lt Robert 
Walsh, who spoke on behalf of the 
petition put forth hy the Fire Chief, 
there is a fivc-vear grace period on 


the statute, which begins Id days 
after Town Meeting accepted the 
statute Non-compliance can result 
in a fine of not more than Stuoo. 

Walsh said the fire department 
felt strongly about Town Meeting 
adopting the statute, adding that a 
sprinkler system “is the most effec¬ 
tive method of surpassing fires in 
the early stages of development." 
He noted that sprinkler systems trig¬ 
ger water flow alarms, reduces 
smoke generation and provide life¬ 
saving time for people to get out of a 
burning building. 

"The benefits of doing this might 
someday prevent Winchester from 


becoming a statistic in the fatal 
hoarding house category." Walsh 
said. 

One Town Meeting member ques¬ 
tioned whether non-compliance with 
the statute by a building owner 
might eventually result in residents 
being “pul on Hie street 

Walsh said he believes the five- 
year grace period, as well as the 
acceptance of 13K sprinkler sys¬ 
tems. which are those allowed in 
residential homes, addresses the 
financial aspect of the statute. The 
i;}R systems can lie into the build 
ing’s existing water line, which 
Walsh said can result in significant 


cost savings

In 
addition, the town is making prog¬ 
ress in cleaning and lining water 
lines, increasing water pressure in 
the north end of town, and obtaining 
affordable housing through the 
purchase of existing units, he said.

people more comfortable with 
their environment Ergonomics 
first became popular alter World 
War 11 when airplane cockpits 
were studied to make them more 
computable with pilots 

Guild says her work station is 
the first ol its kind in the country. 
While much research has been 
done in the lield of ergonomics, 
lew have translated Ibis research 
into practical applications 
Guild's work slat inn shows how 
such factors as colors, light, air 
quality, and the physical set up of 
the work station can a I led pro 
dudivity Guild points out that 
while many salespeople have pie 
viuusly pointed out the ergonomic 
benefits ol their products, 
"Nobody lias put all of the pieces 
of the puzzle together " 

One of Guild's principal goals 
in creating the “Ergonomic 
Showcase" is to make people 
aware of the benefits of human 
factors Guild points out that by 
changing the level of a computer

keyboard or bringing in a picture 
or adjusting a chair people can 
make their work environment 
more comfortable, which will 
increase their productivity. 

Increased productivity is some¬ 
thing that both workers and bos¬ 
ses can relate to. Guild estimates 
that people represent 70 to <K) 
percent of office costs, and ergo¬ 
nomics is the key lo reducing 
these costs In addition, employ¬ 
ers providing ergonomically 
sound work stations can count on 
aving money on workman’s 
compensation for back, eye, and 
wrist problems caused by poor 
working conditions. 

In creating the "Ergonomic 
Showcase" Guild had help from 
other Winchester residents. Lynn 
Hunnacek contributed illustra¬ 
tions lo aid in the presentation of 
the work station and the corpo¬ 
rate division of Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge donated plants for the 
exhibit

"for peace of mind” — lo make sure 
the permit would cover the scope of 
work they had planned. 

Building Commissioner Dominic 
Scrratore issued a cease and desist 
notice Nov. 8, and advised the Mil¬ 
iarases to seek a special permit 
from the ZBA to continue. 

On March 20 the ZBA denied the 
special permit. 

ZBA member Ann Matarese noted 
that the board can not comment on 
cases that have already been 
decided. Serralore also, told the Star 
he could not comment on the case. 

Neighbor William O’Neil, a 
20-year resident of Francis Circuit, 
said he was opposed to converting 
the structure into a residence. He 
noted that the work on the structure 
began without the proper permits 
and exceeded the scope of work in 
the permits that were obtained. 

He said the residences in the area 
are “very dense” and questioned 
whether such a decision would have 
set a precedence for conversion of 
the many backyard structures in the 
neighborhood to residential units. 
O'Neil also said “at least three 


attempts'' were made by the presenl 
owners to convert the structure to a 
residential unit since he has lived in 
the neighborhood. 

‘‘This is not an issue of the neigh¬ 
bors versus their son. It's simply 
adherence to the zoning bylaws in 
town,’’ said O’Neil. 

“(The issue) has not been handled 
in an above board manner by the 
Miliarases. I have great sympathy 
for their plight with their son,” said 
O’Neil, but he added the Miliarases 
20-room home could accommodate 
Stephen. 

Neighbor It. Todd Cronan of Fran¬ 
cis Circuit said, ‘‘What we would 
have liked considered was other 
innovative ways the Miliarases can 
use their property to meet the needs 
of their son.” 

Cronan said a ‘‘middle ground” 
could be worked out to “meet their 
son’s needs and fit the existing use.” 
But Cronan said he was not informed 
of the full proposal to house Stephen 
until the hearing before the ZBA. 
Cronan questioned whether “all the 
options had been considered.” 

Said neighbor Elisabeth Cronan, 


“The zoning issue is the main 
issue.” She added that the rental 
space in the Miliarases’ own home 
could be used to house Stephen 
instead of creating a third residen¬ 
tial space on the property. 

Barbara Miliaras told the Star she 
hasn't ‘‘hardened” future plans to 
further issue. The Miliarases will 
have the opportunity to appeal the 
ZBA decision to the Superior Court 
within 20 days of the filing of the 
decision. 

Barbara Miliaras noted that out or 
"250 residents in neighborhood, only 
25 did (sign the petition) ... that is 
certainly not a large sampling (of 
the neighborhood).” she said. She is, 
she said, "surprised” by the out¬ 
come of the ZBA hearing. 

Gary and Roberta Watros, 10 Ml, 
Pleasant Street, directly abutt the 
Miliarases property and started the 
neighborhood petition. 

"This has nothing lo do with their 
son,” said Roberta Watros. "We 
don’t want anyone living 
there ... converting their barn into a 
residence is not a permitted use.

Emanuel and Barbara Miliaras of 
12 Mount Pleasant Street and their 
neighbors are on different sides of 
the fence — literally and 
figuratively. 

The Miliarases would like to reno¬ 
vate the structure at the back of 
their property into an apartment for 
their 29-year-old autistic son, Ste¬ 
phen. Their neighbors would prefer 
they didn’t — and the Winchester 
Zoning Board of Appeals has said 
they can’t. 

Not that the neighbors have any¬ 
thing against Stephen, they say. A 
petition circulated last fall outlined 
Ihe impact already felt from the 
rental units now in the Miliarases’ 
home, loss of privacy and the possi¬ 
bility of setting a precedent for other 
such conversions. 

The ZBA has unanimously ruled 
that the accessory structure cannot 


become a residence 

The next scene in this saga is 
uncertain — and Stephen, who none 
argue would benefit from the prop¬ 
osed set-up, which would include a 
live-in/graduate couple and periodic 
visits from teams of specialists, is 
caught in the middle. 

‘Tm saddened by the fact that 
(my neighbors) are unable lo accept 
Stephen's needs. He needs individu¬ 
al living ... this is a creative way lo 
deal with that,” said Barbara 
Miliaras. 

And some of the neighbors say 
they feel they've been typecast the 
bad guys, or as Boston Globe colum¬ 
nist Bella English termed the "first 
stop” of the "NIMBY (Not in My 
Backyard) Bus” in her April 9 
editorial. 

"Our problem isn’t Stephen,” said 
neighbor Gary Watros. He noted 
that half of the Miliarases’ home is 
currently occupied by five tenants 
and he. along with other neighbors.

All that has changed is the 
parent hospital, since the communi 
ty advisory board continues to func¬ 
tion. Through that board, as well as 
patients, the center gets feedback on 
the needs of the community. 

The facility provides primary care 
in internal medicine and pediatrics 
as well as a broad range of sub- 
specialty services, which will not 
change as Winchester Hospital takes 
over, Barnes said. 

WRHC is open from 7:30 a.m. to 
11:30 p.m. After hours, patients are 
referred to Winchester Hospital, 
‘‘Winchester is probably the closest 
of any area hospital,” Barnes said. 

For most of the facilities 40 physi¬ 
cians, WRHC is a secondary facility, 
and all are affiliated with Winches¬ 
ter Hospital. “They come here on a 
scheduled basis” from one to five 
days per week, Barnes said. “We 
encourage patients to develop a 
long-term relationship with a prim¬ 
ary care physician,” she added. 

If a patient requires surgical care, 
he can be treated by the same doctor 
at Winchester Hospital, Barnes said. 

According to Barnes, the Wilming¬ 
ton site mainly services residents in 
Wilmington, North Reading, Tewks¬ 
bury, Andover and Billerica. In 
addition to providing primary care, 
the center offers health education 
programs in the area of nutrition, as 
well as aerobics classes. In the 
future, Barnes hopes to expand the 
programs the facility offers lo the 
community, Barnes said. 

“Most of the programming is well¬ 
ness programming — to foster well¬ 
ness,” said Barnes. 

The facility has a total of 125 
full-time equivalent staff members 
(275 people), including registered 
nurses, technicians, therapists and 
support personnel, she said. 

As for the future, Barnes hopes 
“basically to keep providing the ser¬ 
vices that exist at the health cen¬ 
ter,” she said. 

The community has easily 
accepted the transfer of ownership 
from Choate to Winchester Hospital, 
Barnes said. “A lot of our patients 
here have come to our health center 
for a long period of time.

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Arbor Day events 
set for April 27

If J. Sterling Morton, founder 
of Arbor Day in 1872, could wit¬ 
ness the vigorous involvement of 
Margie Lamarr, Betsy Spiller, 
Sandy Rodgers and Faye Ghikas, 
he probably would be gratified 
that outdated Victorian mores 
had finally taken a back seat to 
hearty community involvement. 

Arbor Day festivities come to 
Winchester on Friday, April 27th 
at 10:00 a.m. when the Winches¬ 
ter Garden Club and the Winches¬ 
ter Home and Garden Club com¬ 
bine talents to transform the 
barren traffic island opposite the 
Unitarian Church on The Park¬ 
way into a restful horticultural 
oasis. 

Lately the local observer has 
seen more of Sandy Rodgers 
hunched over her Channel 19 
camera than anywhere - but was 
fortunate to run into her at Town 
Hall last week. She mentioned 
that last year the two clubs 
planted a Zelkova Tree at the 
sourthern end of the parkway site 
- and now plan to carry their plan 
to completion. 

The Zelkova Tree - a pictur¬ 
esque substitute for the lamented 
American Elm - will now share 
space with two new Bradford 
Pear Trees and thirty low- 
growing Junipers. 

In this joint effort, the two 
clubs are donating $500 each to 
cover the cost of plant meterials - 
and a full year of care for the site. 

Arbor day - though originally a 
holiday devoted to civic enrich¬ 
ment through the planting of 
trees - became primarily a school 
festival in 1882. 

The observer remembers 
many a cool April morning out¬ 


side the Washington School as 
Arbor Day was honored with 
rather puny plantings that 
always seemed to disappear 
without a trace during the year. 

This year, Sandy reminds us 
that Kids Corner, over at McCall 
School will conduct their obser¬ 
vance over at McCall on April 
27th at 3p.m. - when they will add 
a leafy companion for the Maple 
Tree they dedicated last year. 

Of course, over and above the 
warm traditions of Arbor Day, 
our local ceremonies set the tone 
for selfless community spirit and 
underline the “pride of place" 
that Winchester generates 
among its residents. 

Plant material was carefully 
chosen by Margie Lamarr, a 
board member of Winchester 
Home and Garden Club, and San¬ 
dy, who holds a similar position 
on the Winchester Garden Club. 

Sandy’s enviable background 
in horticulture serves the town 
well through her position on the 
Beautification design Review 
Committee. It is through sugges¬ 
tions and plans made by this 
standing town committee that 
specific areas designated for 
improvement are “adopted” by 
various town organizaitons. 

The EnKa Society, for 
instance, is sponsoring the plant¬ 
ing and improvement of the traff¬ 
ic island near First Baptist 
Church ■ a project planned by the 
Beautification Design Review 
Committee. 

Joint projects of this nature 
bring us all together - not in the 
execution, but also in the enjoy¬ 
ment of all manner of civic 
improvement,

Probate courts in 
crisis due to cuts

The Probate and Family Courts 
around the Commonwealth are in 
crisis due to budget cuts. The origi¬ 
nal FYI990 budget for the Probate 
and Family Court Department of the 
Trial Court was $18.4 million. The 
governor's vetoes and the Deficit 
Reduction Act reduced our budget to 
$1G.7 million. There are over 70 vac¬ 
ant positions statewide, mostly 
entry-level procedures clerks, but 
also probation officers, secretaries 
and administrative personnel. 

The personnel cutbacks have 
resulted in a serious backup in the 
clerical processing of judicial activi¬ 
ties, including the issuance of cita¬ 
tions, summonses, inventories, noti¬ 
fication of divorce judgments, and 
probate decrees, and particularly 
the docketing of case events. 

The Middlesex County Probate 
and Family Court is the busiest in 
the state. We expect to process 
approximately 13,000 new cases this 
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Residents will be helping clean up Winchester’s waterways 
in honor of Earth Day with the Conservation 
Commission’s planned River Day.

year. Due to the hiring freeze, we 
have 16 vacancies in a total of 115 
positions. We are faced with more 
work and fewer personnel. Our mail 
is backed up several weeks. 

Special microfilm projects have 
been discontinued, which eliminates 
the possibility of moving older files 
out of the courthouse to make room 
for new files. Due to inadequate 
funding, no new file equipment is 
being acquired and there is no 
money lo lease additional space for 
files. We have a serious space prob¬ 
lem in Middlesex County Probale 
and Family Court resulting in case 
files being stored in cardboard boxes 
on and under all available tables and 
not in the required fireproof files. 
Due to the combination of staff shor¬ 
tages and space problems, we are 
unable to place our hands on relev¬ 
ant case folders at critical times. 
For example, four to six files are 
missing from courtroom trial lists 
on an average day.

The production is fine too: the 
lovers all scantily clad with bare 
midriffs and tunics slit up the thigh, 
and the “rude mechanicals” endear¬ 
ingly dumb and self-important, and 
a black youth playing Puck, baseball 
cap on backwards full of finger¬ 
snapping soul. 

The teens I bring this day are both 
black and Hispanic, students who 
have come to our town through the 
national A Better Chance program 
which identifies promising minority 
kids and takes them out of their 
communities for four years to attend 
high schools known for their 
academic excellence. 


Pronski says recall 
may become reality 

TO THE EDITOR: 

How interesting to hear some 
members of the Board of Selectmen 
at their April 17 meeting joined with 
other public officials, namely some 
members of the School Committee in 
trying to stifle the citizens once 
again in their right as a registered 
voter to be allowed participation in 
the process. 

We do have a section in our Town 
Charter, Section 7-13 “Recall Proce¬ 
dures”, explaining the process for 
the recall. If previous public offi¬ 
cials, voters, and citizens at large 
didn’t agree the recall process was a 
good one, I am sure it never would 
have been approved and included in 
our Town Charter. This particular 
action required a 2/3 vote of Town 
Meeting. 

Those who sign affidavits or peti¬ 
tions for recall should be com¬ 
mended for their courage. All they 
are doing is allowing the voters of 
this Town a choice, If the voters are 
upset, as some may believe they are, 
what is so wrong in opening up the 
process legitimately to allow us to 
accept or reject our public officials 
actions? LET the voters decide 
they’re helping to pay the bills. 

It is not surprising to me that some 
public officials may be very upset 
because in my judgment some of 
them do not understand their roles. 
They are supposed to be representa¬ 
tives of the people, not lo be paid 
leaders in administration. How sad 
it is that they drove many of us to the 
point of taking our concerns lo the 
people. That is what recall is all 
about ladies and gentlemen. 

We are very reasonable people as 
a citizenry, We have been very sup¬ 
portive. If our public officials are 
doing their jobs well, and are mak¬ 
ing the administrators accountable 
to the public, they have nothing to 


They wear varsity sports jackets 
and carefully crafted hair, this one’s 
standing up tall in a high flat-top, 
that one’s with an actual picture 
carved into the back by the barber.

But the girls in the group don’t 
think so. After a moment, four of 
them go outside and perch daintily 
on the curb. 

My boys kick and leap, line-dance 
and shadow-box, execute head-

worry about. There are no vendettas 
involved. I can assure you of that. 
There are no hidden agendas, how¬ 
ever, when our school system is 
being, in our opinion, mismanaged, 
and our students and teachers are 
caught in the middle. It is time to 
act. It was the action of the School 
Committee’s three affirmative votes 
furnishing the Superintendent of 
Schools a five-year contract of 
employment that started the divi¬ 
sion in our Town. 

If it takes a recall to unseat the 
members that turned their backs to 
reason and replace them with offi¬ 
cials with common sense, it will be, 
in my judgment, in the Town’s best 
interest. We must get back to having 
accountability, credibility, and con¬ 
fidence in our public officials in the 
Town of Winchester.

As a Vinson Owen parent, I am 
deeply disappointed that the school 
will be closed; however, I believe 
the School Committee members 
made their decisions carefully and 
honestly, and, to their credit, have 
maintained a broad perspective, 
keeping the best interests of all 
Winchester children foremost in 
their minds. 1 am willing to accept 
their decision, and am committed to 
making the necessary transition 
with a positive altitude. I was also 
disappointed in some of the results 
of the recent election, but I am 
willing to accept the decision of the 
majority, and to live with the results 
of the election. 

I would ask those who are seeking

Not to inflict the tedious presence 
of a grownup on them, I stay inside. 
Then their teacher whistles and the 
white kids lope over to their bus. I go 
out then to join our guys. 

“They threw us a quarter as they 
left,” one says to me. “Do you think 
they were trying to insult us?" 

“I think they loved you," I reply. 

"I think so too," another boy 
grins. 

And with that we hop in our cars, 
and pull back out on the highway — 
me out front in our presentable fami¬ 
ly car, and the boys bringing up the 
rear in my battered minivan, on 
whose little shuddering roof still 
dances, as if in fond recollection, the 
forgotten chocolate shake.

Civic responsibility 

or ‘lynching’? 

TO THE EDITOR: 

It seems there's a new petition in 
town. Once again, a group of people 
Is hard at work collecting signatures 
of Winchester citizens.

The new petition is a recall peti¬ 
tion, which begins the process of 
removing from office two of our five 
School Committee members.

This week 
in history 

30 years: 1960 

The latest chapter in the con¬ 
troversial history of the proposed 
new junior high school was to be 
written at a hearing that week in 
Memorial Auditorium. At this 
meeting the School Building 
Committee planned to explain in 
detail its proposed plans for the 
new $1,500,000 junior high school. 
This scheduled public hearing 
preceded a Special Town Meeting 
called for May to consider trans¬ 
ferring the Well Field site from 
the Water and Sewer Board to the 
School Committee for use as the 
site of the new school. 

The Board of Appeal handed 
down a finding in which it 
granted the petition of George 
DeVries for permission to con¬ 
struct a group house, containing 
39 separate living units on the 
property of Thomas Quigley, Jr. 
abutting Wedge Pond near the 
Main Street end of Lake Street. 

Vice President Richard M. Nix¬ 
on and Senator John F. Kennedy 
easily swept the Republican and 
Democratic Presidential prim¬ 
ary here that week. On the GOP 
slate, Nixon beat Rockefeller 934 
to 83 and 27 voters wrote in Ken¬ 
nedy’s name. On the Democratic 
side Sen. Kennedy won 252 votes 
as opposed to 23 for Stevenson. 
Nixon and Kennedy were the only 
announced candidates for the 
Presidency. 

At a regular meeting held that 
week, Austin Broadhurst was 
elected chairman of the School 
Committee replacing Barbara 
Clark Bailey, who had served in 
that position for the past year. 
The new chairman had been a 
member of the School Committee 
for two years, having previously 
served as a member and chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee. 


John Ciarcia assumed his 
duties as Town Engineer at the 
Town Hall office that week. For¬ 
merly assistant Town Engineer, 
Ciarcia succeeded the late How¬ 
ard Ambrose. A graduate of 
Winchester High School, Ciarcia 
studied at Wentworth Institute 
and Northeastern University. 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee members were informed 
of administration proposals con¬ 
cerning redistricting. The plans 
offered were an attempt to estab¬ 
lish the Marycliff district from 
the Wyman district and parts of 
the Parkhurst district to reduce 
the enrollments at Mystic, Lin¬ 
coln and Noonan schools through 
transfer into the Muraco district 
and to shift approximately 40 stu¬ 
dents from McCall Junior High 
School to Lynch Junior High to 
relieve overcrowding. 

A Winchester resident was one 
of the participants in the Apollo 
13 space flight earlier that month. 
Resident Thomas Kelly, chief 
enginneer on the team that 
designed the lunar lander, was 
called on to assist planning the 
safe return of the three astonauts 
following the explosion aboard 
their craft.

a minority? 

Signing a recall petition is very 
different from signing someone's 
nomination papers, or a request for 
a ballot question or the setting up of 
a citizens' committee. The person 
who signs nomination papers may 
simply be saying, "I don’t really 
know this candidate, but if he would 
like to run for office, I support his 
right to do so. ” The person who signs 
a recall petition, though, is slating 
that he believes that the public offi¬ 
cial named on that petition has com¬ 
mitted an offense so reprehensible 
that the town should go to the effort 
and expense of holding a special 
election in order to remove him or 
her from office. This is a very seri¬ 
ous accusation, and is not one which 
should be taken lightly. 

Removing a thief from office 
because he or she is stealing from 
the people he is supposed to serve is 
a matter of civic responsibility. 
Removing a good, hard-working vol¬ 
unteer from office because there are 
people who disagree with his or her 
decisions is a matter of lynching, 
Let’s make sure we know the 
difference.

Senior, more experienced staff are 
demoralized by the increase in 
work, our inability to provide 
replacements for vacant positions, 
and the freeze on cost of living 
salary adjustments. Cutbacks in 
probation officers and Family Ser¬ 
vice support staff constrain the 
court’s efforts to mediate cases and 
provide investigative background 
reports to judges. This slows down 
and further clogs the judicial 
system. 

Attorneys are spending more time 
in court because of the cutbacks in 
clerical support. The inefficient use 
of their time is billed to their clients, 
resulting in increased legal fees for 
the people who use the court. 

In summary, the current fiscal 
crisis is having a devastating effect 
on the day-to-day operation of the 
judicial system, Staff shortages are 
causing an increased delay in the 
processing of essential documents in 
the Probate and Family Court. We 
are working hard to cope by maxi¬ 
mizing available resources, use of 
flex-hours and a positive profession¬ 
al attitude on the part of career 
employees. Revenue collections con¬ 
tinue to increase. The fact is, howev¬ 


er, that the judicial system has been 
put at great risk by the reduction in 
its budget. 

I urge the people affected by these 
budget cutbacks — attorneys, litig¬ 
ants and employees — to contact 
their state representative and state 
senator now as they are currently 
deliberating on the FY1991 budget. 
Communicate your first-hand exper¬ 


ience in the court to your legislators. 
Urge them to restore the judiciary 
budget to the original FY1990 levels. 
We simply do not have the person¬ 
nel, at current budget levels, to 
move litigants through! the system 
in a timely manner. Justice delayed 
is justice denied.

Next Sunday the Winchester Con¬ 
cert Series, drawing upon the rich 
resources of the Boston area, will 
present the concerlmaster of the 
Boston Esplanade Pops Orchestra, 
Joseph Scheer, in concret with local 
pianist, Aki Shimazu Gifford. 
Scheer, who recently appeared as 
soloist with the Boston Pops on their 
broadcast Easter program, will be 
making his first appearance in 
Winchester. 

Members of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and Pops have performed 
in Winchester on a number of occa¬ 
sions. In December 1888, in the new 
Town Hall, A Grand Popular and 
Classical Concert was given by 
“leading members” of the BSO, and 
in November 1889 a Grand Sym¬ 
phony Concert by the ‘'Boston Popu- 
lars” Concert Company, composed 
of members of the BSO, also took 
place at Town Hall. In 1890 while the 
YMCA conducted an Entertainment 
Course, also at Town Hall, their 
opening concert was given by the 
Adamowski Quartette, whose leader 
was also conductor of the Pops. 

At the time of these examples, 
members of the Pops were also 
members of the BSO, Since that 
time, a second Pops orchestra has 
been created, of which Scheer is 
concerlmaster, The first Pops

orchestra is simply the BSO itself, 
which in 1885 began giving concerts 
of a lighter kind of music during the 
summer called “Promenade” and 
later “Popular Concerts.” 

These concerts combined music 
and refreshments—including light 
alcoholic beverages, which required 
a special license “since the guar¬ 
dians of public morals in Boston 
considered alcohol more potent 
when consumed in the presence of 
music,” (Steven Ledbetter, "100 
Years of the Boston Pops”) As a 
musical and social occasion, the 
Promenade Concerts were an imme¬ 
diate hit and have been given every 
year since (except 1890 when the 
BSO manager neglected to apply in

At the turn 
of the century the name changed to 
Pops, and, in 1902, moved to the 
BSO's new home, Symphony Hall, 

It was Arthur Fiedler who, in 1929, 
organized a series of free outdoor 
symphony concerts on the Espla¬ 
nade. After Fiedler was appointed 
conductor of the Pops in 1930, these 
concerts were eventually absorbed 
by the BSO organization, With the 
establishment of concerts at Tan- 
glewood in July and August and the 
inability of the regular BSO/Pops 
players to be in two places at one 
time to play during the summer, the 
Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra 
was created from the best Boston 
freelance musicians. It is they whom

Though without a Pops Orchestra, 
Winchester has had its own Pops 
Concerts. In the early part of this 
century an Annual Pop Concert was 
given in Town Hall for the benefit of 
the Winchester Hospital. Music was 
provided by a variety of performers, 
including (in the 20s) Teel’s Band, 
the Salem Cadet Band, and tenor 
Roland Hayes, 

A program from 1915 which sur¬ 
vives in the Town Archives is rather 
interesting, not so much for the 
music (light music of the sort one 
would expect, e,g. suppe, Stephen 
Foster), but for the list of refresh¬ 
ments, which occupies twice as 
much space as the musical selec¬ 
tions. One could choose from 18 
different ice cream concoctions, 
eight drinks (including a “Horse’s 
Neck”), 14 brands of cigars and four 
of cigarettes. 

All this has digressed from next 
Sunday’s concert, which, though 
involving a Pops musician, is not a 
Pops Concert but rather a chamber 
concert presenting music of Beeth¬ 
oven, Prokofiev, Ysaye, Brahms, de 
Falla, Dvorak, and the premiere of a 
piece by contemporary composer 
Randall Woolf, Advance ticket sales 
have been such that the concert has 
been moved from the Winchester 
Room, as first announced, to the 
Town Hall Auditorium, Tickets will 
be available at the door for what 
promises to be an excellent 
program. 


With equal concern for a solution 
to the state’s fiscal situation, Rep¬ 
resentative Casey has also joined 
Representative Richard Moore in 
proposing a unique plan to prevent 
fulure deficits in the slate's budget.

will open in May 

The Woburn Walk-In Center, affil¬ 
iated with Winchester Hospital, will 
open its doors in early May at the 
site of the former Choate Hospital's 
emergency room. The new unit will 
offer a wide range of care for minor 
illnesses and injuries such as colds, 
flus, ear infections, cuts and sprains, 

“What we're doing is building a 
modern day medical service that 
sees patients on a walk-in basis,” 
explains Joanne Dyson, nurse mana¬ 
ger for the Walk-ln Center. “We 
offer general medical services in 
addition to x-ray and lab services 
right on the premises.” 

The new Woburn Walk-In Center 
will fill a void in the community 
caused by Choate's closing. The 
Woburn Walk-ln Center offers an 
alternative for those everyday medi¬ 
cal problems, without the wait, drive 
and higher costs associated with 
emergency room visits. 

The newly renovated center will 
be fully staffed with permanent 
physicians, nurses and x-ray techni¬ 
cians on a seven day a week, 
extended hour basis for the conveni¬ 
ence of local residents. The center 
will be open Monday through Fri¬ 
day, 8 a.m, to 8 p.m., Saturdays, 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sundays, 11 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. The Woburn Walk-In Cen¬ 
ter is physically located at the base 
of the former Choate Hospital on 21 
Warren Ave. 

Although dedicated to quick and 
convenient service, medical care is 
personal and attentive, Dyson says. 
“We're not a franchise, so the ser¬ 
vice is quite individual. There’s a 
strong feeling among everybody 
involved that the quality of care and 
service to patients is the only reason 
for our being there," adds Dyson, 
The quality of the center is assured 
by its association with Winchester 
Hospital, Dyson says.

MRI comes 
to hospital 

Magnetic Resonance Imaging, 
MRI, is available at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital, 41 Highland Ave., Winchester. 
A mobile MRI van will bring the 
equipment to Winchester Hospital 
each Friday. 

Magntic Resonance Imaging, 
MRI, is the newest imaging tech¬ 
nique. It uses no radiation, provices 
more detailed images and can give 
an image in any direction. Through 
the use of radio frequency waves in 
the presence of a strong magnetic 
field, an image is created on a 
computer. 

This non-invasive, diagnostic tool 
allows clinicians and radiologist to 
see inside a body for selected clini¬ 
cal issues without invasive proce¬ 
dures such as exploratory surgery 
or biopsy. "The advantage of MRI is 
that you can image any part of the 
body from what ever angle you 
want,” explains Robert P. Fortuna- 
to, MD, Radiologist at Winchester 
Hospital. “Magnetic Resonance

tool which has made and is making 
remarkable strides in diagnostic 
testing." 

Magnetic resonance images differ 
from those produced by x-rays. X- 
rays are associated with absorption 
of x-ray energy while magnetic reso¬ 
nance images are obtained by plac¬ 
ing the patient within a powerful 
magnetic field which magnetize the 
protons in a patient's body. 

The body tissue can then transmit 
small radio signals which are 
received by the scanner’s antennae. 
These signals arc then computer- 
processed and stored as images. 

By obtaining a stack of images a 
three dimensional picture can be 
displayed on the screen. The radiolo¬ 
gy technologist can then view the 
area from any direction. 

Currently, the majority of MRI 
work is done for central nervous 
system disorders, such as strokes 
and tumors, and scans of the head, 
neck and spine. The areas now being 
developed are the cardiovascular 
system, the musculoskeletal sys¬ 
tem, the pelvis and selected organs 
including the liver and kidney. 

These images may lead to early 
detection and treatment of diseases 
such as arteriosclerosis and 
orthopedic injuries. MRI has 
already replaced the need for more 
invasive and uncomfortable exami¬ 
nations in many cases, including 
myelograms, arlhrograms and 
arteriograms. 

Because of the significant expense 
of MRI equipment, the state of Mas¬ 
sachusetts regulates Us purchase 
and dispersement throughout the 
stale. “The best way to bring MRI to 
our service area is by working 
together,” explains Eugene E. Lou- 
bier, president of Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal “The hospital has entered into a 
consortium. This allows several hos¬ 
pitals to gain access to MRI 
technology."

not an 11th hour entry, as some 
residents indicated, but rather a 
case of the School Committee send¬ 
ing the superintendent "back to the 
drawing board, looking for new 
ideas.” 

Chairman Landry noted she would 
have "difficulty with sending kids 
[in the Cambridge Street area], who 
could see Ambrose, to Lynch.” 

Landry told members she would 
like to see an adjustment to make 
part of the new Lynch district, the 
Lockcland Road area, a part of the 
Ambrose district or allow open 
enrollment preference to those stu¬ 
dents who live in the area and could 
choose between Ambrose or Lynch. 

A suggestion by Lombardi to dis¬ 
cuss the policy of open enrollment at 
the next session was agreed on by 
the other board members. 

McCarter agreed with Landry’s 
position, and added the Lynch dis¬ 
trict will in essence "wrap around” 
the Ambrose School. 

Resident James Sweeney said he 


approved of the accepted plan and 
told members he felt "Vinson Owen 
has taken a beating ... We want to 
stay together.” 

Residents Janice Dowd and Linda 
Pickering noted their opposition to 
the third plan, which would have 
moved the majority of Vinson Owen 
students to one school and about 30 
students to another. 

Other members of the audience 
expressed satisfaction with the 
accepted plan and said the students 
will move as a group to Lynch and 
would not be submerged in the open 
classroom environment of Ambrose 
after beginning their education in a 
traditional classroom environment. 

Another member of the audience 
from the Lincoln Triangle area of 
town questioned whether such redis¬ 
tricting action should be considered 
in light of possible school consolida¬ 
tions that could be posed in a few 
years.

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War against garbage 


moves to the curb

Snow melts, recessions come and 
go, hut Massachusetts solid waste is 
here to stay. 

Americans generate more Ilian 
100 million tons of solid waste every 
year, twice as much as they turned 
out in 19811. Incineration costs Still a 
ton and pollutes the air. 

Burying garbage in landfills costs 
less--an average of $30 a ton. but the 
landfills are packed, and scientists 
predict that their contents will lake 
500 years to break down If the 
scientists are right, our plastic milk 
jugs will be around long after our 
gravestones have disintegrated. 

To cut costs and protect the envi¬ 
ronment. Massachusetts comm uni¬ 
ties are promoting recycling. Trend¬ 
setters like Lexington. Brookline. 
Newton and North Andover are 
starting curbside recycling prog¬ 
rams. asking citizens to separate 
newspaper, glass and other mater¬ 
ials when they pul their garbage out 
for trash pick-up. 

Curbside recycling 

In other communities, town offi¬ 
cials would like to introduce curb- 
side recycling but aren't sure how 
much it would cost, whether it would 
work or how to begin. Even in towns 
with successful programs, officials 
must worry about who will take 
their recyclables. 

Jell Coyne, a spokesman for Bos¬ 


ton's Earthworm Inc., explained in 
a recent telephone interview that 
there isn't any one right way lo 
recycle. "(I depends on the com¬ 
munity.” 

In towns like Wellesley, where all 
residents take their trash to the 
dump. Coyne suggested a central¬ 
ized recycling center. 

‘Curbside recycling is probably 
the best way lo go in a community 
that has single-family dwellings," 
he added However, Coyne said 
community dumpsters are heller in 
apartment areas. 

Lexington fils Coyne’s profile of a 
community well-suited lor curbside 
recycling -- 8,000 of its 9,(UK) residen¬ 
tial units are single-family homes 
and it has a tradition of curbside 
trash pick-up. 

Since October 1988. Lexington has 
employed a private contractor. New 
England CKInc. to manage a man¬ 
datory curbside recycling program. 

Residents must separate news¬ 
papers, glass, aluminum, thin cans 
and other recyclables. They must 
also put out their leaves in special 
biodegradable bags. 

According to Lexington officials, 
the town generated more than 17,000 
tons of garbage yearly before its 
"Lex-Recycle" program began. 
During the first nine months that the 
program was in effect, Lexington 
residents recycled 2,000 tons, or 10.7 
percent of their total rubbish. 


The program for composting 
leaves and another program for 
composting Christinas trees kept 900 
tons of solid waste out of the ineiner 
ator, saving Lexington $54,000 m 
lees and providing organic material 
the town could use on its cemetery, 
school grounds and parks 

After paying New England CKInc. 
Lexington saves about S-lo.ooo a 
year. 

Because Lexington's program is 
convenient and mandatory, more 
than three quarters of the residents 
participate. Other communities, like 
Cambridge and Watertown, ask 
residents lo bring their recyclables 
to recycling centers. 

Watertown Recycling Center 
A look a I the Watertown Recycling 
Center reveals that it is a noble but 
low-budget effort. Watertown 
appears to be somewhat less suited 
to curbside recycling than Lexing¬ 
ton. Figures from the 1981) U.S. 
Census show that only 35 percent of 
the town's housing units are single- 
family homes. However, most 
Watertown residents have curbside 
trash pick-up or take their garbage 
to a dumpster, and the recycling 
center is loo inconvenient to attract 
many residents who might be will¬ 
ing to participate in a curbside 
recycling program,

Water conservation 

Water is recycled in nature all the time. It follows a cycle from 
rainfall lo the ground and ocean and then back to the sky. Yet clean 
drinkable water is a precious and limited resource. Sewer and water 
systems have become integral parts of this cycle. Consequently, how 
water is used at home can place severe burdens on this system. 

•Use water sparingly to conserve resources. Don’t leave Ihe faucet 
running, repair leaks, and water lawns and gardens in the early 
morning or after sunset, 

• Install modern water-saving plumbing devices such as volume 
reducers for shower heads and toilet tanks. 

•Don't pour hazardous products like turpentine or used oil down the 
drain. 

•Rainfall must be (rapped in lawns before it runs off and evaporates. 
Health soil absorbs and retains water very well, helping vegetation live 
with little extra watering. Avoid contaminating water with chemical 
fertilizers-instead. put organic matter back into the soil by using 
composted materials. 


A high school student’s 
message on environment

This month we celebrate 
Ear Hi Day. a long overdue 
effort to better a world we 
have all but destroyed The 
surface of our earth is 
wracked with the agonies of 
human atrocities. Humankind 
has proven ilsell geocidal. 
destroying all life — plant and 
animal. 11 is thus mandatory 
that all participate in the 
replenishment ol that which 
we have destroyed. 

Our largest problem has 
many laces and each face 
must be known and under¬ 
stood Indore a solution can be 
developed One face is indus¬ 
try. Carbonic gasses are the 
most threatening environmen¬ 
tal problem, and yet there are 
no standards to regulate their 
production. Businesses, on a 
daily basis, empty immense 
clouds of these gasses which 
later combine with moisture 
to produce carbonic acid. 
When this moisture later pre¬ 
cipitates as acid rain, irrepar¬ 
able damage results Almost 
the entire Black Forest of 
Germany is now dead or dying 
due to carbonic acid. Busines¬ 
ses also tend lo produce mas¬ 
sive quantities ol pollutants 
that are regulated. This is 
due, in part, to the inadequacy 
of law. Simply staled, it is 
much cheaper to pay the 
annual lines than to pay (tie 


cost of a belter filtration sys¬ 
tem. 

American industry is one of 
the largest pollution produc¬ 
ers in the world, but we 
destroy far more than just 
“our territory." Canadians 
are more conscious of pollu¬ 
tion problems and are not 
very pleased with our destruc¬ 
tion of I heir area. 

Much can be done to combat 
Ihe effects of acid rain. One 
impractical, but effective sol¬ 
ution is to introduce a calcium 
carbonate based material 
such as limestone, which will 
neutralize the acid. 

Bui the problem doesn't end 
there. What of the wastes 
which are not so easily neut¬ 
ralize? When nuclear energy 
is created, a by-product is 
produced that is so toxie it 
remains solvent for up to 2,000 
years. These wastes keep 
building up and are ineffi¬ 
ciently stored 

The sites, it seems, for these 
dumps couldn't l>e more fool¬ 
ishly picked. Thousands of 
barrels once were stored on 
the ocean floor. The corrosive 
nature of water soon ate 
through these barrels and con¬ 
taminated large areas of 
water. One major toxic waste 
site is also conveniently 
located near California's San 
Andreas fault line — an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen.

Tips for environmental shoppers 


The Arlington Food Co-op may not 
be a large supermarket, but it is 
committed to the environment in a 
big way. 

The not-for-profit natural foods 
grocery store stocks organic foods 
grown without pesticides, hundreds 
of minimally packaged bulk items, 
and used paper bags and boxes for 
customers to carry out groceries. 

"We’ve been recycling and reduc¬ 
ing all along," says co-op general 
manager Beth Imhoff. "That’s part 
of the reason that co-ops were 
started — for bulk foods." 

The co-op sells the area’s largest 
selection of organic fruits and veget¬ 
ables, and has done so for 15 years, 
"it's not a fad with us," says Imhoff. 

In addition, dozens of products 
including peanut butter, spices, hon¬ 
ey, oils, nuts, grains and cereals are 
sold out of large containers from 
which shoppers can extract what 
they want, 

More recently, the co-op has 
begun lo carry many of the "green" 
products coming on the market, 
including non-toxic household clean¬ 


ers, herbal pel collars, and toilet 
paper made from recycled paper. 
There’s also coffee fillers made 
from non-bleached paper, recycled 
writing paper, and canvas shopping 
bags. 

Located at 7a Medford St., next to 
the Regent Theater in Arlington 
Center, the co-op is open to the 
public seven days a week. "You 
don’t have to be a member to shop 
here," says Imhoff. 

Here are 10 tips for the environ¬ 
mental shopper: 

1 . Reject excessively packaged 
goods, Choose the product with few¬ 
er layers of packaging. Avoid mixed 
material packaging which cannot be 
recycled. "Brie pac” juice contain¬ 
ers, which are a laminate of alumi¬ 
num, paper, and plastic bottles, are 
examples. (Packaging accounts for 
13 percent of your food costs and 50 
percent of garbage costs.) 

2. Buy bulk or larger size pack¬ 
ages to reduce the amount of pack¬ 
aging. 

3. Buy fewer prepared and pro¬ 
cessed foods and more fresh or 


whole foods such as unwrapped 
fresh fruits and vegetables and hulk 
grains and beans. 

4. Reduce your use of hazardous 
household products, including clean¬ 
ers such as bleach and furniture 
polish. Use environmentally sound 
alternatives such as those now sold 
on the market or make your own 
cleaning solutions using these 
simple ingredients: borax, baking 
soda, vinegar, lemons and water. 

5. Reorganize your produce shop¬ 
ping so that you use (he minimum 
number of bags, leaving produce 
items loose in your shopping basket 
and combine several items in one 
bag after purchase. Only use plastic 
bags for wet refrigerated items. Buy 
frozen foods last so you won't need a 
plastic bag to keep them from thaw¬ 
ing on the trip home. 

G. Make a "shopping kit" and 
leave it in your car, by your bike or 
in a convenient place in your home. 
Include boxes or cloth shopping 
bags, paper bags, clean plastic 
bags, and reusable plastic and glass 
containers and bottles. Refill your 


kit as it runs low from your home 
supply of extra bags and bottles. 

7. Re-use containers for bulk 
foods. Use the plastic and glass 
containers and bottles from your 
"shopping kit” for such items as 
peanut butter, oils, honey and soy 
sauce, 

8 Choose durable, rc-uscable 
goods and avoid disposables such 
as: plastic spoons and forks, paper 
cups and napkins, coffee fillers, 
razors, flashlights, batteries and 
disposable diapers. 

9. Take your groceries home in a 
re-used paper or plastic bag, a 
fabric shopping bag, a cardboard 
box or a backpack. 

10. Buy products packaged in 
recycled or recyclable packaging. 
Recycled paperboard can be identi¬ 
fied by the grey color of the interior 
of the package. With changes in 
legislation, there will be more and 
more products available in recycled 
or recyclable packaging. Now these 
products are not well labeled, but 
with new legislation that will also 
change. 


Common household hazardous wastes 


Most common cleaning products 
contain chemicals which can dam¬ 
age the environment. When poured 
down the drain, flushed down the 
toilet, incinerated, or buried in land 
fills, these products conlaniminale 
drinking water, pollute the air, and 
endanger wildlife. In fact, current 
statistics indicate that as much as 25 
percent of all toxic waste originates 
in individual households. 

You can do something. Look 
around the kitchen, bathroom, base¬ 
ment, garage. How many chemicals 


have been slorcd':’ Are all these 
products needed? Are you familiar 
with their ingredients and do they 
post health threats? A product is not 
safe simply because it can be bought 
in a store. 

Change your buying habits. Read 
labels carefully. Replace laundry 
detergents with non-polluting laun¬ 
dry soaps, such as Ivory Snow 
Flakes, castillc soap, or shavings of 
Pels Naptha. 

Many biodegradable cleaning pro¬ 
ducts are now on the market. The 


Cambridge, Arlington and Boston 
Food Co-ops, Bread & Circus Super¬ 
markets, Am way Homo Product 
Distributors (800-332-2012), Shaklee 
Cleaners & Food Supplements (547- 
7800), and health food stores carry 
these products -- look for them and 
give them a try. 

When nonhazardous alternatives 
are unavailable, use only what you 
need, use all of the material before 
disposing of the container, and give 
leftovers to a friends who might 
need them. 


Batteries 

It is better not to throw a car 
battery in the trash. Toxic heavy 
metals such as cadmium leak from 
batteries into the soil, threatening 
drinking water supplies. 

Used motor oil 

Used motor oil is extremely toxic. 
Even small amounts contaminate 
drinking water supplies, pollute the 
environment, and harm mammals, 
birds and fish. Just one quart can 
contaminate 250,000 gallons of 
water. 


What to do 

The best way to recyle books and 
magazines is to reuse them. Maga¬ 
zines and other glossy papers are 
difficult to recycle because they 
contain clay. Books are difficult 
because of the glue in the bindings. 

Donate recent magazines to hospi¬ 
tals, nursing homes, and other orga¬ 
nizations that need them. Or donate 
books and magazines to the library. 
Try taking books to a second hand 
bookstore such as The Book Case, 42 
Church St,, Cambridge, 878-0832.

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Waging a war on trash

The recycling center is located 
behind Mount Auburn Cemetery on 
the grounds of Watertown's inciner¬ 
ation facility. The recycling opera 
tion itself consists of one giant 
dumpster for glass and a second 
dumpster for newspapers It’s open 
only on weekends. 

The town took the recycling center 
off the hands of a nonprofit group 
after lack of money was about to kill 
it. It still has the look of a wretchedly 
undercapitalized operation. There 
are few signs telling users what to 
do, and the signs on the dumpsters 
themselves give incorrect advice. 

Wooden steps lead up to a plat¬ 
form between the two dumpsters. 
Users climb onto the platform to 
dump their newspapers into the pap¬ 
er dumpster or their glass into the 
glass dumpster. To save space in the 
glass dumpster, users are supposed 
to hurl in their jars and bottles, to 
smash them into a thousand tiny 
pieces. When the operating mana¬ 
ger, Seth Berman, spots a cap in the 
dumpster, he gels frustrated: the 
companies which buy Watertown’s 
glass think of a metal or plastic cap 
as a contaminant, “I have to climb 
in there and get it,” Berman said. 

In spite of its faults, 1,200 of Water¬ 
town’s 34,400 residents are regular 
users. 

"This is a small effort based on 
people who care,” said Michael Bor- 
ack, a Watertown resident. He came 
to the recycling center on a recent 
Saturday to bring it glass bottles he 
and his wife, Jeannette Elliott, col¬ 
lected when they cleaned up a lit¬ 
tered street corner near their home. 

Borack, who counsels troubled 
youths at the Beaverbrook Guidance 
Center, said recycling is an easy, 
effective way to build self-esteem. 

Another user, Allslon resident 
Peter Weiler, echoed Borack’s senti¬ 
ments. “It makes sense,” he said. 
“It feels a little better than throwing 
stuff away.” 

Berman, too. has a passion about 
recycling and taking care of the 
environment. It goes back to his 
days as a college student at Ohio 
State, where he helped organize the 
university’s first Earth Day 
celebration. 

David Keithley, Watertown’s act¬ 
ing supervisor of public works, is 
glad that the town has a recycling 
center, but he does not see it as a 
cure for all of its waste-disposal 
problems. “It’s making a difference, 
but a very small difference,” he 
said. 

In January, said Keithley, the 
recycling center took in 21.5 tons of 
newspapers, and the town public 
works department hauled away 
1,370 tons of garbage. In February, 
the recycling center look in 70.5 tons 
of newspaper, and the town hauled 
only 1,050 tons of garbage. If resi¬ 
dents continue to recycle as actively 
as they did in February, they could 
reduce the town's waste stream by 7 
percent.

Keithley is an example of the kind 
of public works official that curbside 
recycling advocates must convince 
if they arc to have their way. Keith¬ 
ley likes the idea of curbside recy¬ 
cling and has read articles about (he 
subject in trade journals, but he has 
never actually met another public- 
works official involved with such a 
program. He isn l sure how well 
voluntary curbside recycling would 
work in Watertown, though lie has 
heard good things about Lexington's 
mandatory program. 

"It would all be a matter of the 
percentage that we could lake out of 
the wastes!ream,' 1 Keithley said. 

And the advocates of curbside 
recycling seem to have done a bad 
job of bringing the subject to Keith¬ 
ley’s attention. 

“It hasn’t been much of an issue,” 
he said. “I’ve had no one inquire 
about it.” 

Keithley worries about what 
Watertown would do if it had a 
curbside recycling program and no 
market for its recyclablcs. The town 
already has a hard time getting its 
newspapers taken away. 

Recycled materials in scarcli of a 
market 

Across the country, policymakers 
are worrying about the same prob¬ 
lem. The success of recycling prog¬ 
rams depends on the composition of 
communities’ trash and the exis¬ 
tence of markets for recycled 
materials. 

Coyne estimated that paper 
makes up 30 percent, glass 10 per¬ 
cent and plastic 6 to 10 percent of the 
volume of household trash. In 
offices, paper usually makes up 80 
percent of the trash volume, 

However, some kinds of paper are 
more recyclable than others. Recy¬ 
cling plants will pay good money for 
the sheets of white computer paper 
and stationery that fill office trash 
cans; in fact, so much money that 
Earthworm funds part of its opera¬ 
tions by collecting discarded paper 
from offices in the Boston area. 
Earthworm then sells the trash to 
paper brokers. 

The demand for high-grade paper 
has attracted executives’ attention. 

“Most major companies have 
some level of recycling going on,” 
Coyne said. 

Earthworm helps Gillette, Arthur 
D. Little, Polaroid Corp., Kodak, the 
Boston office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and many orga¬ 
nizations recycle their waste paper. 

In homes, newspapers make up 
the bulk of paper solid waste, 

America's biggest newspaper pub¬ 
lishing companies buy 5 to 15 per¬ 
cent of their paper from recycling 
plants. But newspaper recycling 
plants suffer from the widespread 
belief that they make bad paper, or 
make good paper in too small a 
quantity to interest a large

Sons in Hingham specializes in 
socially responsible investing or as 
he says, “putting one’s portfolio in 
line with one’s principles.” Most of 
his clients donate their time and 
money to a social cause, nonprofit 
group or both. Before he started 
working with these clients, they 
would have their investment dollars 
through their slocks, bonds, mutual 
funds and even money market 
accounts unknowingly invested in 
the very same corporations that 
their time and money were being 
used to protect against. 

Some investment professionals 
actually consider socially responsi¬ 
ble investing a more conservative 
methods of investing, In the long 
run, adds Calnan, by applying envir¬ 
onmental as well as other social 
screens to your investments, social¬ 
ly conscious investing will make you 
and your portfolio feel belter. Why? 
Because a company that’s discharg¬ 
ing poisonous industrial waste into a 
river and polluting it is eventually 
going to pay for its clean up. The 
cost of this clean up will hurt its 
earnings. This in turn negatively 
impacts the value of its shares. If 
you didn’t feel bad about owning this 
stock before it dropped n value, you 
and your portfolio definitely will 
afterwards. 

We shouldn’t wait another 20 
years to celebrate Earth Day again. 
Socially responsible investing is one 
way to become more environmenta- 
ly friendly with our investments by 
researching more than just the 
financials of these investments. At 
the same time it helps us to cele¬ 
brate Earth Day every day. That 
makes it a pretty good personal 
habit for improving our environ¬ 
ment .

publisher. And some newspapers 
resist using recycled paper because 
they already own their own tree- 
devouring paper mills. 

When Rhode Island passed man¬ 
datory newspaper recycling laws, it 
discovered that it had mountains of 
recycled paper oil its hands. It 
feared that it would have to get rid of 
the paper in the worst possible way -- 
by burying it in a landfill. 

Now. the glut of recycled news¬ 
papers has abated, and many stales 
are passing legislation designed to 
stimulate demand. California is 
leading the way. By 2000, at least 50 
percent of the paper that the stale's 
newspapers use will have to come 
from recycling plants. 

Recycling packaging materials 

Recycling packaging materials is 
another problem. In its Earth Day 
Guide, the New Age Journal cited 
studies indicating that 30 percent of 
America’s trash consists of packag¬ 
ing materials. 

Healthy recycling markets 
already exist for two important 
packaging materials, glass and alu¬ 
minum, but plastic is a more diffi¬ 
cult problem. The Society of the 
Plastics Industry Inc. has rushed to 
defend plastics, sending reporters 
an attractive publication called 
“Plastics & You.” “Plastics & You” 
describes the wonders of water puri¬ 
fiers, artificial legs and other plastic 
products, and emphasizes that plas¬ 
tic can be recycled. 

But there are many kinds of plas¬ 
tic. To gel high-grade recycled plas¬ 
tic, the varieties must be separated 
from one another. Manufacturers of 
some plastic bottles now mark them 
on the bottom with a number inside a 
triangle; the number indicates what 
family the plastic belongs to. Unfor¬ 
tunately, many other plastic pro¬ 
ducts go unmarked. Sometimes, a 
bottle which is marked has an 
unmarked cap or nozzle made of a 
different plastic. To take the mys¬ 
tery out of recycling plastic, manu¬ 
facturers will have to develop a 
standard coding system. 

Recycling Initiative Campaign 

In Massachusetts, the Recycling 
Initiative Campaign has put an ini¬ 
tiative on the commonwealth’s fall 
ballot that would force manufactur¬ 
ers to change their packaging prac¬ 
tices. If passed, the initiative would 
require packages to be made of 
recycled, re-usable or recyclable 
materials. Even if the initiative 
loses, it will probably attract nation¬ 
al attention. 

And attention is the secret. When 
Americans noticed the oil embargo 
in 1974, they began to buy smaller 
cars that used less gasoline. This 
year, when Americans notice that 
they are burying their purple moun¬ 
tain majesties under stinking gar¬ 
bage travesties, they may demand 
curbside recycling programs, 

In any event, do your planet a 
favor - when you're done with this 
newspaper, take it to a recycling 
center.

Serving up VIP treatment 

Hotels going out of their way to attract business in competitive market

H otels have always 

emphasized excellent 
service as the way to 
travelers* hearts, but 
with business 

executives taking fewer trips and 
uncertainty about summer tourism, 
area hotels are doing ev*n more 
pampering, smiling and bending over 
backwards to win customer loyalty. 
With more than 30 hotels dotting 


Route 128 and more toward Route -195. 
competition for business is fierce, and 
hotel managers are scrambling to get 
their share of the market. 

“There are a limited amount of 
companies out there, and everybody's 
going after the same people,” said 
Steven Stein, assistant general 
manager of the Natick Milton on Route 
9. 

Abbv Golden, corporate sales 
manager at the Sheraton Needham 
hotel, agreed that hotels have to be on 
their toes more than ever. “We need 
every customer we can get,” she said. 


Golden said a distinct change she 
has noticed in the corporate travel end 
of the hotel business is that employees 
are taking fewer long trips. Instead, 
companies are sending people into 
town for a day, or are having meetings 
catered at their offices. 

“We get very busy with day 
meetings because people don't want to 
stay over,” said Golden. 

According to Golden. Stein and 
other hotel officials, the key to 
prospering during the current economic 
downturn is cultivating repeat business. 
'This means treating executives and 


other travelers so well when they stay 
at a hotel or use its function facilities 
that they will come back. 

Ronald Balmer. director of research 
and special projects for the 
Massachusetts Ilotel/Motc! 
Association, said recent data indicate 
hotel business in the Route 128 area is 
down 7 to 7'k percent from this time 
last year. 

"What we’re seeing is a leveling 
off. The New England economy isn't 
exactly booming, and business travel 
across the board ir down.” he said.

For example, the Vista International 
hotel, the newest and glitziest addition 
to the Route 128 hotel scene in 
Waltham, has suffered from occupancy 
rates in recent months that one hotel 
official admits 1 “could be better." 

Jean-Luc Fourrier, assistant general 
manager in charge of food and 
beverages at the Vista, said while the 
hotel’s highly praised dining and 
function facilities are doing a brisk 
business, the hotel had a 40 percent 
occupancy rale in March and is 
expected to bring that up to 50 percent 
this month.

Balmer said one factor in lower 
occupancy rates is state budget cuts 
that have limited promotional 
advertising of Massachusetts as a 
tourist spot. 

Some hotel managers say, however, 
that they are optimistic about the 
summer tourist season. 

Ellen Rooney, director of marketing 
at Guest Quarters Suite Hotel in 
Waltham, said that while families 
probably won't be spending money on 
expensive cross-country or European 
vacations, they will "jump in the car 
and come down from New York or 
Canada.” 

Patrick Brogan, general manager of 
the Sheraton Tara in Newton, said 
more tour operators are calling the 
hotel to ask about special packages for 
bus tours, and many have already 
signed up. 

Balmer said that despite the state’s 
recession, such tourism will create 


demand for hotel workers. 

"As business slows down, obviously 
aggressive hiring does slow down as 
well. But the hotel industry is still a 
good place to be looking for work, 
especially as we’re going into the busy 
summer season,” he said. 

Balmer also said the suburban hotel 
market still holds much promise and 
does not appear too crowded with 
operators. 

"They (the hotels) targeted that 
area fora very good reason — it 
represented a good investment,” said 
Balmer. 

Still feeling the current economic 
downturn, hotels will be highlighting 
service, selling more aggressively and 
offering more packaged deals to 
travelers, he said. 

One of the most lavish examples of 
increased hotel service is the Vista's 


helicopter shuttle, which will bring 
guests to and from Logan Airport in 
eight minutes. The Vista opened in 
January with 350 rooms and several 
dining and function facilities. 

The Needham Sheraton, which won 
a service award this year from its 
corporate headquarters, has several 
service-oriented programs. Golden said 
a popular one has been "DIAL,” or 
Distinctive Incentive Awards Line. 

DIAL gives companies discounted 
room rates for frequent stays and gives 
prizes to their secretaries and other 
people who book rooms for them. The 
program has been in place for almost 
two years and has about 320 members, 
Golden said. 

The Sheraton is also promoting an 
ABCD weekend — or Avoid Boston's 
Congested Downtown — featuring 
room rates of $69 per night, including 


breakfast. 

Brogan said the Newton Tara 
recently implemented a ' ‘Guest of the 
Day” program to single out different 
guests each week, upgrade their 
accommodations "and give them 
special VIP treatment.” 

Most hotel officials also said that in 
addition to the special programs geared 
toward making hotels stand out in the 
crowd, "little things mean a lot" 
where service is concerned. 

Guest Quarters' Rooney said the 
one-year-old hotel recently instituted a 
training program aimed at empowering 
employees to solve problems without 
seeking out a supervisor. 

"It gives them the authority to 
make some decisions for themselves,” 
Rooney said, adding guests are also 
saved time and aggravation.

Career change tips 


T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 

■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you want work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 

■ If you’re not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to, consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous services available in the 
department’s job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is “What Color is Your 
Parachute?” by Richard Bolles. 


■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 

library and its voluminous research 
materials. 

■ Do as much Informational 
interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it’s 
right for you. Explore the academic 
credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ If possible, volunteer some time to 

employers in your chosen field. 


■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 

■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 


an appropriate functional resume. Have 
someone within the industry you are 
targeting review your resume. 

■ In Interviews, give specific examples 
of projects you have worked on that 
demanded creativity and adaptability. 

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field. 

■ Most of all, be patient. Remember 
that job hunting is a job in itself and is 
often exhausting. Depending on the job 
you're seeking, your search could take 
six months or more.

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Watertown inspector offers tips

In the spring, there is a surge of 
activity in the Watertown building 
department as homeowners apply 
for permits after a winter of plan¬ 
ning home renovations. 

Knowing what kind of projects 
require a building permit and know¬ 
ing how to apply for one can save 
money and cause fewer problems in 
the long run. 

"Ordinary maintenance work” 
does not require a building permit, 
according to Watertown Building 
Inspector John P. DeToma, whose 
job is to enforce the town's building 
codes, During an interview, DeTo¬ 
ma spoke about questions he is 
commonly asked by those who are 
planning to repair or remodel their 
homes. 

Replacing boards on a deck, 
removing sheet rock, or replacing 
kitchen cabinets do not require a 
permit, he said. But a permit is 
necessary for major repairs to a 
chimney, such as rebuilding half of 
one. 

A building permit is not needed to 
install a fence in Watertown, 
although other towns may require 
one, according to DeToma, The 
installation of a driveway does not 
require a permit, but DeToma 


recommends that homeowners con¬ 
tact the zoning enforcement officer 
for information about town regula¬ 
tions. 

Changing the location of an egress 
or blocking one requires a building 
permit. Installing a swimming pool, 
a wood-burning stove, a bay win¬ 
dow, or a solar heater on the roof all 
require a permit, DeToma said. 

The building inspector has set 
aside a couple of hours each week¬ 
day to specifically address the con¬ 
cerns of Watertown homeowners. 
They can speak to DeToma directly 
by calling 972-6480 or by visting his 
second-floor office at Town Hall 
during the hours of 8:30 to 10 a.m. 
and 4 to 5 p.m. The zoning enforce¬ 
ment officer and the plumbing and 
wire inspectors can also be reached 
at the same office. 

A homeowner can act as a general 
contractor, and, can apply for a 
permit and perform contruction 
work without a license. However, 
plumbing and wiring work must be 
performed by licensed workers, who 
will usually contact the respective 
inspectors, DeToma said. If a home- 
owner hires a contractor, DeToma 
recommends that the homeowner 
have the contractor take out the 
permit. That way, DeToma can take 
legal action against the contractor if 


it becomes necessary. But if a home- 
owner signs the application for a 
permit, and then hires a contractor 
who does not perform the work as 
specified in the application, the 
homeowner has no recourse, "It 
happens all the time,” DeToma 
said, “I tell people I’m sorry I can’t 
do anything. Homeowners should 
understand that when they sign the 
application, they are fully responsi¬ 
ble for supervising and controlling 
the job.” 

Two sets of plans must be submit¬ 
ted with the building permit applica¬ 
tion. The cost of a permit is $10 for 
the first $1,000 of the estimated cost 
of the project, and $5 for each 
additional $1,000 after that, up to 
$100,000. Applicants have to pay the 
fee when they pick up the permit. 
For major renovations that gen¬ 
erate a "truck load of trash," applic¬ 
ants are required to indicate where 
they will dispose of material wastes, 
DeToma said. 

DeToma is required by state law 
to submit all applications to the town 
assessor. An addition to a home 
usually will increase an assessment, 
he said. Homeowners should call the 
assessor’s office for information 
regarding specific renovations. 

Work must begin within six 
months from the day the permit is 


issued, otherwise the permit will be 
voided. However, if the applicant 
contacts DeToma, he will usually 
give an extension if the applicant 
"has a good reason,” he said. 

Watertown homeowners who want 
to apply for a permit should realize 
that the application process takes 2- 
3 weeks. "Many people come in here 
thinking they can get a permit 
immediately,” DeToma said. But 
the town requires that all proposed 
projects be advertised before a 
permit is issued. That way, neigh¬ 
bors will be assured that construc¬ 
tion work will be performed legally. 
DeToma said neighbors cal) him 
constantly and complain that "so- 
and-so” is working on a project 
without a permit. “I don’t drive up 
and down the street looking for 
people doing work.” Also, a building 
permit must be posted in the window 
so that other people can see it, 
DeToma advises. 

"It’s amazing how many people 
actually go ahead and do work in the 
town without a permit,” DeToma 
said. "When I find out about it, my 
policy is to accept any excuse I’m 
given. I don’t argue.” But he does 
ask the person to take out a permit 
and pay double the permit fee as a 
penalty. If the renovations do not 
comply with the building codes, 


DeToma will ask the person to tear 
down the construction. 

"Sometimes they may have things 
covered over that I can’t see, so 1 
may have them take off some sheet 
rock, or some siding or roofing, so I 
can see what’s in there." In the past, 
DeToma has threatened to file crim¬ 
inal complaints against those who 
have violated building codes. "It 
would be a lot easier for everyone" 
if a permit was taken out, he said. 

Homeowners should not hesitate 
to call DeToma. "I don’t ask for 
names or addresses. If there’s some¬ 
thing illegal, I’ll work with people to 
make it legal,” he said. "Ido that all 
the time... by calling us up, homeow¬ 
ners can actually save money in the 
long run.” 

DeToma has 30 days, under state 
law, to review a permit application 
and indicate why he will not issue a 
permit. Applicants who are refused 
a permit can appeal to the State 
Board of Building Regulations and 
Standards, I Ashburton Place, Bos¬ 
ton. The filing fee is $150. But 
DeToma, who has worked as Water- 
town’s building inspector for nearly 
two years, said that no one has 
appealed one of his decisions. "I 
always try to work things out," he 
said.

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Arlington inspector 
has advice on permits

Before embarking on any home 
renovation project, such as the addi¬ 
tion of a deck or a swimming pool, 
the homeowner must secure the 
necessary building permits 

Without them, the individual is 
liable for a penalty fee. and may 
have to tear down the project at 
personal expense if it is considered 
dangerous or does not meel stale 
building codes. 

“Permits are required to protect 
the individual who is requesting the 
work, and that is the only reason," 
said William A. Libby Jr., inspector 
of buildings for the Town of Arling¬ 
ton since 1969. “Without permits, the 
homeowner becomes liable for any 
accidents or problems that occur, 
such as electrical shocks, falls or 
sewage backup." 

According to Libby, a homeowner 
needs a permit for new construction 
(including additions, alterations or 
repairs to existing buildings), 
mounting a sign, demolishing a 
buildling, moving a building, laying 
a foundation and any electrical, gas 
and plumbing work. Permits are not 
required for ordinary repairs such 
as painting the outside of a house or 
installing gutters or downspouts. 
When in doubt, Libby suggests call¬ 
ing the Arlington Building Depart¬ 
ment at 646-1000, ext. 5250, to verify 
whether or not a permit is needed. 
All permits are issued through the 
Town of Arlington Building Depart¬ 
ment, 51 Grove St. Business hours 
are weekdays from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

To obtain the permit, the homeow¬ 
ner or contractor must submit a 
building permit application from the 
Building Department, a plot plan 
drawn to scale showing the existing 
property and proposed addition, and 


a complete set of construction plans 
drawn to scale showing all structur¬ 
al members. 

“The plot plan determines 
whether an addition or alteration 
meets zoning regulations. This is 
important, especially if the person 
sells the property at some future 
date," said Libby “For instance, if 
a deck is constructed on land that 
isn't zoned for it, the owner would 
have to pay to have the deck 
removed before the properly could 
be sold.” 

Once the department has the 
appropriate plans and application 
form, the permit is usually issued 
within three days. 

Said Libby, “By law, we have the 
right to hold the permit for 20 days, 
but we never have. We try to keep 
things moving in Arlington." A copy 
of the permit is automatically sent 
to the assessors' office. 

Added Libby, “Some people hesi¬ 
tate to get a permit to renovate their 
home because they’re concerned 
about the assessment. Adding a 
deck, for instance, has very little 
impact on the assessment.” 

The cost of a building permit 
varies according to the project, and 
every project carries a minimum 
fee ranging from $20 to $50. The final 
permit fee is based on a dollar 
amount that is miltiplied by the 
estimated cost of the project in 
thousands of dollars. 

After the permit has been issued, 
the homeowner must display it publ¬ 
icly at all times. Once the renovation 
project is complete, it is inspected 
by a member of the Building Depart¬ 
ment to ensure that the structure is 
safe and meets all Massachusetts 
building codes. 

Occasionally, a permit request 


may be withheld because the project 
is not safe or will not meel slatp 
codes According to Libby, his office 
notifies the person in writing. “The 
homeowner then has the right to 
appeal the decision through the 
Massachusetts State Building Board 
of Appeals, said Libby “However.'' 
he added, “it can gel expensive 
when you add the attorney’s fees.'' 

Libby confirms that people often 
begin projects without getting the 
permits. “I think most of the people 
who don't get permits just don’t 
realize the law,” he said. “In the 
course of inspecting properties 
around town, we often discover work 
being done without a permit. Most of 
the time, however, we hear about 
such projects from the person's 
neighbors." 

The penalties for doing repairs 
without a permit are stiff. The 
homeowner is liable for three times 
the normal permit fee and may be 
required to tear down the structure 
if it is deemed unsafe. The building 
inspector makes that determination. 

To save money and prevent possi¬ 
ble problems, Libby suggests that 
homeowners use an established, 
licensed contractor to do any struc¬ 
tural work on a home because, 
"They have a knowledge of permits 
and the state building and safety 
codes. If any problems arise, the 
liability then rests with the contrac¬ 
tor, not the homeowner. It is also 
easier for us to work with a contrac¬ 
tor on a building permit rather than 
the homeowner because of their 
knowledge.” 

Libby concluded, “Renovating 
your home can be a painless experi¬ 
ence if you go about it the right way. 
That includes getting the permit.”

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Belmont inspector wants 
to know about renovations

If you're building a structural 
addition to your home, Paul Winters 
wants to know about it. 

And by law, he has to know about 
it. As the building inspector for the 
town of Belmont, he approves and 
issues permits for any structural 
changes people make on their 
homes. His job is to make sure that 
everything they do is in accordance 
with Belmont safety codes and reg¬ 
ulations. 

The permits Winters issues deal 
mostly with structural changes — 
things like add-ons and additions, 
and adding new shingles on a roof. 
Minor changes, like simple exterior 
or window repairs, do not need 
permits, 

To apply for a permit, the proce¬ 
dure is as follows: first, get a plot 
plan drawn up by a surveyor. Then, 
take the drawings down to the build¬ 
ing inspector’s office at Town Hall, 
where you must fill out a permit 


application. The application fee is $8 
per every $1 ,000 of work done to your 
house. For example, if a project is 
estimated at $5,000, the permit will 
cost you $40. There is a minimum of 
$25 per permit. 

If a licensed contractor is 
involved, most of the lime the home- 
owner doesn't even have to person¬ 
ally apply for the permit. The con¬ 
tractor can handle all the forms and 
paperwork alone. 

If the building inspector rejects 
the permit, then disputes regarding 
zoning questions can be taken to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which 
meets the first Monday of every 
month. 

What happens if someone makes a 
structural change without a permit? 
Then, Winter says the town will 
issue a ‘ ‘stop order, ” and make sure 
the builders comply with the town 
safety codes.

Winchester requires permits

Planning a renovation to 
your home? According to 
Building Inspector Dominic 
Serratore, almost all home 
renovations except non-struc- 
tural changes require a build¬ 
ing permit. 

Serratore by law has to be 
made aware of renovations. 
As Winchester’s building 
inspector. Serratore is the 
person who approves and pro¬ 
vides building permits for any 
structural changes made by 
residents in town. Serratore is 
responsible for overseeing the 
process, to ensure all changes 
are done in accordance with 
Winchester building and safe¬ 


ty codes. 

Non-structural changes that 
do not require a permit 
include window repairs or 
minor exterior renovations. 
However, it is best to check 
wilh the building department. 

To obtain a building permit, 
residents must file an applica¬ 
tion and copies of their plans 
to the building department.If 
approved, a building permit 
costs $8 per $1000 of construc¬ 
tion costs or a minimum of 
$25, 

Residents who fail to obtain 
a building permit before 
beginning work are subject to 
fines up to $1000 per day of 
construction without a permit. 

According to Serratore, the 


time it takes to acquire a 
building permit varies, but 
residents should plan in 
advance. Serratore said that a 
building permit can be 
obtained in a period of two to 
three days for small projects 
to a month for large projects. 

If a building permit is 
denied by the building depart¬ 
ment. an applicant may appe¬ 
al to the three-member Zoning 
Board of Appeals. The appeal 
must be accompanied by a 
filing fee of $50.

In ihe past, when homeowners needed 
to replace the roof on their home, the 
main consideration was cost, The rest 
was left up to the roofing contractor, 

Yet as homeowners think more seri¬ 
ously about the exterior design of their 
homes, they arc taking a more active role 
in the selection of roofing shingles. While 
color, style and protection from the 
elements are major factors to consider, 
homeowners also need to take a close 
look at the kinds of shingle warranties 
being offered by roofing manufacturers 
today. 

According to Virginia Wolfsohn, vice 
president of marketing for CertainTeed 
Corporation's Shelter Materials Group, 
“Just as homeowners shop around for a 
washer or dryer with an outstanding 
guarantee, so should they look for roof¬ 
ing shingles that offer the best warranty 
for their money." But what kinds of war¬ 
ranties indicate a roofing manufacturer's 
willingness to stand behind its products? 

Most roofing shingles today have war¬ 
ranties which carry a minimum duration 
of 20 years. However, warranties of 25 or 
30 years offer greater protection. 

Furthermore, when a manufacturer 
warrants a product, jt usually means that 
if replacement costs are included, they 
are covered on a prorated basis. There¬ 
fore, the older the shingles when a defect 
occurs, the smaller the replacement cost 
that will be offered by the warranty. 

For example, if after 10 years, the 
shingles on your home have deteriorated 



prematurely because of a manufacturing 
defect, the manufacturer will pay the 
homeowner only a percentage of the re¬ 
placement cost of the defective shingles 
(labor is not usually included). This per¬ 
centage is calculated by deducting (he 
value of the use of the shingles which the 
homeowner obtained during the first 10 
years. 

If ihe first time you have a minor prob¬ 
lem with your roofing shingles is 10 years 
after application, that's a pretty fair deal. 
However, if a manufacturing defect oc¬ 
curs only one or two years after applica¬ 
tion (or even six months after installa¬ 
tion), and the replacement cost is still 
prorated, the homeowner is likely to ar¬ 
gue that the warranty is unfair. 

In fact, the first three to five years af¬ 


ter shingle application is the period in 
which manufacturing defects arc most 
likely to occur. Manufacturers should be 
willing to back their products 100 per¬ 
cent for both materials and labor during 
this time, Most shingle manufacturers' 
warranties do not cover the labor costs 
incurred when installing new shingles, 
which can be a large part of the expense 
of reroofing. 

Homeowners should look for products 
that offer 100 percent coverage of the 
cost of materials and labor to repair or 
replace defective shingles during the first 
three to five years after installation, This 
type of warranty is especially relevant at 
a time when an increasing number of 
homeowners are discovering that they 
need protection early on rather than 25 
years after their purchase, when they 
will most likely want to reroof anyway. 

Wolfsohn points out that manufactur¬ 
ers are just beginning to offer this type of 
“early years" protection. "Any manufac¬ 
turer who supports this type of warranty 
protection plan is indicating that the 
company believes in the quality and per¬ 
formance of its products and that it is 
willing to stand behind them," says 
Wolfsohn.

Outdoor lighting is one of the most ef¬ 
fective ways to deter potential burglars. 

“Poor lighting is the criminal's ally,’* 
says Willis Shannon, an officer with the 
Chicago Police Department.
